THE LOWELL MURDER, 


William H. Kelley Maintains That He 
Did Not Take the Life of His Wife. 


Doctors Say That Death Must 
Have Been Instantaneous. 


Epinion That She Was Fleeing From Her Hus- 
band When Fatal Shots Were Fired. 


Lowell, Mass., July 1.—Mrs. Teresa 
Kelley was killed on Fayette street, near 
Chestnut street, early yesterday. Three 
shots were fired at her. William H. 
Kelley, husband of the woman, is al- 
leged to have been the assailant. He 
Was arrested at Lawrence. Kelley de- 
nied ail knowledge of the shooting and 
cleimed to have been in Lawrence at the 
time it occurred. Despite the fact that 
6everal persons will] testify that they 
saw Kelley shoot his wife, he will main- 
tain that he wasin Lawrence at the time. 
Jealousy is believed to have been the 
cause of the murder, but people who 
know Mr. and Mrs. Kelley say she never 
gave him cause. Mrs. Kelley is described 
as a hard-working woman. Kelley is 
tald not to have been a steady worker. 
Mrs. Kelley attempted to live with her 
husband a number of times, but found 
it impossible. Kelley has been in the 
police station a number of times under 
wrest. He is 36 years old. Mrs. Kelley 
Was about 35. 

The autopsy was held by Medical Ex- 
aminer Irish and Drs. Meigs, Burnham 
and Jones. One bullet-hole was found 
in the back of the neck, and this one 
caused death. Over the left eye wasa 
furrow, as though another shot had 
ploughed its way along the skin fora 
short distance. No trace of the third 
£hot could be found, and it is probable 
tiat it went wide of the mark. 

‘he autopsy convinced the doctors 
that Mrs, Kelley was fleeing from her 
husband when the first shot was fired, 
and they state that aeath must have 
been instantaneous.. On the death re- 
turn it was recorded that the woman 
«came to her death by a pistol wound 
inflicted by her husband. 

When Kelley was being booked at the 
police station he said to those around 
him: “Gentlemen, Iam innocent of this 
crime, and I want the public to know 
it. I did not murder my wife. I love 
her as any man loves his wife. I think 
the worid of the woman. IfImurdered 
her, do you suppose I would surrender 
to these officers? I could have been in 
New York or Chicago in 24 hours, if I 
had done anything to run for. I slept 
in Lawrence last night. I admit that 
that I have hadtrouble. She wasina 
house on Concord street that I wanted 
to take her out of, and that caused it. 
But I did not kill her.”’ 

While Mrs. Kelley was a hard-working 
woman, and might have been given sym- 
pathy for her hard lot. she did not en- 
ter upon it without an idea of her 
future. She had lived with Kelley for 
some months without the formality of 
the marriage ceremony, and it was only 
after their arrest for offense against 
the moral code that the woman became

Captain Dreyfus Arrived at Rennes 
This Morning Under Guard. 


His Return Greatly Concerns 
the Future of France. 


Review of a Case Upon Which Civilized World 
Has Looked With Interest. 


Paris, July 1.—Captain Dreyfus landed 
last evening from the cruiser Sfax, and 
immediately proceeded for Rennes. The 
Parisian public is rather listless about 
his arrival. Captain Dreyfus landed at 
Quiberon, and was conveyed by train 
to Brus, 12 kilometres from Rennes. 
There he entered a landau, accompanied j 
by the chief of the detectives of the 
prefecture department, and was driven ; 
to Rennes, where 25 gendarmes waited | 
his entrance into the town. Ten of the 


gendarmes entered a wagon and fol-

country. Yet the return of this man, 
who Was Once looked upon asa reptile fit 
only to be crushed under foot, is enough 
to plunge the country almost into the 
throes of revolution. 

The explanation of such a tremendous 
upheaval in public sentiment is to be 
found in the fact that Dreyfus was the 
victim of powerful officials on the gen- 
era] staff of the anmy. They set about 
to prove that Dreyfus had sold military 
secrets to the German government. He 
was a Hebrew and at that time hatred 
against the Jewish people was extremely 
intense and bitter in France. They 
thought it would be very easy to make 
a@ Scapegoat of Dreyfus. Several docu- 
ments were forged, and chiefly through 
these documents Dreyfus was convicted 
at a secret trial before a court-martial, 
where he was not even allowed to see the 
evidence against him, 

After the trial he was publicly de- 
graged, stripped of his uniform, and his 
sword broken in the presence of the army 
ef which he Was an Officer. Then he was 
sentenced to life imprisonment on Devil's 
island, off the coast of French Guianain 
South America. 

But justice was working slowly, and 
chiefly through the heroic efforts of 
Dreyfus’ devoted wife people began to 
look more closely into the Dreyfus case. 
The officers of the general staff, who 
feared exposure if the case was reopened, 
frowned en any aitempt to obtain a re- 
trial of the case, but though they have 
moved heaven and earth in the past two 
years, they have not been able to stifle 
the conviction which had been slowly 
growing on the public that Dreyfus had 
been unjustly convicted. 

Developments came slowly, but after 
one officer, Colonel Henry, had committed 
suicide, after confiding that he had 
forged some of the Dreyfus documents, 
énd Colonels ESterhazy and Paty de 


lam had confessed to other forgeries, 
the demand for a revision became irre- 
sistible. 


The matter was referred to the court 
of cassation last year, and since then 
the French people have practically been 
Givided into two classes—Dreyfusites 
and anti-Dreyfusites. But the evidence 
of the prisoner's innocence was so strong 
that the court of cassation decided to 
grant Dreyfus a new trial, and immedi- 
ately the cruiser Sfax was sent te Devil's 
island to take the prisoner home. 


Ano’her Fight In Prospect. 

Manila, July 1—A collision between 
the two armies at San Fernando seems 
inevitable soon. The insurgents are 
active all around the town, and can be 
reen working in the trenches to strength- 
entheir positions. Day and night fore>s 
are at work. It is estimated that 30” 
men were seen marching in the road 
north of the town yesterday morning. 
The Americans turned out and manned 
the defenses, expecting an attack. The 
soldiers slept in their clothes and had 
breakfast at 4 o'clock in the morning, so 
as to be ready for another daybreak as- 
Sault. 


Cooling Off. 


Brussels, July 1.—At a meeting last 
evening Abbe Daens, Christian Demo- 


crat, congratulated the Socialists on the 
fuccess they had achieved and predicted 
the advent of universal suffrage. Two 
thousand persons accompanied thespeak- 
er to the train, singing the ““Marselillaise.” 
In view of the pacific declarations in the 
chamber that public meetings are now 
permitted, the Liberal and Socialist 
newspapers declare that the govern- 
ment has capitulated. 


Halifax Bombarded. 

Halifax, July 1—The annual mobili- 
zation of the troops of the garrison and 
the land and sea attack of Halifax com- 
menced at 6 o'clock last night. The 
forts were all manned at sunset and the 
torpedo fleet went tosea. All thesearch- 
lights were in operation. This morning 
at daybreak the enemy made a landing 
and attacked the city from the rear, sim- 
ultaneous with a bombardment by the 
heavier ships.

The Announced Statement Is 
Very Brief Indeed. 


The Inspector of Plumbing hearings 
which have attracted widespread atten- 
tion are ended at last, and the Board 
of Health before whom the charges 
were heard find that Inspector J. J. 
Keniley is not guilty. 

These charges, in brief, were that 
Mr. Keniley passed work knowing it to 
be in violation of the City Ordinances ; 
that he permitted sub-inspector 
Landers to pass work he had _ per- 
formed, that was in violation of the 
ordinances; that Keniley had failed to 
report these violations to the Board of 
Health, and that collected twice 
upon one job. 

The charges were several in number 
and in some cases were signed by 
parties who not only had no knowl- 
edge of plumbing but had never seen 
the work which they claimed was in 
violation, but had signed the charges 
at the request of others. 

The hearings were public, and each 
session was reported at length in the 
Ledger. They became more and more 
a farce and people in general were dis- 
gusted with them.

AT THE MODERN DINNER. 


forrect Laying of the Table—Little 
Poiats For Guests. 

The serving, or ‘‘place’’ plates, as 
they are often designated, are the most 
beautiful and costly used thronghout 
the entire dinner. Present form permits 
these to be put at each eover when the 
table is laid, the plates for the two first 
courses (oysters and soup) resting upon 
them. They are then removed, having 
served their purpose as ornamental. 

At the left of the plate isthe napkin, 
within its folds the dinner roll. Direct- 
ly in front of the plate is the individual 
salt, now (small as it is) an appoint- 
ment of great beauty and expense. 
Sometimes a cut glass boat on silver 
Waves, the saltspoon posing as an oar; 
again a half open crystal rose on a leaf 
of the wonjerful Russian enamel. The 
water goblet and wineglasses stand at 
the left and are either grouped or 
‘‘spiked,’’ which means placed in a row 
diagonally ont from the plate, begin- 
ning with the largest and ending with 
the tiny glass for cordial. Thus ar- 
ranged, under artificial light they take 
up and flash back the rays with great 
brilliancy. making them very crna- 
mental. 

It is now the rule to use a fork in- 
stead of spoon wherever possible, so 
that the latter is almost banished froy 
the modern table. Each course, how- 
ever, requires a particular fork, mak- 
ing it a fine point with the uninitiated 
to determine between them when laid 
in a long row beside the cover. From 
this probably the method now adopted, 
which saves many mistakes and conse- 
quent embarrassment. When the table 
is laid, the fish, meat and entree forks 
are placed at the left of each cover, at 
the right the meat knife, soupspoon, a 
smaller knife, and the oyster fork. For 
all courses which follow the roast the 
silver for each is passed on a tray just 
before it is served. 

After the dessert, or ‘‘service of 
sweets,’’ as it is now termed, after din- 
ner coffee, frnit and finger bowls are 
brought on. The coffee is put at the 
right and the finger bow] at the left of 
the fruit plate, the frnit knife and fork 
passed on the tray. In ngland butter 
is never used at dinner, and seldom of 
late years this side the water. If served, 
a tiny pat or ball on individual butter 
plate is put in front of each cover.

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{How Captain Truxtun was the Oewey of 
July 4, 1799.} | 
As ‘‘one star differeth from another star 
in glory,’’ so one Fourth of July varies 
from another only in degree. There are | 
some striking points of similarity between 
the Fourth of July, 1899, and the Fourth | 
of July, 1799. A hundred years ago, as 
now, the nation’s idol was a hero of the 
sea, whose exploits have added inspiration 
to the celebration of Independence day. | 
Then the towering heroic figure was 
Thomas Truxtun, as now it is George | 
Dewey. Then, as now, our sea fighters 
were held in highest admiration, and their 
courage, loyalty and marksmanship were 
extolled over all the land. | 
John Adams was then president, imme- 
diately succeeding George Washington. 
With prophetic vision President Adams 
thus gave his rotion of the Yeurth of July | 
and how it should be celebrated: ‘‘This 
day will be the most memorable epoch in | 
the history of America, to be celebrated | 
dy succeeding generations as the day of de- 
liverance by solemn acts of devotion to) 
Almighty God, with pomp and parade, | 
with shows, games, sports, guns, bells, | 
bonfires and illuminations from one end 
of the coutinent to the other from this 
time forever more."’ | 
There is no doubt that, following the | 
advice of President Adams and their own | 
inclinations, our forefathers loudly and 
joyously celebrated in 1799 their deliver- 
ance from British dominion and as well | 
the requital of French insults, which had | 
marked the year or two preceding. Those 
were stirring times. Political feeling was | 
intense and often bitter, but patriotic | 
sentiment was at the flood tide. We were 
then practically at war with France, | 
though hostilities had never been formally j 
declared. France had been at war with 
England for some time and sought to em- | 
broil us in the quarrel. Naturally our 
sympathies were with France, but the 
French revyolutionists, presuming too far 
upon the services that had been rendered 
us in our struggle for independence, de- 
manded favors which could not be grant- 
ed without going to a war with England. | 
The bitterness toward the mother country 
was still intense and found expression in 
the sentiment, ‘‘May the Union which 
sprang froma British war be preserved 
from a British alliance.’’ but it was deem- 
ed unwise to go to war with her in aid of 
France. Thereupon the French began to 
inflict upon us every sort of injury and 
insult. They used our ports to fit out 
privateers, which subsequently seized our 
merchantmen and preyed upon our com- 
merce. Our minister in Paris was sub- 
jected to the grossest indignities. The 
situation became intolerable. It was this 
time that gave voice to such sentiments as | 
these, which have crystallized into national 
axioms: ‘‘ Millions for defeuse, but nota 
cent for tribute,” *‘Peace with honor or | 
war without fear,’’ and ** Hail Columbia” | 
was then published and became the na-

tional hymn. Congress declared that the 
treaties with France were at an end and | 
authorized the president to instruct our 
ships of war to seize all French armed ves- | 
sels in American waters. It was then that 
the marine corps, which has ever since 
been an efficient arm of the naval service, 
was first created. | 
The French had aswarm of cruisers and 
privateers in the West Indies pirating up- | 
on our commerce. Thither was sent what 
was then for us a powerful force, consist- | 
ing of four squadrons, numbering 20 ves- | 
sels in ali. One squadron had for its | 
flagship the frigate Constellation, 38 guns, | 
and was under the command of Captain 
Thomas Truxtun, who became the naval 
hero of that time, much the same as Dew- | 
ey is the naval hero of today. | 
In February, 1799, Captain Truxtun, 
with the Constellation, encountered, near 
St. Christopher, L’Insurgente, 45 guns, 
one of the finest frigates in the French 
navy, which fired a challenge. Truxtun 
fearlessly advanced and poured a broad- 
side into the Frenchman. The fight con- 
tinued an hour, the Constellation merci- 
lessly raking the enemy fore and aft, 
while the latter was apparently powerless 
to inflict severe injury upon our gallant 
ship. Our sailors-were the better gunners, | 
just as they are today, doing effective 
work, while the Frenchmen, aiming too 
high, only damaged the Constellation’s 
spars and rigging. After 70 of L'Insur- 
gente’s crew had fallen she struck her col- 
ors and surrendered. ‘The Constellation 
lost but one killed and three wounded. 
When the news ot Truxtun’s victory 
reached the United States, which in those 
days must have taken at least two months, | 
the country fairly went wild with patri- 
otic fervor, and Truxtun, though still re- 
maining with his squadron in West In- 
dian waters, was everywhere acclaimed 
the nation’s hero. He had given the na- | 
tion a notable victory to celebrate on the 
Fourth of July, and it was celebrated 
with most enthusiastic demonstrations. ! 
So intense was the feeling that at many 
celebrations that year the effigy of Zalley- | 
rand, the French secretary of foreign 
affairs, was burned at the stake. In view 
of the threatening warcloud General 
Washington, then in the enjoyment of ex- 
eellent health, had been recalled to the 
command of the army, and the prevailing 
toast was to ‘the Father of His Country.”’ 
Soon after the trouble with France was 
fixed up and diplomatic relations restored, 
but in view cf the difficulty and delay in 
the transmission of information, the sea 
fighting in the West Indian waters was 
not ended, the situation being much the | 
same as in Dewey’s case after the cable | 
was cut at Manila. So it fell to the lot of | 
Truxtun to furnish the theme of inspira- 
tion for the Fourth of July, 1800. In|} 
February, 1800, with the Constellation, 
he encountered, and, after five hours of ter- 
rific fighcing at night, defeated and dis- 
mantled the French frigate Vengeance, 
carrying 54 guns. For this victory con- 
gress gave Commodore Truxtun a medal 
and a vote of thanks.

The Federal Captives Rejoiced Over 
the Fall of Vicksburg. 

The most remarkable if not the most | 
pieasant Fourth of July I have known | 
Was spent in Libby prison in Kichmond 
in 1863. 

Acting as war correspondent of the New 
York Tribune, I had been captured while | 
trying to run the batteries of Vicksburg. 
The whole expedition was destroyed, and | 
I as one of the survivors was sent to 
Libby. 

As I was very young then, of very vig-

we were so desperately hungry. We slept 
on the floor or on rough boards, and we 
| lived—that is, kept health in our bodies— 
buoyed up by the hope of getting out. 

We talked in the morning of ‘‘celebrating 
the day,’’ but how could we with nothing 
to eat and nothing to drink save very 
warm hydrant water that came from the 
turbid James river? So with empty stom- 
achs and soiled hands and faces—it was 
| impossible to be clean there—we thought 
; we would celebrate orally—that is, by 
talking patriotism even more than usual, 
which was certainly difficult. Conse- 
quently we got together in groups and 
| narrated to one another the most exciting 
experiences that each of us had in the field. 
Muny of the narratives were very interest- 
ing, coming as they did from the actors 
themselves. lf they could have been taken 
down as they fell from our lips, they 
would be impressive reading even at this 
late day. The officers warmed with their 
subjects, living over again the scenes they 
had recounted. Some of them got sce 
| flushed and generally stirred that they 
looked as if they had been drinking. On 
my commenting on this several of them 
said that they really felt as if they had 
swallowed a dozen glasses of champagne. 
They added that patriotism was an excel- 
lent substitute for wine and liquor and 
| that it never hurt anybody, which could 


larly in armies. 

All the prisoners in Libby and doubtless 
in the south generally were more than 
ever inspired with patriotism on that day, 
because Vicksburg, then besieged by 
Grant, as we had learned from the news- 
papers which we bought regularly, cher- 
ished sanguine hopes of relief from Gen- 
eral Joseph E. Johnston, who was menac- 
ing Grant inthe rear. This we knew to 
be a dangerous situation and it naturally 
made us very anxious. The Vicksburg 
| journals declared that Grant was in a trap 
from which he could not possibly extricate 
himself and that they hourly expected to 
hear of his surrender. We had faith in 
Grant, but still we were apprehensive of 
the result. 

One of the officers said that inasmuch 


as talking had had the effect of drinking | 


on the talkers we might try the effect of 
| talking of eating on our rapacious appe- 
| tites. Thereupon he began to tell what he 
would order as soon as he gained his free- 
dom He described a most appetizing 
meal that made our mouths water. Others 
| followed him until many cried out that

Only a few minutes had passed when a

|} aroar of applause. Then followed ‘*John 
Brown's Body,” **Hail Columbis,”’ ‘Star 
Spangled Banner’’ and other patriotic airs 
shouted rather than sung in stentorian 
tones. Is not this dramatic 
enough to make that Fourth of July re- 
memberable? We had our celebration 
| after all. General Grant furnished it. 

And a glorious celebration it was for us.

Going to the Far North. 

Princeton, N. J., July 1.—Professor 
Libbey left Princeton last night for North 
Sydney, C. B., to make preparations for 
the expedition that will go to Lieutenant 
Peary’s relief, starting July 17. The 
chief object of the expedition ig to take 
provisions and supplies to Lieutenant 
Peary. The return trip will be spent in 
making scientific explorations, especial- 
ly deep sea investigations. An abun- 
dance of dredging apparatus will be 
taken along to enable them to dredge 
over 1200 feet deep. Those explorations, 
for the most part, will be made in Baffin 
bay, where the water is very deep. The 
expedition will return about Oct. 1. 


Many Lives Lost In Floods. 

Houston, July 1—The remarkably 
heavy rains of the past four days in 
Texas have done enormous damage. 
Railroac traftic is suspended in south 
Texas, because of numerous washouts, 
and many bridges are gone. Every 
stream in this section is above the high- 
water mark, and the floods have de- 
stroyed thousands of acres of cotton, 
corn and cane, besides houses and cat- 
tle. At Calvert, the rise was so sudden 
that several negroes were drowned. 
Five bodies have been recovered. It 


is rumored that many farmers, living |} 


in the Brazas bottoms, have been 


drowned.

He 
Was arrested recently in Kansas City 
and was brought to Boston for prosecu- 
tion.

Bath, Me., June 30.—Torpedo poat 
Dahigren, recently launched from the 
Bath iron works, was given her first trial 
run on the Kennebec yesterday, going 
18 miles in splendid fashion.

“I have at different times expressed 
my opinion of the necessity for the war 
in the Philippines. I have in common 
with thousands of others in the country 
disapproved of it, and have had no hesi- 
tution in giving my views whenever I 
have been asked for them. I voted for 
Mr. McKinley and I have had no cause 
whatever to regret it. If he is a candi- 
date again I wi i take pleasure in giving 
hiin my Suppo 

“It has always seemed to me that the 
criticism by New York newspapers of the 
management of the war department has 
amounted to a condemnation not only of 
the president, but of the entire cabMet. 
It is well known that no important step 
is taken without the concurrence or at 
least the advice of the president and the 
cabinet. I am well satisfied that the at- 
tack upon the war department is noth- 
ing but a cunningly conceived plot to 
create a Vacancy to be filled by a New 
York politician. Already the New York 
newspapers are discussing the distribu- 
tien of the p mage of the department.

We do not wish to fight. We would ba 
neutral.” 

The president of the commission thinks 
that this declaration fairly expresses the 
sentiments of the people in the southern 
islands of the archipelago. Many of the

Harvard Wins Championship. 
New York, July 3.—Harvard has con- 
quered Yale once more, and by doing so 


has again won achampionship. On the 
polo grounds Saturday afternoon her

Drey‘us’ Wonderful Self-Control. 

Paris, July 3—The commander of tke 
French cruiser Sfax, which brought 
Captain Dreyfus to France, says that he 
was struck by the immense power of self- 
ecntrol displayed by Captain Dreyfus 
during the voyage. The prisoner's atti- 
tude throughout was “one of irony and 
disdain.” He had been suffering severe- 
ly from seasickness when he was trans- 
ferred to the Sfax, but he walked with 
firm tread and, during the entire trip, 
never showed a sign of weakness or 
nervousness Captain Dreyfus was 
ignorant of the fact that a new court- 
martial awaited him and remained in 
ignorance during the first part of the 
voyage. When he was finally informed, 
not a muscle of his face moved. He 
merely said: “I have no {ll-will toward 
anybody. I shal! be glad to re-enter the 
army, Which I have never ceased to love.” 
He did not allude to the subject again 
during the voyage. Most of the time he 
passed in reading. 


Bryan at a Chicago Conference. 
Chicago, July 3.—A conference was 
held here yesterday between William J. 
Bryan and a number of Illinois Demo- 
cratic leaders who were instrumental 
in swinging the Illinois delegation to 
Bryan in the last Democratic national 
convention. ‘The conference lasted the 
greater part of the afternoon. Mr. 
Bryan denied there was any political 
significance in the meeting. Samuel B. 
Cook, of the ways and means commis- 
sion, states that the national political 
situation was discussed in a general 
way. The presence of Allen W. Thur- 
man of Ohio, who was prominently men- 
fioned as a vice-presidential possibility 
prior to the last campaign, caused com- 

ment among local party leaders. 


Big Batch Coming Home. 

Washington, July 3.—The agricultural 
Pennsylvania and Utah troops, which 
have been on duty in the Philippines, 
have started on their homeward journey. 
The following dispatch from General 
Otis on the subject was received by 
the war department: 

“Manila, July 2.—Transports Hancock 
and Senator, with Nebraska, Pennsyl- 
vania and Utah troops, left for San 
Francisco yesterday. Nebraska, 42 
officers and 812 enlisted men, Pennsyl- 
vania 34 officers and 712 enlisted men, 
Utah nine officers and 258 enlisted men. 
Nebraska left in Manila one sick, Penn- 
sylvania seven discharged, Utah 29 dis- 
charged, Nebraska 30 discharged.

Chicago, July 3.—There will be no gen- 
eral strike of packing-house employes 
at present. The opinion prevailed at 
yesterday's mass meeting of the em- 
ployes that the time was not yet ripe, and 
that the interests of the men would be 
best conserved by waiting until an or- 
ganization could be perfected. An or- 
ganization, known as the Packing-house 
Employes’ union, was formed, and over 
500 men became members. By Septem- 
ber the union is «expected to have a mem- 
bership of 15,000, and, if by that time the 
demands of the men for better working 
hours and increased wages are not com- 
plied with, it was said a general tie-up 
of the packing houses would be ordered. 


Lively Demonstraticn at Antwerp. 

Antwerp, July 3—The Liberals and 
Socialists made a demonstration in the 
Grande Place Saturday evening, at which 
all the party leaders were present. A 
procession of 9000 persons, headed by a 
band, paraded the town, hooting at the 
Catholics’ headquarters and cheering at 
the residence of the burgomaster. Open 
air meetings were organized, at which 
the speakers urged resistance to the elec- 
tora] law, declaring that the people must 
not disarm before knowing the « oncilfia- 
tion proposals of the prime minister jn 
order to avoid trouble, 


DAMAGE AMOUNTS TO $4,000,008. 


Disastrous Effects of Flood In Country Tribu- 
tary to the Brazos Va'ley. 

Austin, July 3—Reports from the 
Brazos bottoms are thet the waters are 
still very high, but are slowly receding, 
and it is believed that the worst is over 
in that section of the state. The esti- 
mated damage to thé country tributary 
to the Brazos valley is $4,000,000, and it 
is none too high. It is not believed that 
the loss of life will be anywhere aslarge 
as reported, and will be principally 
among the negroes. 

Reports from along the bottoms state 
that hundreds of people have been 
rescued during the last two days by 
means of improvised rafts, and that in 
each case of known drowning some party 
has indiscreetly upset a raft after get- 
ting on it, with the result that the entire 
load was thrown into the water. 

The rushing waters are rapidly ac- 
cumulating hundredg of dead horses and 
Cattle at the mouth of the Brazos. Re- 
ports from there are that they are float- 
ing out into the gulf and many are 
stranded in the eddies along the low- 
lands adjacent. There were very heavy 
rains again yesterday to the south and 
west of here. 


Two Fatal Collisions. 

Pittsburg, July 3.—As a result of a 
street car collision last night on the road 
of the Monongahela Traction company 
two people are dead, five seriously in- 
jured and 10 others more or less hurt. 
The accident happened on a steep grade 
near High bridge. The two cars in 
collision were heavily loaded with pas- 
sengers. Motorman Griffith stopped 
his car near the bottom of the hill to 
get a drink of water at a spring nearby. 
He had hardly left his car when the 
electric current for some reason, as yet 
unexplained, was shut off, leaving the 
car in the darkness. Motorman Kirk- 
land followed shortly afterwards, and, 
as the foremost car was in darkness, it 
could not be seen until too late to check 
the speed. The rear car crashed into 
the other with terrific force, almost tel- 
escoping it. 

Philadelphia, July 3.—A collision of 
electric cars occurred last night on the 
Willow Grove division of the Union 
Traction company, near Branchtown, 
the extreme northern edge of the city. 
A young man named J. T. Carr, a re- 
porter for The Evening Bulletin, was 
killed, and several others were badly 
injured. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Charles R. Pope, consul for the United 
States at Toronto under the Harrison 
administration, and formerly a wealthy 
citizen of St. Louis, died at New York, 
Where he has lived since 1893. He leaves 

a widow, two sons and two daughters. 

He was 68 yearsold. Before going into 

politics Mr. Pope was an actor of the old 

school, 

The “Union club,” a gambling house 
established at Philadelphia about three 
weeks ago in the aristocratic section of 
the city by Phil Daly, Jr., was raided by 
the police and three employes were ar- 
rested. 

The state department, having had some 
correspondence recently with United 
States Consul McCook at Dawson City, 
N. W. T., regarding newspaper charges 
against him of improper and undignified 
conduct, has dismissed the case. 

The war department has chartered the 
Steamer Tartar, now at Vancouver, B. C., 
to be used as a transport between San 
Francisco and Manila. 

A party of recruits, en route from 
Cleveland to the Philippines, started a 
fight in the railroad yards at Denver 
with a number of railroad men. One 
soldier had three ribs broken and several 
others received wounds. Two of the 
soldiers were arrested. 

Fred M. Philbrick, aged 30, was 
drowned while in swimming at Mosquito 
pond, near Manchester, N. H. 

In an office at Chicago, purporting to 
be the headquarters of the Great West- 
ern Bible company, a government officer 
made several arrests and confiscated a 
wagon load of lottery tickets. 

Fire, which is thought to have been of 
incendiary origin, totally destroyed the 
large planing mill, lumber sheds and 
nearly all the lumber in stock of Thomas 
W. Smith's yard at Washington. Loss, 

$50,000. 

John O'Hara, aged 30, committed sul- 

cide by hanging in the police station at 
Malden, Mass. O'Hara was arrested 
on a charge of drunkenness. 

The Spanish minister of war, General 
Polavieja, after a conference with Pre- 
mier Silvela, consented to reduce the 
budget estimate of the strength of the 

active army from 107,000 to 80,000 men. 

Charles Victor Cherbuliez, novelist, 
literary and art critic, and member of 
the French academy, died at Paris in his 
70th year. 

Last week more than 1000 tons of fod- 
der and war material was forwarded 
from the Woolwich dockyard to South 
Africa. 

The steamer Ontario arrived at Bos- 
ton from Hull, Eng., and landed at quar- 
antine John McKenna, said to be suf- 
fering fromsmallpox. Thesteamer was 
fumigated and allowed to proceed to her 
dock. 

Rev. Dr. George H. Hosmer of the 
Church of the Unity, Neponset (Boston), 
died from heart failure. Mr, Hosmer 
was born in Buffalo. 

Rev. Dr. Nathan E. Wood, pastor of 
the First Baptist church, Boston, re- 
Signed his charge to take up the duties 
of president of the Newton theological 
institution, to which office he was re- 
cently called. 

Joseph Shogoloff, while standing on the 
foot board of an electric car at Law- 
rence, Mass., was struck by a car going 
in the opposite direction and thrown to 
the ground.

The United States 
embassies in Berlin, Paris, Rome and 
other continental centers gave recep- 
tions. In London American flags were 
mumerous and many of the business 
houses closed and gave the employes a 
holiday. 

Havana, July 5.—The streets of Ha- 
Vana Were ablaze with bunting yester- 
day. Flags of all nations were flying, 
With American flags largely predominat- 
ing and the Cuban colors a good second. 
The consulates were all fiying their own 
flags. Though no store laid in u supply 
of firecrackers, the dozen or so American 
boys here made their presence felt, to 
the astonishment and wonder of the local 
police, who asked instructions regarding 
arresting those found firing “bombs” in 
the streets, the “bombs” being a few 
crackers obtained at Chinese stores. 

Pretoria, July 5.—The Fourth of July 
was celebrated here on a large sgale, 
Rear Admiral Howison and Captain 
Cooper, with the other officers of the 
United States cruiser Chicago, partici- 
pating. The Transvaal secretary of 
State called upon the United States con- 
ful and tendered the congratulations of 
the executive of the South African re- 
public. 

Still on Its Feet. 

Paris, July 5.—In the chamber of depu- 
ties Paul Beauregard, Republican, sub- 
mitted his promised interpellation on the 
subject of the bill dealing with work- 
men's wages and the hours of labor. He 
disputed the right of M. Millerand, 
Socialist, minister of commerce, to deal 
With the matter by decree, as he pro- 
Posed to do, until the next session. The 
speaker was loudly interrupted. M. 
Millerand, in replying, disclaimed all in- 
tention upon the part of the government 
to curtail the rights of parliament. Other 
deputies desired to debate the matter, 
but the premier declined to consent to 
this, and the chamber upheld him by 338 
to 186 votes. The premier then read a 
decree proroguing parliament for the 
long vacation, and amid applause from 
the leftists and protests from the rlaht 
the house Was adjourned, 


Germany Raised Objections. 

The Hague, July 6.—At a meeting of 
the arbitration committee yesterday the 
question Whether arbitration should be 
obligatory or optional was raised and 
drew a categorical declaration from the 
German delegate to the effect that he had 
received formal instructions not to ac- 
cept the principle of gbUgaissy 2 Lhiu 
tion, otherwise than by special conven- 
tlons. In view of this statement article 
10 of the Russian proposal was struck 
out and replaced by a provision declar- 
ing arbitration should be optional, ex- 
cept in the case of conventions between 
the powers. All the delegates adhered 
to this, M. Bourgeois, head of the French 
delegation, declaring he accepted it only 
as a compromise. 


Solu'jon of{Belgian Trouble. 
3russels, July 6.—The members of the 
right in the chamber have unanimously 
agreed to the government proposal re- 
ferring the electoral bills to a committee 
of all the parties. The left has also as- 
sented, with a resolution limiting the 
time of the committee’s deliberations. 
It is believed this will solve the trouble 

for the present. 

Sentiment of Tammany. 

New York, July 5.—The Fourth of July 
was celebrated by Tammany hall with 
formal! exercises in the wigwam. Joseph 
J. Willett, president of the Alabama Bar 
association, made the oration of the day. 
Just before the close of his speech, Mr. 
Willett said: “I see that man Alger is 
running for senator from Michigan on an 
anti-trust platform. Isn't that rich? 
Alger, the friend of Mark Hanna, of 
Armour, of Eagan, running on an anti- 
trust platform.” Ex-Governor Hogg of 
Texas was responsible for the sensation 
of the day. “We Democrats will go to 
the next convention,” he said, “advocat- 
ing as before the unlimited coinage of 
free silver and gold at the ratio of l6to 1.” 
There was loud cheering at this. Ex- 
Governor Hogg said the Democrats in 
1900 would denounce trusts, favor the In- 
come tax, the granting of Cuban inde- 
pendence, and the construction and 
maintenance of the Nicaragua canal, de- 
nounce imperialism and declare against 
government by Injunction, 

Didn't Get Vengeance After All. 

New York, July 5.—Theo Marzierio’s 
throat Was cut a year ago by Nicolo 
Angeline during a card party. Mar- 
zierio, though near death, refused to tell 
who cut him, saying: “I will take my 
own vengeance. Yesterday Marzierilo 
met Angelino on One Hundred and 
Forty-ninth street for the first time 
since Angelino cut his throat. Mar- 
zierio Whipped out a revolver and blazed 
away. The first shot went through 
Angelino’s hat. The next two went 
through the Italian's coat sleeve. The 
fourth went wild, and the fifth landed 
in the abdomen of Camilla Demario, a 
2-year-old child, who had come toddling 
up to see the fireworks. She will die. 
Marzierio ran, and the police are looking 
for him. Angelino escaped with a bad

WORK OF DYNAMITERS. 


Lives of Many Persons at Oxfordville, 
N, H., Placed In Jeopardy, 


Intended Victims Think They 
Know the Offenders. 


United States Officials May Take Action, as the 
Postoffice Was Wrecked. 


Orford, N. H., July 5.—Several build- 
ings in Orfordville were dynamited ea rly 
yesterday morning, and while only one, 
a smal] outbuilding, was destroyed, the 
store and postoffice occupied by Joseph 
Bailey was badly wrecked and the lives 
of several people were endangé red. 
Three men, who are supposed to have 
been responsible for the explosions, have 
been identified, and it is expected that 
arrests will be made as soon as a warrant 
can be secured, 

The three men had been exploding 
dynamite in various parts of the town, 
apparently for the purpose of adding to 
the general “night before’ demonstra- 
tion. Later, it is alleged, they placeda 
cartridge on the steps of the building 
occupied by Joseph Bailey as a store and 
dwelling house. The village postoffice 
also is in the building. The explosion 
wrecked the lower front art of the 
building, tearing the piazza almost en- 
tirely away. Had the charge been 
properly placed the building undoubt- 
ediy would have been demolished. Three 
persons, members of the Bailey family, 
who were sleeping in the upper part of 
the house, escaped without injury. 

Mr. Bailey claims that one of the perpe- 
trators is a man whom he recently sued, 
and the latter made a disturbance in the 
postoftice and threatened that the time 
would come when he would have revenge 
on Bailey. 

An outbuilding of the new grammar 
school, over which a recent town meeting 
was sharply divided, was next destroyed, 
and the men then went to the house of 
William H. Evans, with whom one mem 
ber of the supposed gang had difficulty, 
and placed a cartridge on the plazza, 
This one, as at the Bailey house, was mis 
placed and caused only slight damage 
Here, also, the family was in bed. 

Sheriff C. H. Riley was summoned, but 
refused to act until a warrant could be 
issued. It is probable that the United 
States officials also will take some action, 
as the postoffice was in one of the build- 
ings upon which the attempt to dyna- 


mite was made,

The Colebrook (N. H.) Savings bank 
has reopened for business, after a sus~- 
pension of some weeks, due to financial 
troubles, growing out of alleged irreg- 
ularities of an official. 

Captain M. N. Dyer of the cruiser 
Baltimore has arrived at his home at 
Melrose, Mass., from Manila. He was 
met at the station by 1000 citizens, who, 
headed by a band, the Melrose fire de- 
partment and the Melrose company of 
the provisional volunteers, escorted him 
to his home. Captain Dyer is in good 
health. 

Charles Barry of Melrose, Mass., lost 
an eye by the premature explosion of a 
cannon cracker. 

The citizens of Hampstead, N. H., 
augmented in number by many former 
residents and visitors from the neigh- 
boring places, celebrated the 150th an- 
niversary of the founding of the town. 

The large barn on the James B. Jones 
estate at North Weymouth, Mass., to- 
gether with its contents, was burned, and 
the houses adjoining barely escaped de- 
struction.

George F. Williams was the next 
speaker. He said: “For 100 years the 
Irishman has been vigilant of liberty; 
he has been struggling for it, and he has 
not yet given up his struggle. And never 
in my life have I felt how important was 
the work, the sacrifice and the death of 
Robert Emmet to this republic of ours 
as I have felt it today. 

“I am also ready to say that you men 
have seen farther into the future than 
many who themselves Anglo- 
Saxons. You understand what a colonial 
policy means. If we are entering upon 
a foreign policy, we must have alliances. 
It is inevitable. This nation cannot en- 
ter the Asiatic field of conquest without 
binding herself to some other nation. 
And that nation is England, 

“The whole press of this country has 
been shaped in the last year to bring 
about public sentiment for an alliance 
with England. Now, my friends, I am 
here tonight, as I shall be here, I trust, 
yearg from now, to protest against any 
alliance With England, 

“When England gives up her govern- 
ment by the sword, when England gives 
up her policy of assimilation, then we 
shall all join together in an alliance with 
England without a dissenting voice, for 
then Ireland will befree. Butso long as 
England sets her foot upon the neck of 
nations she is not fit to be allied witha 
republic. This view of mine is not a new 
one. I have held it for many years, and 
1 hope to hold it for many more.” 

The speaker alluded to the present 
struggle In the Philippines in about the 
same manner as Senator Mason did, say- 
ing that it Was only in the power cf con- 
gress to declare war, and, as congress 
had not declared war in the Philippines, 
the entire blame for the campaign rested 
on the administration.

Marked Change For the Better All Round In 
the General Situation. 

Boston, July 5.—The New England gee-

| On the whole, the week has been bright 
| and sunny, except on the 28th and 29th, 
|} When the heavy rains occurred, 

The temperature has been somewhat 
Variable, The days were generally 
Warm, but without extreme heat; the 
nights Temperature fell to the 
frost point in northern sections on June 
30 and July 1. It is believed that the 
frosts Were not destructive. The weekly 
Mean temperature for the entire district 
Was 65 degrees, or 1 degree below the 
méan of the previous week. As this re- 
is advancing 
Well towards the 90 degree mark.

inches. There is now no complaint of 


leck of moisture In the south. The rain- 
fall was also copious in the northern + alf 
of the district, with few exceptions. 
These were: central and northern Ver- 
| mont, and some of the interior counties 


of Maine, where as yet the precipitation 


gas hardly been sufficient for present 
purposes. 

The abundant rains which fell during 
the past week over most of the district 
have effectually broken the severe and 
long continued drought, and a marked 
change for the better in the general 
situation can be chronicled. The weather 
for the week has been all that the farmer 
could desire; the soil has been well 
moistened, and with the warm, sunny 
days following the rain, all crops made 
good and satisfactory growth. While 
the rain came too late in many sections 
to benefit the first crop of hay, it is as- 
serted, nevertheless, that the failure will 
not be as great as was judg<a from early 
cuttings. Meadows and pastures are 
starting up and show improvement. On 
light soils, the hay crop will undoubt- 
edly be very light, and much ground 
will be or has been plowed preparatory 
to planting corn or sowing fodder crops, 
especially in the southern section. On 
the other hand, well manured grass on 
damp land promises nearly a full yield. 

Planted crops, put in during the dry 
season, and which would not have ap- 
peared save for the rain, are now insight 
and have a fair chance for maturing. 

In a few portions of the district, prin- 
cipally in western and central Vermont 
and parts of New Hampshire and Maine, 
the rainfall has not been sufficient to 
break the drought, and the unfavorable 
reports of the past weeks are stil] re- 
ceived. These are, however, exceptions, 
and the drought is now confined to 
limited areas. Complaint is 
principally in the northern sections, of 
cold nights and high, drying winds, but 
even with these drawbacks crops are in 
general looking well. 

The rain has helped the garden truck- 
ing interests to a large extent, and gar- 
dens well cared for promise fair tu 
returns.

Rev. Dr. Francis E. Clark was re- 
elected president of the United Society 
of Christian Endeavor at the meeting of 
the trustees, John W. Baer was re- 
elected tary and William Shaw 
treasurer. 

The afternoon of the preliminary day 
of the 18th annual international con- 
vention of Christian Endeavor was 
showery, but toward evening the sun 
broke through the clouds, and the travel 
from all parts of the city to the Chris- 
tian Endeavor grounds began. Atsun- 
down, long lines of young people con- 
verged toward Tent Endeavor, in which 
the welcoming rally was held. The 
crowd poured in until the great tent’s 
capacity of 10,000 was filled. After that 
a crowd of outsiders obtained sight and 
hearing through the dropping of the 
tent walls at either side, 

The Christian Endeavor red and white 
Was suspended in hundreds of broad 
Streamers from the lofty roof to the 
eaves. Flags of all nations, draped 
with the Stars and Stripes, hung over- 
head at intervals. The coats of arms 
of the states were attached to the tent 
poles. The Christian Endeavor mono- 
gram shone from large red and white 
electric globes over the resonator, sus- 
pended above the speaker's platform. 
High up the union jack and the Stars 
and Stripes intermingled. A thousand 
white-capped young men and maids 
composed the choir on the big stage, the 
front of which was occupied by the offi- 
cers and clergy. 

Promptly at 7:30 the comparative si- 
lence was broken by the _ swelling 
etrains of sacred songs, in all of which 
the great crowd enthusiastically joined. 
Devotional exercises were led by Rev. 
J. G. Butler of Washington, 

The welcome of the local committee 
was extended by William H. Strong, its 
chairman. Mr. Strong greeted the del- 
egates not only on behalf of the local 
Christian Endeavor societies, but also 
on behalf of the Young People’s Relig- 
ious societies, allied to special denomina- 
tions, which had collaborated in all ef- 
forts of the general committee. 

Rey. Charles B. Newman eloquently 
welcomed the convention In behalf of 
Detroit pastors. Mayor Maybury then 
welcomed the Endeavorers. 

There was enthusiastic applause when 
Secretary Baer read the following tel- 
egram from the President of the United 
States: “On the occasion of the 18th 
international convention of your so- 
ciety, I desire to express my cordial 
interest in its work, my best wishes to 
those assembled with you in conven- 
tion, and my earnest hope for the con- 
tinuance and increase of the great re- 
sults which the efforts of the Christian 
Endeavor society have achieved.”

The friendly relations between Canada 
and the United States, particularly with 
reference to religious matters, formed 
the burden of Dr. Patterson's address. 

Rev. Dr. H. J. Tressidier, secretary 
of the London council of Christian En- 
deavor, answered the greetings in be- 
half of Great Britain. “Perish the mad 
dream,” said he, ‘that a conflict should 
ever come between our two countries. 
It is the work and the duty of the 
Christian Endeavorers to make impos- 
gible such an idea.”

FEUD OF LONG ‘STANDING 


——— 


Results In an Assault on a Rhode Island Farmer 
Which May Cause Death. 


Compton, R. I., July 6.—Charles Bone, 
a thrifty farmer, who is 60 years of 
age, and lives in Little Compton, is 
thought to be dying from injuries re- 
ceived at the hands of neighbors. Will- 
iam Simmons and his two sons, William, 
J. and George, who live on the adjoining 
farm, are absent from home, and are 
said to be hiding because Bone's condi- 
tion is attributed to them. 

There has been trouble between the 

sone and Simmons families for four 
years, and one family sought to injure 
the other whenever opportunity offered. 
Lambs and fowls were killed, trespass 
made, and depredations of a petty nature 
committed, until matters led up to per- 
sonal coniiicts. Last Friday night, it 
is said that George Simmons caught 
Robert Bone alone, and, in a fight, 
broke the latter’s nose with a stone. 

On Saturday night Charles Bone met 
the Simmons family on the highway, and 
it is charged, in the fight that followed, 
Mr. Bone was knocked down, and that 
while in that position, George Simmons 
knocked him in the head. Mr. Bone’s 
injuries are a fractured skull and jaw 
and a broken knee. 

Simmons and his two sons are believed 
to be in the woods, and each is weli 
armed. The townspeople are divided 
in their opinion of the family troubles, 
and some anticipate further trouble 
when attempts are made to arrest the 
Simmons. 


Loss of Many Thousands. 

Boston, July 6.—The Wareham-street 
district, the terror of Boston firemen on 
account of the large number of planing 
mills and lumber yards therein, was the 
scene of a fire last evening that caused 
a total loss of $65,000 to $75,000. The 
building was a three-story brick struc- 
ture, owned by the McNutt heirs. The 
workmen had barely time to escape with 
their lives, nearly all losing their kits 
of tools. Although the cause of the fire 
is not positively known, it is believed 
to have been caused by a lighted match 
being carelessly dropped into a lot of 
shavings. 


Wanted by Boston Officials. 
Boston, July 6.—Chief Inspector Watts 
is looking up clues for the whereamouts 
of Frederick T. Moore, who is wanted 
for the alleged embezzlement of about 
$50,000 from the Bank of Commerce of 
this city. Last week a dispatch was re- 
ceived in this city stating that Fred 
Moore of BostOn was one of a party of 
several prospectors who had been snowed 
in in the Klondike for several months, 
but who had recently returned to one of 
the big settlements, safe and well. Chief 
Watts believes that Moore is the Bank of 
Commerce embezzler, 


Grievance of Labor Men. 
Worcester, Mass., July 6.—At a meet- 
ing of the Central Labor union last night 
it was voted to send a committee to 
Manager Leonard of the Worcester Base- 
ball club and ask that he give the release 
of Klobedanz on the return from the 
trip which started last evening. If this 
is not done the labor people say they will 
wage a bitter war with the management. 
The trouble arose over the fact that 
Klobedanz a year ago worked in a Bos- 
ton theater as a non-union man after ail 
the union men had been discharged. 


Broke Out Afresh. 

Portland, Me., July 6.—The fire in the 
Woods on Peak island, which was gotten 
under contro! Sunday, was revived yes- 
terday by a strong wind, and the Port- 
land fire department had an all day 
battle with the flames. A sumn er hotel 
was burned and alsoa summer cottage. 
The hotel was abandoned several years 
ago. The fire is working toward the 
northerly shore of the island away from 
the settled portions and will soon burn 
iiself out if the wind does not change.

Galveston, July 6—The Texas flood 
situation is the result of four days steady 
rain, beginning June 26, which, at some 
points, partook of the nature of cloud- 
bursts.

The Brazos val- 
ley was flooded so suddenly that plan- 
tation hands could not reach high 
grounds.

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STRONG ARGUMENTS 


For Exemption From Seizure of Pri- 
vate Property at Sea In War Time, 


America’s Attitude Ably Pre- 
sented by Mr. White. 


Peace Delegates Decide to Discuss the Ques- 
tion In Special Conference. 


The Hague, July 6—The American 
delegates scored a great success yester- 
day in obtaining from the peace con- 
ference a unanimous vote in favor of 
having the question of private property 
at sea in time of war dealt with at a 
special conference, to be summoned 
hereafter. Much diplomatic manage- 
ment was necessary, and many obstacles 
had to be surmounted before this result 
Was reached. 

The second committee met yesterday 
morning and Mr. White, head of the 
American delegation, broached the sub- 
ject. The question of its admissibility 
under the conference mandate was dis- 
cussed. No vote was taken, but an agree- 
ment Was arrived at to allow the Ameri- 
cans to present their case in full in the 
afternoon. Had a vote been taken im- 
mediately the Americans would doubt- 
less have carried their point by a major- 
ity of one or two, and to avoid this a 
resolution Was proposed recognizing the 
importance and complexity of the qués- 
tion and retommending the summoning 
of a special conference. 

At the afternoon sitting of the com- 
mittee M. De Martens of the Russian 
delegation moved a resolution to that 
effect. Mr. White seconded. In the 
course of a clear and eloquent statement

it Was expected the conference would 
afford for preaching the true falth re- 
garding the immunity from capture of 
private property at sea. He admitted, 
however, that the United States govern- 
ment recognized it vWuld be hopeless to 
expect any decisive iesult from this con- 
ference, owing to three causes—first, 


governments; second, doubts as to the 
competence of the conference, and third, 
the length of time necessary for a dis- 
cussion for all of the bearings of the case. 

Mr. White frankly admitted the diffi- 
culties involved in deciding what con- 
stituted contraband of war, but insisted 
that these sipplied one of the best argu- 
ments for a full and prompt discussion. 
The suffering and losses which seizures 
entailed were immense, while the effect 
upon the ultimate result of war was al- 
most nothing. Referring to the experf- 
ence of the United States in the war of 
the Rebellion, he said that only three 
Confederate cruisers did anything of im- 
portance, but they *aptured 169 vessels, 
quadrupled the rate of insurance be- 
tween America and Great Britain and 
cau-td the iransfer of 500,000 tons of 
American shipping to British bottoms. 
The final result was that the whole 
American marine was virtually swept 
out of existence. 

“If that resulted from the operation of 
three poorly equivped little steamers,” 
he continued, “what would happen with 
the means at the a:sposal of the greater 
nations today? Yet every one knows 
that this privateering had not the slight- 
est effect in endiny, or even shortening, 
the war; nor would it have had any even 
if the losses had been 10 times greater. 
The only real effect is gained by war- 
ships in maintaining a blockade. Nowa- 
days the transfer of goods'by land is so 
general that interruption by sea asarule 
does nothing to promote the ending of 
war; but that interruption may destroy 
accumulations of human wealth and 
skill requiring a generation to make 
good, while the losses cannot be confined 
to belligerents alone, but must affect 
more or less directly the whole world.” 

Mr. White warmly repudiated the sup- 
position that the Americans were ani- 
mated by selfish considerations. They 
were eminently practical, he said, but 
not less pronfinently devoted to great 
ideals. This he illustrated by referring 
to the enormous sacrifices made during 
the Civil war and the devotion of the 
Americans to arbitration. But the ques- 
tion he was unging upon the delegates, 
he asserted, was oneof right, justice and 
progress ‘or the whole world, and this all 
Americans felt deeply. Nor could the 
acceptance of the American proposal !n- 
jure any nation. On the contrary, it 
would strengthen all, 

Mr. White concluded with an eloquent 
appeal to the jurists, diplomatists and 


| Statesmen of all nations assembled in the 


conference to take the subject under 
careful consideration, declaring, in the 
words of Count Nesselrode, that “the 
addition of this principle to interna- 
tional law would be a crown of glory to 
the world’s diplomacy.” M. Rahusen of 
the Putch delegation supported Mr. 
White, and suggested that the govern- 
ments favoring the idea should conclude 
treaties among themselves. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote said that British 
epinion was divided on the subject, and 
that he had no instructions regarding it. 
In his personal opinion, the question was 
outside the scope of the conference. 

M. Bourgeois and Captain Scheine an- 
nounced that, in the absence of instruc- 
tions, they could not vote. 

The reselution was then put and car- 
ried without opposition, but with reser- 
| Vations on the part of Great Britain, 
| France and Russia. 

The committee also adopted a resolu- 
tion that the question of the determina- 
tion of the rights and duties of neutral 
States should be placed upon the pro- 
gram of the future conference. The 
plenary conference assembled subse- 
quently and accepted all the recommen- 
dations of the committee. 

The American delegation is much 
| Bratified at the result. The delegates 
could have anticipated a practicable is- 
sue at this time. The maximum success 
possible was a full and free opportunity 
of placing the American view on record 
and of continuing unbroken the tradition 
of a century of American protest In be- 
half of progressive ideasin international 
law. This result, which at one time ap- 
peared impossible, owing to almost in- 
superable difficulties, is now triumphant- 
ly attained,

Admits Boiling Wife’s Body. 

Chicago, July 6—August Becker, on 
trial for the murdering of his wife and 
boiling up the body, was on the stand in 
his own behalf yesterday.

COLUMBIA 


Won In Thirty-MileRace 
With the Defender, 


a 


Hampered Th Her Work by 
Poorly Fitting Sails, 


Not Yet Known What She 
Can Do In Piping Breeze. 


New York, July 7.— By the race be- 
tween tiie new cup defender, Columbia, 
and the old one, Defender, sailed yes- 
terday over a triangular course of 30 
miles—10 miles to a 
plainly demonstrated 


leg—it has been 
that no matter 
how skilfully constructed a yacht may 
be, her sailing and ability to go te wind- 
ward may be killed by imperfectly set- 
ting sails. 

The Columbia won the race by a mar- 
gin of 3 
official no doubt she 
would have won by a larger margin if 
her sails had fitted as well as the De- 
fender's. 

{In the Windward work, while the wind 
Was strong, the Columbia was unable 
either to outfoot or outpoint the De- 
fender, chiefly on account of the bad 
set of her clubtopsail, jibtopsail and 
forestaysail. She covered the first k s 
of 10 miles to windward three minutes 
faster than the Defender, but one min- 
ute of that gain was made when the 
Wind became light, and less than two 
miles from the turning point. 

On the second leg the Columbia gained 
68 seconds. It was a reach, both yachts 
carrying large (not balloon) jibtopsails 
On the last leg—close-hauled work ina 
light breeze—the Columbia lost five sec- 
onds to the Defender, probably by rea- 
son of a shift of wind, which favored the 
Defender. 

The Columbia's forestaysails and club- 
topsail are anything but perfect, and 
cracked in the wind like a teamster’s 
whip, demonstrating that in a general 
way she will need a good deal of tuning 
up. Yet, based upon the showing she 
made as a Detter boat than the De- 
fender, under adverse eonditions, the 
nautical sharps are strongly convinced 
that Sir Thomas will sai! home without 
the silver mug, the possession of which 
has given us the yachting Supremacy of 
the world since 1851. But the race was 
an unsatisfactory one. Shifting, baf- 
fling winds and a bad, lumpy sea, with 
dirty rain squalls, made the conditions 
anything but ideal for yachting. 

The sudden shifting of the wind pre- 
vented a trial at running with spin- 
nakers. In light weather, close hauled, 
therefore, it can be said that she is un- 
doubtedly the Defender’s superior, but 
what she can do in a piping breeze re- 
mains to be seen. 

A thick haze hung over the harbor 
when the two yachts left their anchor- 
ages off Thompinsville. There was con- 
Siderable delay at the start. The 
breeze had freshened as the yachts got 
outside, and a lumpy sea was running. 
After Commodore Morgan's flagship, the 
Corsair, had signalled the course, and 
the racers had cast off their lines, a 
sharp rain squall! killed the breeze. But 
the squall was brief, and half an hour 
later a steady 12-knot breeze was blow- 
ing from the southwest.

At first the Columbia seemed to out- 
foot her rival, and there seemed to be 
no difference in their ability to hug the 
wind. Then both boats went over on 
the starboard tack foralongleg. They 
heeled until yards of their bronze bodies 
were exposed. The Columbia seemed 
fore tender than the Defender as she 
jay down to her work.

Icemen Consolidate. 

New York, July 7.—The consolidation 
of the interests of the big ice companies 
from Maine to Chicago was practically 
determined upon yesterday at a meeting 
of the officers of the Consolidated and 
Knickerbocker companies. There were 
also present representatives of two other 
large western ice concerns and officers 
of the American Ice company, by which 
name the combine will be known. This 
latter concern was incorporated a few 
weeks ago under the laws of New Jersey, 
with a capital stock of $60,000,000. All 
the smaller companies, it ig stated, are to 
be purchased for cash. 

Interesting Fire Figures. 

Boston, July 7.—The annual report of 
fires in the state has been made by Fire 
Marshal Whitcomb. It shows that the 
total fires in the state for the last 12 
months number 4513, of which there were 
$609 fires in woo@en buildings, 864 in brick 
buildings and 40 other than building 
fires. The loss on the same was $6,150,- 
154. The sound value of the property 
damaged by fire was $40,979,103; amount 
of insurance at risk on the same, 5 
€69; insurance loss paid on same, $5,146,- 
680. Of the total number of fires, 283, or 
6%4 percent of the total number, were of 
incendiary origin.

UPWARDS OF 20,000, 


Remarkably Large Attendance of Del- 
egates to Endeavorers’ Convention, 


President and Secretary Sub- 
mit Their Annual Reports. 


Spiritual Enthusiasm of Audiences Expands 
With the Passage of Each Hour. 


Detroit, July 7.—Any apprehension of 
light attendance at the international 
Christian Endeavor convention were 
dissipated yesterday. In the down- 
town districts, all persons not wearing 
the C. E. badge were the exception. It 
is estimated that upward of 20,000 ac- 
credited delegates have arrived, aside 
from visitors who are not Endeavorers. 

The day was clear, cool, and alto- 
gether ideal, when the first real ses- 
sion opened in Tent Endeavor. 

At the morning session Secretary Baer 
read hisannual report, It wasin part: 

“The net gain in number of societies 
during the last year is nearly 2000 socie- 
ties, with over 100,000 members. 

“Russia has welcomed our principles 
and methods, and today our international 
fellowship is complete and world-wide. 
Great Britain has over 6000 societies, and 
a royal welcome awaits us next July in 
London. 

“There are now 979 intermediate socie- 
ties, 14,680 junior societies, 85 mothers’ 
societies, and 49 senior societies. 

“We have crossed the 55,000 line . The 
official enrollment is 55,813 societies, with 
a total membership of 3,350,000. The so- 
cieties in the United States number 42,- 
075; in Canada, 3487; in foreign coun- 
tries, 10,128; floating societies, 123; total, 
55,813. 

“In England the Baptists lead in Chris- 
tian Endeavor,in Australia the Wesleyan 
Methodists, in Canada the Methodists, 
and in the United States the Presbyte- 
rians. 

“The Christian Endeavor ‘Tenth Le- 
gion’ now numbers 14,700 members, who 
are giving not less than one-tenth of 
their incomes to God. 

“Christian Endeavor has contributed 
to missions nearly $500,000 in the past 
year. 

“Christian Endeavor has in more ways 
than those already referred to, borne 
fruit, and is today one of many other 
agencies for increasing the membership 
of the churches of Christ. During the 
last 10 years over 1,500,000 of our mem- 
bers have joined the church.” 


In his annual report President Clark 
said, among other things: 

The theme of President Clark’s mes- 
sage to the convention was “Going and 
Growing.” 

“Going and Growing,” said he, “are 
inseparable. The boy who does not go 
does not grow. The boy who grows is 
very sure to go. Itis not otherwise with 
a society, a church, a movement. The 
mavement that has ceased to grow will 
soon cease to go, and, conversely, when 
it ceases to go—to be energetic, aggres- 
sive, outreaching—it will soon not only 
cease to grow, but will dwindle and 
fade. To merit the presence and guid- 
ance of the Lord God of Hosts the Chris- 
tlan Endeavor movement must go and 
grow. ‘Going’ stands for aggressive, out- 
reaching enterprise; ‘growing,’ for in- 
crease in grace, in power and numer- 
ical strength. 

“Going and growing has ever been 
characteristic of Christian Endeavor. It 
was born creeping, it seon began to run. 
Every year of the 18 of our history has 
been marked by some advance. All these 
advance steps have been gained not by 
ignoring or neglecting the gains of the 
past, but by conserving them while new 
advances were made. Thus every ad- 
vance step for citizenship, missions, in- 
ternational and interdenominational fel- 
lowship, church loyalty and greater effi- 
ciency within the society has been 
maintained and strengthened, while the 
next year has seen some higher plane 
reached, some new duty undertaken, 
some new responsibility assumed. 

“In many respects this last year has 
been the best in our history; there have 
been more going and growing, more ad- 
vance and increase than in any other 
year. The conventions have been larger 
and more stimulating; the denomina- 
tional drift has been more desidedly than 
ever toward our interdenominational 
movement, the growth in foreign lands 
has never been so encouraging; the 
thought of the quiet hour of personal 
communion with God has taken hold of 
the society with a blessed grasp that will 
never be relaxed; our horizon has been 

; expanded to take in our responsibility 
for peace on earth and good will to man 
as never before. There is still room, 
however, on our peace memgrial, let me 
remind you, for hundreds of thousands 
of signatures.” 


Both of the grtat main tents owned 
by the Unitied Socitey of Christian En- 
deavor were used last night for the 
first time during the 18th international! 
convention, and each contained its full 
quota of 10,000 people, and hundreds of 
others, who failed to secure admittance, 
patiently occupied “standing room” all 
around the outer edges. 

The convention days are essentially 
days of song. Although last night the 
united choir was divided between the two 
tents, there seemed little diminishment 
in the volume of song or much in the 
number of singers in each. As for the 
audiences, their spiritual enthusiasm 
expanded with the passage of the hours. 
The Endeavorers honored the invitation 
of the mayor of Detroit to sing. Street 
car loads of them frequently spun along 
the streets singing as they went, many 
groups sang by the wayside, aside from 
those who joined the squads of noonday 
workers in business houses and factories. 
They sang at the afternoon rallies and 
sang in the evening en route to the night 
| gatherings, sang with redoubled vigor

| way home.

Amsterdam, July 7.—Queen Wilhel- 
mina and her mother arrived here yes- 
terday, and amid a great popular dem- 
onstration proceeded to the palace.

they were entertained at a magnificent 
banquet in the palace. At the banquet 
Queen Wilhelmina proposed a toast as 
follows: “I sincerely rejoice to see as- 
sembled around me today the delegates 
to the conference and to be permitted to 
renew my Wishes for the success of your 
work, due to the initiative of the Czar of 
the Russias. I am glad to offer you the 
hospitality of my residence. I drink to 
the health of all the sovereigns and chiefs 
of the states of which you are the 
representatives.” 


Seery Brothers Gaining Sympathy. 

Dedham, Mass., July 7.—The Seery 
brothers, Joseph E. and John W., who 
are serving a brief sentence for drunken- 
ness in Dedham jail prior to arraignment 
On a charge of murder, have secured 
counsel. The lawyers have determined 
to outline their defense on the ground 
that it was possible for a stranger to 
have entered the house by the rear win- 


dows and commit the assault during 
which Mrs, Seery died. The feeling is 
growing stronger that the two sons 


would not have committed so atrocious 
an assault. Judge Crover wil] hold an 
inquiry into the murder, and the arraign- 
ment of the Seery boys will occur on 
July 11. 

Rejected by the Lords. 

London, July 7.—The house of com- 
mons last evening rejected the amend- 
ment to the London government bill per- 
mitting the election of women as coun- 
cillors by a vote of 246 against the amend- 
ment to 177 in its favor. The house of 
lords amendment providing for the ex- 
clusion of women from the office of coun- 
cillor was then formally agreed to. 
After applying the closure to the debate 
on the military works bill the house 
passed the second reading of the meas- 
ure by a vote of 159 in favor to 53 against.

Boston, July 7.—A warrant charging 
murder was issued yesterday for the 
arrest of Walter Ovenden. The war- 
rant charges Ovenden with causing the 
death of Lrene Faulkner by using physi- 
cal force in causing her to fall from a 
third-story window. Ovenden claims 
that the woman jumped from the win- 
dow because he refused to have any- 
thing more to do with her. He was held 
without bail.

Boston, July 7.—Frank Burleigh, the 
Bowdoin college student who has been 
held for some weeks in this city on a 
charge of larceny in Maine, was yester- 
day discharged. Evidence showed that 
when the larceny was committed Bur- 
leigh was in his classroom studying for 
hig examinations. 

Mrs. Sewall Made President. 

London, July 7.—Mrs. May W. Sewall, 
president of the United States council of 
the women’s international congress, has 
been elected to succeed the Countess of 
Aberdeen as president of the congress, 
Which will hold its next meeting in Berlin.

His Advice Sought by the President 
In Selecting Officers, 


Text of Order For Enlistment 
of the New Regiments. 


Educational and Citizenship Test Waived, but 
Physical Requirements Are Strict. 


Washington, July 7.—Those persons 
who suppose that General Miles has been 
discredited by the president because of 
the attitude of Secretary Alger toward 
him may be interested to know that the 
president has called upon him for recom- 
mendations of officers to command regi- 
ments in the new volunteer contingent. 
The general has also recommended cer- 
tain names for the president's considera- 
tion in connection with the two brigadier 
generalships provided for by the law 
under which these troops are raised. It 
is recalled that at the outbreak of the 
War with Spain, the general was asked to 
recommend officers for the staff places 
about to be filed, Every man whose ap- 
pointment was made at his instance is 
said to have made a creditable record. 
The gossips are still busy withe the idea 
that General Miles may be sent to the 
Philippines in person to wind up that 
campaign, as he did the one at Santiago, 
but no official confirmation can be ob- 
tained for the current rumors, 


The order for the enlistment of 10 new 
regiments of infantry provides that the 
strength of regiments, officers and en- 
listed men will be as provided for by 
sections 4 and 12 of the act of congress, 
approved March 2, 1899, 

The regiments to be organized in the 
United States will be designated Twenty- 
sixth, Twenty-seventh, Twenty-eighth, 
Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth, Thirty-first, 
Thirty-second, Thirty-third, Thirty- 
fourth and Thirty-fifth regiments of in- 
fantry, United States volunteers. 

Of commissioned officers to be ap- 
pointed for each of these regiments the 
field and staff officers, including medical 
officers and captains of campanies, will 
be assembled at regimens rendezvous, 
ac hereafter designated, fa the purpose 
of theoretical and practical instruction 
in organization, military administration, 
drill regulations, discipline, hygiene, 
Camp sanitation, ete. Daily instruction 
in the nomenclature, care and assembly 
of parts of the fifle and target practice 
will be a special feature of instruction 
of both officers and men. 

Applicants for commissions, except of- 
ficers of the regular army, will be re- 
quired to pass a satisfactory examina- 
tion as to age, moral, mental and physi- 
fitness and capacity to command 
troops, and must have had service during 
the Spanish-American war.

The recruiting service of the regular 
army will be charged with recruiting 
from the country at large men for service 
in these volunteer regiments, whose en- 
listments will be made for the period end- 
ing June 30, 1901, unless sooner dis- 
charged, and without restrictions as to 
the citizenship or educational qualifica- 
tions, but in all other respects under the 
Same rules and regulations as are pre- 
scribed for recruiting the regular service. 
Except in special cases only unmarried 
men will be enlisted for these regiments, 
and in view of the probable severe service 
of these regiments and the climatic con- 
ditions to which they may be subjected, 
the physical qualifications of both offi- 
cers and enlisted men is of first import- 
ance. Only those fully qualified will be 
appointed or enlisted. 

The lieutenants and two of the medica] 
Cfficers of each regiment will, as far as 
practicable, be assigned to duty as as- 
sistants to recruiting officers of the regu- 
lar army. 

Upon arrival of recruits at the regi- 
mental rendezvous the commanding of- 
ficers of the regiments will assign them 
to companies, and the appointment and 
reduction of regimental and battalion 
non-commissioned officers and other en- 
listed grades will be governed by the law 
and army regulations, 

Each regiment so organized will, for 
purposes of discipline and supply, be sub- 
ject to the orders of the commanding 
genera] of the department in which the 
rendezvous is located, and the regimental 
commander will report by telegraph to 
the adjutant general of the department 


on his arrival at the regimental ren- 
dezvous. 
Ten regiments of infantry, United 


States volunteers, will be organized as 
follows: 

Twenty-sixth, Plattsburg barracks, 
New York; Twenty-seventh, at Camp 
Meade, Pennsylvania; Twenty-eighth, 
at Camp Meade, Pennsylvania; Twenty- 
ninth, at Fort McPherson, Georgia; 
Thirtieth, at Fort Sheridan, Illinois; 
Thirty-first, at Fort Thomas, Kentucky; 
Thirty-second, at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kansas; Thirty-third, at Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas; Thirty- fourth, at Fort 
Logan, Colorado; Thirty-fifth, at Van- 
couver barracks, Washington.

The assignment to companies will be 
by the officer commanding, and he will 
be at liberty to organize a company com- 
Posed of men from one state if he finds it 
convenient and practicable. The or- 
Sanization of the 10 regiments in this 
country will not make any difference to 
the organization of regiments in the 
Philippines by General Otis. His regi- 
ments Will be in addition to those here- 
after to be known as the Twenty-sixth 
to Thirty-fifth, inclusive, and will be 
numbered Thirty-sixth upward. It is 
expected that three regiments will be 
organized in the Philippines.

Dampened the Meeting Place, but Not 
the Enthusiasm, of Endeavorers. 


Matters of Importance Con- 
sidered by the Trustees. 


Secretary Baer and Newspapers at War Over 
Estimates of Attendance. 


Detroit, July 8.—‘“Showers of Bles- 
sings” and “There's Sunshine in My Soul 
Today,” were the favorite hymns sung 
by Christian Endeavorers yesterday 
morning en route to the “Quiet Hour” in 
Tent Endeavor. However abundant the 
spiritual showers may have been, the 
physical rains were certainiy copious 
enough to drench everything in sight, 
and the utter inability of the Endeavor 
tents to exclude rain was fully demon- 
strated. 

Rev. Dr. J. W. Chapman, leader of the 
“quiet hour,” and H. G. Smyth, the gos- 
pel singer, stood on the speaker's plat- 
form, hats on, during the proceedings, 
shielding themselves with umbrellas 
from the streams of water that dribbled 
through the big sheet iron resonator 
overhead. 

Tent Endeavor was a broad and long 
expanse of shining umbrellas, Scarcely 
anybody found a dry spot to sit upon, 
and it rained inside the tent almost as 
hard, and in places harder, than out of 
doors. The long, decorative bands of 
red and white sagged and drooped like 
sponges, and the banners all looked tired. 
For a long time the sound of rain on the 
roof precluded hope of speaking or audi- 
ble prayer, so the people sang instead, 
led by four brass instruments sticking 
out from under more umbrellas on the 
stage. After a time there was a short 
partial cessation of the downpour, and 
the “quiet hour” was carried out, amid 
surroundings which made the title a 
misnomer. 

Hundreds of young people braved the 
elements and appeared at the grounds 
for the two main 10 o'clock gatherings, 
but postponement for the time being, at 
least, Was inevitable. 

The trustees met to discuss several 
matters left undetermined at Wednes- 
day’s meeting. The most important of 
these was the consideration of a protest 
from the Ministerial alliance of Toledo 
against the opening of the gates of the 
Ohio centennia! exhibition on Sunday.

Spaniard Will Still Be Behind 
the Times In the Coming Cen- 
tury.

Man absolutely requires rest. It is a 
poor economist who makes no provision 
for a Vacation—a season of quiet rest 
and recnperation. But the usefulness of 
< vacation depends entirely upon ite 
character. It may bea blessing, or it 
may be a curse; it may stimulate us 
for an increased interest in the duties 
of life, or it may rob us of much of the 
interest that we previously possessed. 
How to make our vacation a good va- 
cation is a very important question. 

The incident in the topical reference 
is very suggestive. The 12 have re- 
turned from an arduous and successful 
tour, and Christ takes them apart for 
rest, fellowship and communion.

BRITISH.

Cause of the Warlike Trend 
of Affairs In the Transvaal. 


BY CAPTAIN T. B. FRANCIS. 


Like a stone in the bottom of a well 
lies the memory of Majuba Hill ja the 
heart of John Bull. It was there that 
General Joubert, leading a mob of 
Boer farmers,*broke a famous “British 
square” and wrung from England a 
recognition of the independence of the 
Transvaal republic. 

Ever since the Dutch and the Eng- 
lish have rubbed elbows in South Afri- 
ca, and that has been for more than a 
century, the Boers have from time to 
time been called upon to “trek” or 
fight. Sometimes they have “trekked,” 
sometimes they have fought and some- 
times they have done both. Each time 
they have fought the British lion has 
lashed his tail in vain rage. 

Once more it seems as if the Boers 
would either have to “trek” or fight. 
The situation today is practically the 
Same as in years past. Having driven 
out or subdued the fierce tribes that 
once dwelt beyond the Vaal, the Boers 
have settled down on the land thus se- 
cured, content to practice their homely 
virtues and raise great herds of stock. 
But the English have come in to de- 


' velop the treasures of the Rand, which 


the Boers disdain. To these gold dig- 
ging uitlanders the Boers have denied 
the rights of full citizenship and have 
made them pay well for the privilege of 
mining within the borders of the re- 
public. 

Great Britain, who follows with a 
helping hand her colonists, even to the 
ends of the earth, asks the Boers to 
grant the uitlanders more privileges. 
The Boers refuse, and now General 
Joubert, confident in the &8trength of 
the little republic, is talking of eaptur- 
ing the De Beers diamond mines and 
raiding Cape Colony clear to the Cape 
itself. 

On the hill above Johannesburg rises 
a fort which fairly bristles with rapid 
fire guns. This is one of the ways the 


MAJUBA HILL, 
Boers take to discourage a revolt of 
the uitlanders. Those guns were paid 
for by taxing English mining enter- 
prises, and they were made in America. 

For the past three years the 
have been silently preparing for the ex- 
pected conflict. In former contests 
they depended on their long rifles, but 
if England another force to 
coerce the Transvaal her troops will be 
met by a well equipped army of the 
bravest fighting men known to modern 
times. 

At Majuba hill the Boer forces con- 
sisted of unorganized farmers. But 
each farmer was a dead shot. The 
Boers of today are just as good shots 
as they were a half century ago, but in 
the meantime they have acquired a 
military education. They may not be 
able to dress and mark time with the 
machinelike precision of some of the 
British regular regiments, but they un- 
derstand the tactics of fighting, espe- 
cially as applied to the country in tueir 
immediate vicinity. 

Captain William H. Hudson of Chi- 
cago, who for years served in the Brit- 
ish forces, said recently: “The Boer is 
fanatically brave, but has the coolness 
which most fanatics lack. 
every inch of his country, and he is 
without a peer in the world as a rifle 
shot. I never served in South Africa, 
but I have many friends who went 
through the campaigns of 1880 and 
1881 against the Transvaal Dutch. In 
one engagement, short, but disastrous, 
out of a total English force of between 
600 and 700 the loss in a few hours 
was 283 killed and wounded—nearly 
half the force. It is a literal fact that 
the great majority of the dead soldiers 
were found to have been shot through 
the head, a hole in the helmet of each 
of the fallen showing the mark at 
which the farmer rifleman had aimed.” 

English writers on the subject of the 
Boer’s shooting abilities have said that 
there was something absolutely terrify- 
ing in the knowledge of the fact that, 
hidden somewhere out in the brush or 
behind the hillside embankment, lay 
an enemy who “rang the bell of his 
target” much oftener than he missed 
clean. ; 

A returned traveler from the Trans- 
yvaal, an Englishman, was talking 
about the marksmanship of the Trans- 
vaal farmer. The visitor said that he 
had been entertained at a peasant 
farmhouse while on a hunting trip and

9 years of age, the son of the peasant 
proprietor, was turned over fo him as 
a guide and hunting companion. The 
boy further astonished the Englishman 
when they had reached a wide plain 
stretching out from the edge of a wood 
by dropping to one knee and killing at 
a distance of 900 yards a grazing 
springbok, the smallest known species 
of Africun antelope. 

“I would ‘not have attempted the 
shot,” said the Englishman. “The boy 
fired and took the killing as a matter 
of course. They all know how to shoot 
from the time they are able to hold a 
weapon, and I don’t envy the six footer 
Whose uniform makes him a shining 
mark for one of these long distance 
riflemen.” 

When a Boer farmer was asked how 
it happened that his compatriots were 
such excellent marksmen, he said tha 
it Was due to the British policy,

army of the Transvaal republic, Is not 
a Boer at all, but an American. He 
was born in Uniontown, Pa., 58 years 
ago and has had a most picturesque 
career, 

When 14 years of age, he left this 
country and went to Holland. His 
taste for war was always keen, and 
when the rebellion broke out he came 
to this country and served in the navy 
under Admiral Dupont. Later he was 
eaptain of a colored company under 
General Weitzel. After the war he re- 
turned to Holland and later went to 
South Africa. When the rule of the 
English became intolerant to the Dutch 
at Cape Colony and Cape of Good 
Hope and many of them went north 
to the Transvaal, General Joubert 
went with them. After he had assisted 
materially in driving out the wild 
beasts, conquering the savages, set- 
tling the country, discovering and de- 
veloping the diamond fields, the Eng- 
lish suddenly discovered that they had 
a claim to this faraway country. 

He was only a plain Boer, or farmer, 
when his fellow subjects determined 
to resist the British. In 1881, at the 
head of a handful of Dutch farmers, he 
met the British army at Majuba hili 
and put it to flight after great slaugh- 
ter. This secured liberty for the Boers, 
and they accordingly look upon Gen- 
eral Joubert, now vice president of the 
South African Republic, as the Wasb- 
ington of their country.

Rescue Work of Captain Cornish and 
Dr. Woodson In Texas. 

Large shipments of provisions and 
other supplies are being made to the 
Brackettville (Tex. ) flood sufferers from 
the towns of southwest Texas. Many 

acts of heroism were performed during 
the height of the flood. The most nota- 
ble of these heroes were Captain Cor- 
nish and Dr. Woodson of the Ninth 
United States cavalry, stationed at 
Fort Clark. A letter from Brackettville 


! 


describes the acts of these two men as 
follows, says the New York Sun: 
‘“‘Abont daylight runners came to the 
quarters of Captain Cornish, who com- 
mands the post, and informed him the 
town of Brackettville was being swept 
away by a flood and implored him to 
lend assistance. As quickly as the or- 
ders could be given and executed Cap- 
tain Cornish had the entire garrison 
called out and mounted. When they 
reached the bridge which spans Lag 
Moras creek, separating the town of 
Brackettville from the post, they found 
the water flowing two feet over the 
guard rails of the bridge. Just beyond 
the bridge was a slough where the wa- 
| ter was probably ten feet deep. 
‘*Finding it impracticable to get into 
town this way, Captan Cornish made a 
detour and finally got into town by 
another rcute. Meanwhile Captain 
| Woodson, the post surgeon, bad secured 
|a little 12 foot skiff kept by Captain 
Cornish for use on nearby lakes and 
started on his perilous mission, rescning 
men, women and children, from house 
to house, trees and rafts. He first went 
to the government pumphouse, where 
| the guards had been firing rifles to at- 
| tract attention to their helpless condi- 
tion. After taking these guards to high 


ground Captain Woodson steered his | 


little craft boldly into the raging tor- 
rent that was then sweeping from 10 to 
18 feet deep through the town. The 
| first house he reached was about 100 
yards north of the wagon bridge, where 
two women were taken from the roof 
lof a dwelling that was almost sub- 
merged. These were taken to higher 
| ground. 

‘*Dr. Woodson continued the work of 
rescue until every person in an exposed 
position in the town had been removed 
toa place of safety. No account was 
kept of the number of people taken out 
of the flood by Dr. Woodson, but it is 
absolutely certain that seven out of the 
number would have been drowned but 
| for the heroic condact of Dr. Woodson. 
Once his little boat was capsized by the 
swift current, but being a good swim- 
mer he pushed it up against a tree and 
bailed out the water with his hat, 
climbed in again and continued the 
work of rescue. Dr. Woodson is the 
hero of the Spofford flood and the idol 
of the people of Brackettville.”’

Senator Fairbanks Returns From the North 
and Gives Interesting Opinions. 


Tocoma, Wash., July 10.—The Fair- 
banks-Foster Alaskan boundary party 
returned from the north yesterday, and 
interviews with members of the party 
indicate that the watersheds on White 
pass, back of Skagway and Dyea, will 
be accepted as the international 
boundary line at that point. The 
White and Chilcoot passes constitute 
the storm center of the Alaskan boun- 
dary. At those points the Cangdians 
hope to secure concessions that will en- 
able them to anchor down a port of 
entry into the Klondike gold fields. All 
other parts of the country thereabouts 
where concessions are looked for are 
of little importance compared with the 
Linn canal, which is the key to the sit- 
uation. Senator Fairbanks, when in- 
terviewed, placed importance on the 
fact that he must sit with the joint high 
commission in August, but declined to 
state what lines of argument he would 
take up. Regarding boundary mat- 
ters that were discussed during the four 
weeks spent in Alaska, Senator Fair- 


JACOB BURACK’S MISTAKE. 


Didn't Know Gun Was Loaded, and Now Mrs. 
Danovitch is on Her Death Bed. 

Boston, July 10.—Mrs. Betsy Dano- 
vitch, 62 years old, of Canton, is dying 
at the Massachusetts general hospital as 
a result of a terrible wound in her ab- 
domen, caused by a full charge of gun- 
Shot, which was fired at her in the kitchen 
of her home yesterday. Jacob Burack, 
20 years old, will be arraigned, if Mrs. 
Danovitch dfes, on a charge of man- 
slaughter, but there ig little doubt that

Mrs. Danovitch dropped to the ground. 
Physicians said that the only chance 
there was of saving her life was in bring- 
ing her to a Boston hospital. She was 
brought in and operated upon, but itis 
said that it will be a wonder if she sur- 
vives. 

Burack is almost crazy with grief. 
He gave himself up at once to the police, 
and at Canton police station last night 
it was stated that there was little doubt 
that a vercict of accidental shooting 
would be arrived at.

Expressed In Christian Endeavorers’ 
Peace Memorial to Congress, 


Sunday Newspapers Tabooed, 
but Street Cars Utilized. 


Detroit, July 10.—An Anglo-Saxon as- 
Pect was imparted to the speeches at the 
Christian Endeavor “peace jubilee,” held 
On Belle Isle Saturday afternoon. l! 
the speakers were representatives of 
English-speaking countries. and all sen- 
timents favoring greater friendship be- 
tween the people of the United States 
and Great Britain were heartily cheered. 

Bad weather through the day caused 
considerable curtailment of the attend- 
ance, but at 4 o'clock, after the sun had 
shown forth, several thousand Endeavor- 
ers had grouped about the speakers’ 
stand erected in a grove in Detroit's isl- 
and park. 

President Clark presided. Mayor 
Maybury, in an address, said the Indians 
had always held Belle Isle as sacred to 
peace. After singing patriotic American 
songs and “God Save the Queen,” a me- 
morial to congress Was read with an an- 
nouncement that its sentiments had been 
endorsed by Andrew D. White, president 
of the United States commissioners to 
the peace conference. 

The memorial states that its signers 
are members and friends of the societies 
of Christian Endeavor numbering in this 
country over 40,000 organizations, with 
more than 2,500,000 members, and in 
foreign lands over 14,000 organizations, 
with nearly 1,000,000 members. It says: 
“We wish to express our abhorrence of 
war and our solemn conviction that it is 
the duty of every civilized nation to do

Between these 
two districts there is a chain of moun 
tains, in the opinion of some, bringing 
the boundary line some 18 miles neare) 
the coast. This seems to be a fair ex- 
pression of the American view of the 
boundary question. By this construc- 
tion of the treaty it is held that England 
will receive the benefit of every point 
that can be fairly and honestly granted. 
“On the other hand, however, the 
Canadians and many of the English hold 
that the boundary should be drawn 30 
miles, or 10 marine leagues inland from 
the headlands. By such aconstruction, 
of course, the Linn canal would be an 
inlet into Canadian territory, and three 
marine leagues inland from the head- 
lands at the entrance would be many 
miles south of Skagway and Dyea, and 
hence Canada and England would have 
the coveted port of entry without a 
ouestion of doubt. As I look upon it, 
personally, Linn canal is part of the 
ocean, it would be unfair to draw a 
line 30 miles inland from the entrance 
to bodies of water of that nature and 
call it the boundary under the treaty.” 


A Georgia Tragedy. 

Plattsburgh, N. Y., July 10.—Anno 
Oebel, a life prisoner at Clinton prison, 
made his escape from that institution 
Saturday. Oebel was sentenced from 
Brooklyn 18 years ago for shooting his 
sweetheart, and for the past 15 years has 
been a “trusty,” being allowed to go to 
any part of the prison enclosure without 
a pass. He js an expert engineer and 
steam fitter, and was often sent outside 
the yard to do work at the officers’ houses. 
He was captured at a small hamlet about 
18 miles from the prison by two officers 
after a desperate struggle.

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HENRY ON PORTO RICO. 


Former Military Ruler Tells 
How to Govern the Island. 


SAYS SUOOESS LIES IN COLONIZING. 


Im the Interview the General Tells 
In the Light of His Exp-rience 
What Shonld Be Done Toward 
Arericanizing the People—Self Gov- 
ernment Should Be Tried Slowly. 


The other morning I asked General 
Henry this question, said the Washing- 
ton correspondent of the Chicago Rec- 
ord, ‘‘What would you doif you had 
your way in organizing a government 
for Porto Rico?”’ 

‘In the first place,’’ replied General 
Henry, ‘‘I would take our laws down 
there, translate them into Spanish, 
have them adopted and the existing 
Spanish laws suppressed—that is, such 
Spanish laws as are not compatible 
with the interests and the progress of 
the conntry. I would let the natives 
alone to work out their future for 
themselves. They are an intelligent 
body of men—the supreme court and 
others—well educated and anxious to 
become Americanized. Our success lies 
in colonizing and not in Americanizing, 
in teaching them our ways and leaving 
them free to adopt them. Itis nota 
country that can be Americanized in 
a day or forcibly. We have to depend, 
as the English have, upon the people 
themselves. By so doing we will have 
a colony that will reflect credit upon 
ns and bein accord with usin every 
possible way. In introducing Ameri- 
canisms we may succeed, but we will 
have a disgruntled and subtle element 
on our hands and have trouble always.”’ 

‘‘Are the people ready for self gov- 
ernment?’ ‘The experiment with self 
government should be tried slowly. 
The people at present are incapable. 
They have to learn our Jaws and how 
to enforce them. The way to commence 
would be with the municipalities. Ap- 
ply self government to them first. 
There are some towns, like Mayaguez, 
quite capuble of self government. To 
those cities I] would give self govern- 
ment, and when we have it running in 
other towns it could be applied to the 
whole island, but not until then. If it 
was introduced now, my own opinion 
is there would be a perfect chaos. The 
local governments are not capable at 
present of carrying out laws that have 
been in operation for years. In apply- 
ing new laws it would be impossible to 
expect anything of them. 

“The first thing is to teach them 
honesty, which under Spanish condi- 
tions they failed to learn as thoroughly 
as should be done before success comes. 
Then, again, on the other hand, the 
officials, knowing their own weakness, 
are afraid to make others carry out the 
laws. They hate to hurt each other’s 
feelings, und on that account they hesi- 
tate to require ebedience to laws that 
exist. They are all anxious to become 
Americans, provided that brings with 
it success corresponding with what 
other Americans have attained. In 
their own opinion, simply to become 
Americans, with no good results or ad- 
vantages to come of it, they would 
rather be as they were before the 
changed conditions. To them Ameri- 
canism means progress in every way— 
in education and wealth—and unless 
that comes with the change they will 
not be as happy as they hope to be. 
Schools are of the greatest importance, 
and the success of the island in the 
future will depend upon the education 
of the children. You cannot expect 
much from the present generation of 
people, but we do reasonably expect by 
educating the children that everything 
desirable will follow. They are very 
bright, intelligent and anxious to learn. 

‘Capital must be introduced to give 
employment to labor. The island is 
very thickly settled, and many people 
in the past have had scarcely anything 
to live on. It is common to see people 
who have lived for years on bananas, a 
little coffee and rice. In fact, 6 cents a 
day would feed a Porto Rican. You can- 
not expect to use much American labor 
there, because our labor cannot compete 
with the natives’, not only because of 
the small wages that the Porto Ricans 
can live on, but also because of the 
climate. It is nota place for Ameri- 
cans to make their common habitat, 
not a place for them to live from year 
to year. The summers are long and 
enervating and too trying for Ameri- 
cans to stand. It will be necessary to 
depend upon the native element. 

**Model schoolhouses should be built, 
such as we have in the United States. 
These are necessary to progress. At 
present the children are taught in 
rooms occupied by the teachers. The 
teachers are, or rather were, the last 
people to be paid in the island. The 
alcaldes, or mayors, of the towns run 
everything. Everything is under their 
contrcl, so much so that recently the 
laborers were unwilling to receive 
money for their work which the 
alcaldes held should be paid through 
them. They were formerly accustomed 
to handle the money under such cir- 
cumstances, and it is supposed that in 
making the payments to the laborers 
a large part of it stuck to their fingers 
while passing through. My system was 
to pay the laborers directly by my own 
people. That the alcaldes objected to. 

‘An amusing incident was reported 
to me from Quedradillas, where the 
alcalde told the laborers that they could 
not work on the roads unless they be- 
longed to the Rivera party, that being 
the Liberal party. under the leadership 
of Munoz Rivera. The alcalde repre- 
sented that Rivera was in the United 
States sending money down to pay the 
laborers for building roads in the 
island, and that pun eneescre to the 
Republican party could not receive em- 
saris The people actually believed 
the story. This was corrected at once

‘‘What is your idea about this?’’ ‘I

think the island should be developed 
in all proper ways and that franchises 
should be granted to proper parties. 
Railroads are necessary for the island. 
We ought to let North American capi- 
tal go there and build docks, railroads, 
factories, etc., as soon as possible. The 
first thing to dois to build a railroad 
around the island. This should be done 
at once. It will give employment and 
be of material advantage in developing 
commerce. With a railroad circling the 
island the cart roads now being built 
would be brought down to it from the 
interior. At Ponce there should bea 
breakwater. It isthe only harbor on 
that side of the island.’’ 

‘‘How much would a good railroad 
circling the island cost?’’ ‘I do not 
know. As labor is cheap, you can cal- 
culate it by the cost of a railroad in 
this country and divide it by one-hulf. 
The cost of labor would be about one- 
half of that in this country. The ma- 
terials would cost more. The tariff 
on them is high. I think that the ma- 
terials for railroads and such public 
improvements sbould be admitted free 
of duty. Such a policy would advance 
the welfare of the island.’”’ ‘*What 
have you to say abot the tariff?’ 
“The tariff when we went there was 
very high. It has been cut down since, 
but even now it is too high. , As an 
illustration, the tariff on flonr was $4 
a barrel. Now it is $1. But even now 
the price isso high that it is hard to 
get flour. Flour was at one time $15 a 
barrel. It has been cut down to $8. 

“The vaccination of the people solved 
an important problem. The matter was 
brought up in this way: There was 
some smallpox on the island, and we 
were notified that we would be quaran- 
tined. I then gave an order to vac- 
cinate everybody. Dr. Aimes was given 
charge of the matter and produced the 
points. The orders were for everybody 
to be vaccinated, and if any objected 
they were denied certificates. No force 
was used to compel them to submit to 
vaccination. Those who did not have 
certificates of vaccination, however, 
were debarred from entering buildings, 
were denied employment and were not 
permitted to go about at will. The 
whole island has by this time been vac- 
cinated at the cost of $80,000. The 
people submitted quietly, and they now 
regard their vaccination certificates as 
the most precious things in their pos- 
session. They show them wherever they 
go. With some of the natives, owing to 
the enfeebled and impure condition of 
their blood, the vaccination caused a 
great deal of suffering, and the patient 
manner in which they bore it was most 
commendable. The effect, however, 
was to exterminate the smallpox. In 
San Juan there were 12 distinct centers 
of smallpox, but the vaccination pre- 
vented the spread of the disease. 

“The way to rule those people is by 
honesty and justice. Use kindness if 
possible, and when that fails resort to 
punishment. On these lines we worked 
and succeeded. I broke up their politi- 
cal parties and had them all working 
together for progress and the good of 
the island. When I first went there, I 
was called upon by delegations from 
the different municipalities and thus 
ascertained who were Radicals and 
who were Liberals, and I stated to the 
representatives that I had another 
party in process of formation, of which 
I would have charge as the representa- 
tive of the United States, a party that 
would work for progress and not poli- 
tics, and I asked all who wanted to 
join to stand up, and all did. It was 
another exemplification of promises 
kept. They worked together as they 
promised. 

‘There is no more amiable and easily 
contented people to be found in the 
world than the Porto Ricans if prop- 
erly handled and when their confidence 
is obtained, but they have been de- 
ceived so often and for so many genera- 
tions that they distrust every person 
who possesses power. They expect him 
to play the rogue with them every 
time, as the Spaniards did. The first 
thing for our people to do is to con- 
vince them that our intentions are for 
their welfare, and then their loyalty

THE SHAMROCK’S SPIN 


Shows Her to Be Fastest Light Weather 
Craft Englishmen Have Seen. 


Canvas Fitted Well and She 
Easily Answered Helm. 


Run Was Satisfactory, but Few Minor Altera- 
tions Will Be Found Necessary. 


London, July 10:—The Times, describ- 
ing and commenting upon the spin of 
the Shamrock on Saturday, says: When 
she was running back through the 
Cowes’ road to Hythe, the breeze fresh- 
ened considerably, there was plenty of 
power in the wind and some idea of the 
yacht’s speed could be obtained. It 
is generally conceded that she is tne 
fastest lighi-weather craft ever seen in 
the Solent. She went very steadily 
and seemed very easy on the helm, com- 
ing quite up to expectations, Her 
canvas fitted will, and the trial was ex- 
tremely satisfactory in every way. 

A correspondent writes to The Times: 
“The general impression is a vessel of 
great power, with considerable free- 
board, in that respect somewhat dwarf- 
ing the Meteor and the Satinita. Sat- 
urday’s breeze, although light, was 
somewhat unsteady, both in force and 
direction, but the stronger puffs seemed 
to have little keeling effect on the vessel, 
despite her enormous Canvas. 

“Her gear is all of the finest wire, and 
looks marvelously like spider's web 
when viewed in the company of the 
crowd of cruising vessels here. It is 
to be hoped that Fife has not unduly 
reduced the scantlfng of the gear with 
the intent of saving weight, but the 
accident last Thursday, when the bow- 
sprit ironwork proved inadequately 
strong, gives ground for some nervous- 
ness on this point.” 


It should be understood that Satur- 
day's trip was in no sense a test of speed, 
although the Iverna and Satineta ac- 
companied her. It was solely for the 
purpose of sail stretching. Very soon 
it became apparent that there was not a 
shadow of founds¢#ion for the unfavor- 
able reports. No doubt a few minor al- 
terations will be found necessary, but the 
sails were pronounced generally ex- 
cellent. 

The helm trials were even more satis- 
factory, if possible, as she answered all 
demands beautifully and without the 
least trouble. After Calshot she was 
directed toward Cowes, where she was 
eagerly scanned by crowds of experts 
already arrived for the season. A dis- 
tinguished expert and yachting author- 
ity said that the Shamrock was the finest 
yacht ever seen in the Solent. 

Starting again she went for the west 
channel and Yarmouth. Then she re- 
turned toward Southampton. As she 
beat up Southampton water with gaff 
topsail, mainsail and foresail she de- 
veloped wonderful speed, finally anchor- 
ing off Hythe. She will take another 
spin today, accompanied by the Iverna. 


A member of the crew said: “The 
Shamrock will do what she is built for 
and will beat the Yankee. She sailed 
admirably without a hitch and answered 
her helm to perfection, which is one of 
the greatest considerations. We are 
going to win; but it is impossible yet to 
judge of the yacht’s full capabilities.” 
Sir Thomas Lipton expressed himself as 
“satisfied with the spin.” 

Interest is now centered in the spins 
with the Britannia, which will be ready 
on Wednesday for at least four encoun- 
ters. In yachting circles the opinion is 
general that the Shamrock must beat 
the Britannia at least half an hour, con- 
sidering the speed the Columbia de- 
veloped in the races with the Defender.

Columbia Again a Winner. 

New York, July 10.—At last the big 
sloop yachts Columbia and Defender 
have met in a battle royal that has been 
satisfactory to all concerned. Ina strong 
and fairly steady breeze and smooth 
water they sailed over a course of about 
26 miles Saturday and, in covering that 
distance, the Columbia fairly and 
squarely outsailed the Defender by three 
minutes 13 seconds, actual time.

MIDSUMMER POLITICS. 


Factions in Ohio, Kentucky and Michigan “Lay- 


ing Wires” For the Fall Campaign. 

Toledo, July 10.—Mayor Jones says, in 
reference to the stories that have been 
printed to the effect that he expects to 
be a candidate for governor in case John 
R. McLean is nominated by the Demo- 
crats, that he has given no authority for 
these statements in any way. Mr. Jones 
states that if in the future he feels the 
people of the state demand an indepen- 
dent candidate he will not hesitate to go 
into the field for any office where he can 
be useful. It is thought the feeling will 
crystalize in the state after the Demo- 
cratic party holds its convention, and 
Jones will do as he feels the public pulse 
demands. At the Buffalo conference 
Jones received assurance that the com- 
bined efforts of the reform movement 
will be with him should he desire to be 
a candidate. 

Cincinnati, July 10.—A committee of 
the Central Labor union of this city 
yesterday adopted resolutions to take 
steps at once to call a convention to 
nominate an independent candidate for 
governor. Mayor Jones of Toledo is the 
committee's preference for the head of 
the ticket. 

Bowling Green, Ky., July 10.—Ever 
since the Democratic convention at 
Louisville there has been talk of another 
Democratic state ticket. The anti- 
Goebe! Democrats of Warren county 
have called a meeting here. In the event 
of the movement being taken up in other 
parts of the state, John D. Carroll, W. C. 
P. Breckinridge and ex-Governor Knott 
are spoken of for the nomination for 
governor. 

Niles, Mich., July 10.—Philip T. Col- 
grove of Hastings has _ formally 
launched his boom for the governorship 
as a geographical and anti-factional Re- 
publican candidate. State Senator Pot- 
ter, who is managing his campaign, has 
sent letters to leading politicians here 
urging an indorsement of Mr. Colgrove 
on the ground that as the senatorship 
will surely go to the eastern side, west- 
ern Michigan is clearly entitled to the 
governorship. These letters were sent 
to Pingree and McMillan men alike. 


Result of Texas Floods. 

Galveston, July 10.—Relief work in 
the Brazos flooded district has been 
systematized, three relief trains leaving 
Houston, Galveton and San Antonio 
daily. Probably 20,000 negroes are be- 
ing fed and will need to be sustained 
for some time by the relief committees. 
All sorts of estimates are made as tothe 
amount of the cottonloss. Anestimate 
of 50 percent is considered conservative. 
This would be a money loss of $5,000,000. 
The loss sustained by the destruction of 
other crops, houses, fencing, stock and 
bridges will be $2,500,000, while the loss 
to the railroads is probably $1,000,000, 
making a total of $8,500,000. Owing to 
the exaggerated reports circulated as 
to the loss of life in the recent floods, 
The News has made a special! effort to 
secure the facts fromeachcounty. Re- 
ports received from 13 counties show 
a loss of 37 lives from drowning, 

Will Stick to Gold Standard. 

London, July 10.—The report of the 
parliamentary committee on Indian cur- 
rency, just issued in the form of a blue 
book, approves the decision of the gov- 
ernment not to revert to a silver stand- 
ard. It argues that it would be impos- 
sible to maintain the status quo per- 
manently, and, therefore, recommends 
that measures be taken to introduce a 
gold standard with the British sovereign 
as legal tender, and advises that the In- 
dian mints be allowed to coin gold with- 
out restriction on the same terms as the 
Australian mints. The report says in 
conclusion: “The effective establish- 
ment of a gold standard is of paramount 
importance to the material interests of 
India, not cnly to promote existing trade,

but to encourage the influx of capital. 
Rackefeller’s Latest Acquisition. 

Tacoma, Wash., July 10—John D. 
Rockefeller has purchased the Texado 
isiand iron mines in British Columbia. 
The mines will be operated by the Monte 
Christo Mining company, owned and con- 
trolled by Rockefeller, and it is probable 
development work will be commenced at 
once. The price paid for the property is 
a secret. Six years ago an effort was 
made to buy the mines, and $250,000 was 
asked for them. The ore runs 66 per- 
cent. 


Caught Under a Car. 

New York, July 10.—Three men anda 
boy crawled under an empty freight 
car in the West Shore yards at Wee- 
hawken yesterday to escape a sudden 
shower. An engine backed down on the 
train and one man was instantly killed 
and another had his right leg cut off and 
received other injuries which probably 
will prove fatal. The third man and 
the boy sprang from under the car in 
time to save their lives. 


Poison and a Razor. 

New York, July 10.--"Mrs. J. Brooks,” 
a guest at the Octagon hotel, Seabright, 
killed herself yesterday. First she 
swallowed poison. Then she cut her 
throat with a razor and slashed herself 
many times across the breast. She js 
believed to have been temporarily in- 


Sane. She was a brunette about 20 
years old. Her clothing was of the 


best material and of the latest style. 
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“IF” NIGCT.ATIONS HAD SUCCEEDED 
Crushing © ‘the Fhiippines Rebellion Would 
Fave B:en Speedily Accomplished. - 
Manila, July 6, via Hong Kong, July 
10.—Friendly Filipinos in Manila have 
been the medium of communication be- 
tween the American authorities and the 
military leaders of the insurrection in 
Cavite province, which for some time 
promised to result in bringing over a 
prominent general and several hundred 
of his followers with their arms. If the 
negotiations had succeeded the outcome 
would have had a great moral effect, 
Other defections doubtless following. 
Were the general's name given it might 
lead in his case to a fate similar to that 
which has befallen other Filipinos sus- 
pected of friendliness toward the Ameri- 

cans. 

He had foreseen the failure of the in- 
surrection and advised Aguinaldo to 
make terms; but it is understood that he 
had sent word to tie Americans, that 
having sworn to : pport the insurrec- 
tion he must remain loyal to the end. 
Similar negotiations are said, on good 
authority, to have been conducted witha 
member of the cabinet of the so-called 
Filipino government, who himself took 
the initiative. Some form of money con- 
sideration figured in the discussions with 
his friends. 

On the Co-operative Plan. 

Toledo, July 10.—Plans have been 
formulated for a large co-operative 
colony to be situated on Lake Erie near 
here, and 800 acres of land are to be 
secured, to be devoted both to farming 
and manufacturing interests. The pro- 
moter of the scheme is Joseph A. John- 
fon, and he has with him a number of 
local people who have ample means. 
Mr. Johnson anuounces that it is the 
intention to build a city which will en- 
gage in a commercial trade, the profits 
of which are to be divided equally among 
the men of the colony. Mr. Johnson 
says that $6000 has been pledged to the 
enterprise and the remainder of $10,000 
will be raised to make the colony per- 
fectly independent. 


Two Views of It. 

Cape Town, July 10.—W. P. Schreiner, 
prime minister of the colony of the 
Cape of Good Hope, says the cape gov- 
ernment regards the Transvaal reform 
proposals as adequate and calculated to 
insure a peaceful settlement. The 
colonial premier, however, represents 
the Afrikander element. John G. 
Sprigg, former minister and colonial 
secretary, who is an ardent imperialist, 
considers them totaliy inadequate to 
meet the just claims of the cutlanders, 
and altogether less than Mr. Milner de- 


manded of President Kruger at the 
Bloemfontein conference. 
The Pope and Kruger. 
London, July 10.—The Rome corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail says: The 


pope has been in correspondence with 
President Kruger, appealing to him to 
avoid a rupture with Great Britain, and 
yesterday he received a dispatch from 
the Transvaal’s chief magistrate declar- 
ing that a settlement was still distant, 
but that the crisis was past. 


NEWs IN BRIEF. 


The Electric Axle Light and Power 
company, With an authorized capital of 
$25,000,000, was incorporated at Trenton. 
The company ts formed for the purpose 
of lighting, heating, ventilating and re- 
frigerating railroad cars by means of 
an electric current generated by the rev- 
Olution of the car axles. 

John S. Lizar, 52 years old, was found 
dead in a chair in the lodging house at 
Providence of which he was proprietor. 
Death was due to heart failure. 

The body of Agnes Ward, an inmate 
of the Sophia Little home, Providence, 
was found by fishermen on the shore 
of the Providence river at Old Maid’s 
cove. There were no marks indicating 
violence on the body. 

The barn of Daniel Gass at Dedham, 
Mass., was struck by lightning and 
burned, together with three horses and 
a large quantity of hay. Loss, $3000. 

A seizure of several hundred pounds of 
oleomargarine Was made at the freight 
yards of the New York, New Havenand 
Hartford railroad at Boston by internal 
revenue officers. The shipment was 
made from Providence “under cover,” as 
it is called, for distribution in Boston, 

During the course of an interview at 
Boston, ex-Senator Arthur P. Gorman 
of Maryland said that he was not a 
candidate for president at the Demo- 
cratic national conventionin 1900. Fur- 
ther than this he declined to discuss 
politics. 

Paymaster Wilcox of the navy has 
been tried by court-martial and found 
guilty of drunkenness, and sentenced to 
be dismissed from the service. The 
president has mitigated the sentence to 
a reduction to the foot of the list of 
paymasters and a logs of one-half pay 
tor one year. 

A Rome dispatch says that the Ger- 
Inman steamer Reichstag has sailed from 
Naples with 15,000 rifles, 500 tons of war 
material and 500 mules for the Trans- 
Vaal. According to the same dispatch 
another steamer with a similar cargo 
will sail July 14 from Arenas. 

A dispatch from Manila says that 30 
Spanish military prisoners and 17 civil- 
ians, who were held by the Filipinos, 
have been released. 

William J. Mansfield, 45 years old, a 
loom fixer, committed suicide at Fall 
River by drinking carbolic acid. No 
Treason can be assigned for the man’s 
act. He leaves a widow and two chil- 
dren. 

Louis Keene, aged 5, was probably 
fatally shot while taking a rifle froma 
closet at Portsmouth, N. H.., the ball 
going almost through his body over the 
heart and lodging in the back. There is 
little hope of the boy's recovery. 

The 1800 miners employed by the Le- 
high Valley coal company who went on 
Strike because the company insisted on 
the men using safety lamps have re- 
turned to work. 

Penjamin Ladigue, aged 18, was seized 
with cramps while bathing at Branford, 
Conn., and drowned. 

P. D. Moxham, a millionaire and phil- 
anthropist, died at his home in Vine- 
land, N. J., from injuries received in a 
fall from a veranda a week ago. Mr. 
Moxham accumulated most of his wealth 
in the mining businegs in Montana. He 
was born im Woodstock, Vt., and was 
78 years old.

Secretary Baer’s Estimate of Attend- 
unce at the Detroit Meetings, 


The Eighteenth International 
Convention Is Closed. 


Messages to President McKinley, Queen Vic- 
toria, kord Minto, Peace Commissioners. 


Detroit, July 11.—The closing day of 
the internaional Christian Endeavor 
convention was the busiest of a busy 
week. The tendencies of the '99 gather- 
ing along educational and other prac- 
tical lines have caused this to be called 
the educational convention. 

“Missions” was the topic in both the 
tents at the morning meetings; foreign 
missions in Tent Endeavor, and home 
missions in Tent Williston. At the for- 
mer meeting the foreign missionaries 
who were present were introduced to 
the audience by “Father Endeavor” 
Clark. 

The convention closed last night amid 
scenes of impressive solemnity attending 
the utterance of “The Last Word” by the 
president and secretary, in each of the 
great tents, respectively, following re- 
sponses from each state and country 
represented, and last exhortations from 
Methodist Episcopal Bishop Vincent of 
Kansas and Evangelist Chapman of 
New York. 

President Clark’s last words to the 
delegates were as follows: ‘Take this 
convention home with you. New re- 
sponsibilities are yours. You havenow 
more to account for before the throne of 
God. Unless you Endeavorers who 
came to this convention are more faith- 
ful, more loyal to your church, better 
supporters of your pastors, more in- 
spired with missionary enthusiasm, you 
have lost your opportunity, and God 
will hold you responsible. Take this 
meeting home with you; you cannot 
keep it to yourselves and remain guilt- 
less. Take it to your church, your city, 
your home, make this country a better 
country because We have held our 18th 
international convention of Christian 
Endeavor.” 

The following statement as to attend. 
ance, etc., was given out by Secretary 
Baer: “Without doubt the attendance 
at this convention has very much ex- 
ceeded that of any other Christian En- 
deavor convention ever held in the matter 
of those present at the various meetings. 
This estimate takes into account the 
great convention at Boston in 1895. That 
is to say, out of the 28,000 Endeavorers 
registered, there have been more who at- 
tended meetings than at any previous 
time. The estimate of attendance at 


- meetings gives a total of 290,500. There 


were 28,000 Endeavorers in attendance, 
including Detroit delegates. Thirty 
thousand five hundred persons simul- 
taneously attended strictly Christian 
Endeavor meetings. These figures do 
not include the 66 noon evangelistic meet- 
ings, which had a total attendance of 
15,000, and 100 professed conversions.” 


The following telegrams and cable- 
grams were read in both tents, the read- 
ing of the cablegram from Andrew D. 
White, president of the American peace 
cummissioners at The Hague, bringing 
out storms of applause: 

“To the American Peace Commission, 
The Hague: Twenty-eight thousand 
American and Canadian Christian En- 
deavorers, now assembled in interna- 
tional convention, Detroit, represent 
2,500,000 enthusiastic for peace and ar- 
bitration. Great peace meeting held. All 
wish you God-speed.” 

“To President William McKinley, 
Washington, D.C.: Twenty-eight thou- 
sand American and Canadian Christian 
Endeavorers, assembled in international 
convention, received with hearty en- 
thusiasm your kind message and pray 
for God's richest blessings upon you, 
your administration and the great re- 
public of which you are the chief magis- 
trate.” : 

“To His Excellency, Lord Minto, Ot- 
tawa, Can: The Christian Endeavor- 
ers of Canada and America, in interna- 
tional convention assembled, represent- 
ing 2,500,000 of young people, are draw- 
ing closer the bond of international 
fellowship and pray for God's best bless- 
ing upon yourself and your great do- 
minion.” 

“To Her Majesty, Queen Victoria, 
Windsor, England: Tens of thousands 
of Canadian and American Christian 
Endeavorers, in international convention 
assembled in Detroit, rejoice in your long 
and glorious reign and pray God's con- 
stant blessing upon you. Thousands of 
¥ndeavorers next July will cross the 
ocean to convention In London with love 
and reverence in their hearts for you.” 

In response to a cablegram sent by 
President Clark after the Christian En- 
deavor peace conferere on Saturday, 
the following. was yesterday received 
from Andrew D. White, president of the 
American peace commissioners: “‘Amer- 
ican commission to the peace conference 
sends sincere thanks for message, and 
congratulates you and all friends of 
peace for the great success achieved pro- 
viding for a permanent tribunal of arbi- 
tration.” 

At all previous meetings the audi- 
ences assembled quietly, but last even- 
ing, for some time before the calling tc 
order of the two great gatherings, Tents 
Endeavor and Williston were babels of 
sounds and scenes. Thestate, provincial 
and foreign delegations were grouped in 
designated bunches, divided about equal- 
ly between the two tents, Each had its

The chairman of each state and pro- 


vincial delegation and those from abroad 
were called to the platform and testified 


each for his people and their aspirations 


as Endeavorers. Then they sang to- 
gether, waved flags and gave other evi- 


dences of enthusiasm. 
During a recess in these responses, 


each member of the '89 committee was 
called out. They were told that the 88 


convention had never been equalled as te 
program, speakers and large attendance. 
Chairman Strong of the local ecommit- 
tee responded appropriately to the com- 
pliments tendered before the two mighty 
audiences and attributed the success of 
the convention chiefly to individual 
faithfulness. The score of white-capped 
chairmen of local committees standing 
together then sdng a stanza of “If Ever 
I Loved Thee, My Jesus, ’Tis Now.” 
Great Britain's leading representatives, 
Messrs. Tressidier and Hursell of Lon- 
don and Pollock of Glasgow, stood to- 
gether and sang “Britain For Christ.” 
Then all sang stanzas of “God Save the 
Queen” and “America.” Dr. J. W. 
Chapman preached the concluding ser- 
mon in Tent Endeavor—the story of the 
healing of the man with a _ withered 
hand. The closing address in Tent 
Williston was made by Bishop John R. 
Vincent of the Methodist Episcopal 
church. 


Death of Grand Duke George. 

St. Petersburg, July 11.—The Grand 
Duke George, brother of the czar, is dead. 
Prince George Was born in 1871. In the 
beginning of 18/1 he accompanied his 
elder brother, the then czarowitz, now 
Czar Nicholas, on a tour around the 
world as commander of a Russian iron- 
clad. When in Indian watefs Grand 
Duke George fell from the maintop of 
his ship to the deck and injured his spine. 
He appeared at first to be suffering from 
fever, but the malady subsequently 
proved to be consumption—an affliction 
hereditary in the Romanoff family. The 
disease was not arrested, and the illus- 
trious patient became very weak and 
greatly emaciated. The czarowitz was 
the late czar's favorite son, and it is said 
that Alexander III's fatal illness was 
aggravated by the personal solicitude he 
displayed about the grand duke'’s com- 
fort and health. 

Smith Lost Favorable Decision. 

New York, July 11.—The Coney Island 
Sporting club had two 25-round bouts 
on its program last night. Oneof them, 
the first, lasted nine rounds, with Matty 
Matthews of Brookyn winning from 
Otto Seiloff of Chicago, the referee stop- 
ping thecontest. Thesecond bout went 
the limit. Solly Smith of Los Angeles 
and Frank Patterson of Brooklyn fought 
25 rounds at 127. neunds. The fight was 
a lively one, and each man was knocked 
down twice. Patterson was frequently 
cautioned for hitting low, and was dis- 
qualified in the 23rd round for repeating 
the offense, but Smith begged the referee 
to let the bout go on, and so lost a fa- 
vorable decision, as the referee declared 
the bout a draw at the close of the 25th 
round. 


Murder In Church. 

Dallas, July i1.—In the midst of a 
protracted meeting service at the First 
Christian church last night, John T. 
Carlisle arose, walked to where Profes- 
sor William Lipscomb, principal of the 
central high school, was seated, and shot 
him without a word of warning. Car- 
lisle was seized and jailed. Professor 
Lipscomb died at 10:45. Carlisle had 
been chief janitor of the high school, but 
failed to be reappointed by the school 
board. He attributed his defeat for re- 
appointment to the professor's influence, 
and it is believed this was the cause of 
the murder. 


Says Reed Is In London. 

Boston, July 11.—The Globe prints an 
interview with James D. Blake, better 
known to the police as “the dude con 
man,” who was released from state 
prison on Saturday after serving a nine- 
years’ sentence for obtaining Money un- 
der false pretences, in Which he says 
that John Reed, the bunco king, is in 
London, and Mrs. Reed is there with 
him. According to Blake's story, the 
escape of Reed was connived at and car- 
ried out with remarkable ease. 


Unrest In Servia. 

Belgrade, July 41.—Martial law has 
been declared throughout the depart- 
ment of Belgrade, including this city, 
owing to discoveries made during the 
course of the inquiry into the recent at- 
tempt upon the life of former King Milan. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


The Giasier has arrived at Singapore. 
She carries a large cargo of fresh re- 
frigerated beef intended for the fleet in 
the Philippines. 

Dr. Frederick A. Washburn, Jr., late 
assistant surgeon of the Sixth Massa- 
chusetts regiment, U.S. V., has been ap- 
pointed captain and assistant surgeon 
in the new Twenty-sixth regiment. He 
is 29 years of age and is a native of 
New Bedford, Mass. He was mustered 
out with the Sixth regiment last Jan- 
uary, and since then has been assistant 
resident surgeon at the Massachusetts 
general hospital. 

The Woodside Blanket company of 
Northboro, Mass., has shut down for an 
indefinite period, throwing 300 hands out 
of employment. The dull state of the 
market is the cause. 

The Scott paper mill at Philadelphia 
was destroyed by fire. Loss, $100,000. 
The coal and lumber yard of Jesse Luk- 
ens, adjoining the burned mill, was dam- 
aged to the extent of $10,000. 

Fire destroyed the works of the Oakes 
Manufacturing company in Queens- 
borough, N. Y.,.. The company man- 
ufactured dye stuffs. Loss, $100,000. 

The barge New Hampshire, one of the 
tow of the tug Herald, went down in 
16 fathoms of water, off Point Judith. 
She sprang aleak. Captain Solberg and 
a deck hand, who were aboard, escaped 
in a dory.

WENT ASHORE IN FOG. 


But Slight Chances of Saving the 
Portia or Any Part of Cargo. 


Believed That the Captain 
Mistook His Position. 


Large Number of Passengers, Who, With Crew, 


Were All Saved.

Halifax, July 11.—The Portia, an iron, 
schooner-rigged steamer of 732 tons 
reigster, 220 feet long, 31 feet wide, and 
23% feet depth, was wrecked during a 
dense fog early last evening on Flinn's 
island, off Sambro, a point about 15 
miles to the eastward of Halifax. 

The passengers and crew, 117 all told, 
landed on the island in the ship's boats, 
and are all comfortably housed there. 

As soon as the people had all been 
safely landed, Captain Farrell started 
for the mainland with a boat's crew, and 
reached Sambro late last night, whence 
he sent the news of the disaster to Hal- 
ifax by telephone. 

Fortunately the weather was moderate 
and the sea running was not very heavy, 
€élse the landing of those on board the 
steamer could not have been accom- 
plished without great danger and per- 
haps loss of life. The steamer is already 
full of water and a total wreck. 

The disaster occurred shortly before 7 
p. m. The passengers, of whom there 
are 75, are nearly all tourists. The 
Steamer had a large cargo for this port 
and St. John's. The place where she 
Struck is known as Big Fish shoal, and is 
1% miles west of the light on Sambro 
island. 

That the disaster was not attended by 
more serious consequences was due to 
the coolness and good management of 
the steamer's officers and the readiness 
with which their orders were obeyed by 
the large number of passengers on board, 
for though the steamer lay in a perilous 
position on an island shoal, enveloped by 
a dense fog and none able tortell where 
the vesse] had struck, and the danger of 
the surroundings necessitated the aban- 
donment of the steamer 40 minutes after 
she ran on the rocks, every soul on board 
Was placed safely in the ship’s boats and 
all succeeded in reaching shore without 
the loss of a single life. 

Full particulars of the wreck have not 
been received, But from the facts that 
have been learned it is known that there 
ig little likelihood that the steamer will 
be saved from complete destruction, and 
the prospect of securing any of thecargo 
on board is also very slight. 

It is believed that Captain Farrell mis- 
took his position when he heard the 
bomb signals at Sambro light, which 
scund every 20 minutes, and which Cap- 
tain Clarke of the Red Cross steamer 
Silvia says are so misleading that it is 
extremely difficult to locate a ship’s 
position on hearing them.

When the steamer struck most of the 
passengers were on deck, all eagerly 
peering into the dense mist endeavoring 
to catch sight of some evidences of land 
or civilization. The Portia took the 
shoal] with a dull, grinding shock that 
sent a thrill from stem to stern and 
brought all on deck to their feet in alarm, 
while all below hurried into the open air 
to learn what had happened. The steam- 
er came to a sudden stop and the en- 
gines, which were immediately reversed, 
refused to pull her off. In the long, 
strong swell, her stern moved gently up 
and down, but her bow held immovably 
to the rocks. The water came in so fast 
below that few minutes were lost before 
the lifeboats were made ready to aban- 
don the ship, and when her commander 
found her filling so rapidly that the lives 
of the people on board were becoming 
imperilled he gave the orders to make 
for the shore. Few of the passengers 
ventured below to recover their valu- 
ables after they learned that they were 
in danger, and it is reported that none 
of them saved their ordinary belongings. 

The Portia had an unusually large 
number of passengers on board, and her 
staterooms were crowded. As there 
were 117 people all told on board, it is 
estimated there were at least 80 passen- 
gers, practically all summer tourists on 
a pleasure trip.

is not very hopeful as to the chances of a 
the Portia ever getting off the shoal, or, 
indeed, that she will hold together very 
long. When he abandoned her he con- 
sidered the case almost hopeless. The 
Portia was recently renovated for the 
summer passenger traffic and was in 
first-class condition for the season's op- 
erations. She had a large cargo on 
board, part for Halifax and the re- 
mainder for St. John's. A number of 
passengers had tickets for St. John’s, in- 
tending to make the round trip. 

The steamer Silvia of the same line 
was entering the harbor from the east- 
ward at the vary hour the Portia struck 
on Big Fish, but being several miles dis- 
tant from the scene of the disaster she 
knew nothing of it until she got to her 
dock at 9 o’clock. Captain Clarke says 
the fog outside was extremely thick, and 
he had to proceed with great caution,

The meeting of the City Council 
Monday evening was an important one. 
Several street orders were reported 
among which was the widening of 
Coddington and Sea streets. 

The Council struck another snag in 
the new plumbing ordinance and that 
matter has been recommitted to be 
straightened out by the joint committee 
of Sewers and Ordinances The Council 
hoped to adjourn until September but 
these important matters with others 
that are still in the hands of the Com- 
mittees it is doubtful if the Council 
gets a vacation this year. 

Councilmen Badger, Blanchard, 
Dugan, Hill and Jameson were absent. 
COMMUNICATIONS 
The Mayor forwarded a communica- 
tion announcing that he had appointed 
the following as weighers of coal: 
George B. Wendell, Ernest L. Du 
Temple, George K. Carter, William 
C. Robidore, William J. Hobart, 
Andrew J. Taylor. They were con- 

firmed. 

The Mayor also forwarded a com-

The joint committee on Sewer and 
Ordinances reported ought to pass on 
the Ordinance regulating house con- 
nections with the sewer. This ordin- 
ance makes it possible to connect a 
building that was plumbed under the 
old ordinances, if they were in suitable 
condition, with the sewer. Laid on 
the table until later when it was 
passed. , 

The joint committee on Police and 
Ordinances reported an order increasing 
the permanent police force to eleven 
men. 

Councilman Bryant asked who signed 
the petition?

This change if 
passed could not take effect until next 
year anless a special appropriation is 
provided Ten men were enough for a 
permanent force. In many cases 
special men are better than permanent 
men. When they are made permanent 
they strut around the street and say 
you can not remove me without a 
trial; whereas if you had a special 
man and he was not all right he could 
be dropped. It deteoriates the force to 
have too many permanent men. Read

‘“The plumbing of every building, 
unless otherwise permitted by the

provided, with a proper cesspool. ”’

Two Years’ Experimenting. 


REMEDY WILL BE SENT TO HAVANA 


Dr. Doty of New York Claims to Have 
a Serum Found by Tests on Animals 
to Be Both Curative and Preventive 
In Its Effects—Outline of His Work. 


Results which may revolutionize the 
treatment of yellow fever and rob the 
disease of its terrors have attended the 
experiments which have been in prog- 
ress for some time in the laboratory of 
the health officer of New York. The 
micro organism of yellow fever, which 
was discovered by Giuseppe Sanarelli 
in 1897, has been isolated and a serum 
prepared which in careful tests with 
animals has been demonstrated to pos- 
sess both curative and preventive prop- 
erties. 

So important is the matter and so 
great a degree of success has attended 
the experiments that Dr. A. H. Doty, 
health officer of New York, made a 
formal announcement recently of what 
had been accomplished. While Dr. 
Doty’s experiments have necessarily 
been confined to animals, says the New 
York Herald, he has no hesitation in 
recommending the use of the serum for 
human beings and is now preparing 
some which he will send to Havana for 
use by the authorities there. His state- 
ment concerning his work is: 

‘‘Tests recently made in the labor- 
atory of this department have for the 
first time shown that the yellow fever 
serum prepared at New York has both 
curative and preventive properties. The 
investigation as to the cause of yellow 
fever was begun at quarantine in the 
spring of 1897, some months before Pro- 
fessor Sanarelli of Montevideo published 
the result of nis experimental work in 
this direction, in which heclaimed that 
he had isolated the specific organism of 
yellow fever. In the spring of 1897 a 
number of cases of yellow fever were 
bronght to New York and transferred to 
Swinburne island. Autopsies made at 
this time furnished an opportunity to 
test the value of Sanarelli’s work. An 
organism was soon found which proved 
to be identical with that described by 
this investigator. 

‘“‘About this period I received from 
him a culture of the alleged yellow 
fever germ, which made it possible to 
compare it with the organism isolated 
at our laboratory, and it was found 
that they were practically the same. In 
Sanarelli’s paper describing his experi- 
ments he states that he produced by 
inoculation with the yellow fever germ 
yellow fever in a number of persons 
who were turned over to him for this 
purpose by the state or municipality. 

‘J am informed by one of his assist- 
ants, who has reeently visited the labor- 
atory of this department in charge of 
Dr. Charles B. Fitzpatrick, that the 
persons referred to by Sanarelli were 
inmates of an insane asylum and re- 
garded as incurable cases. Without dis- 
cussing the propriety of such an act on 
the part of those in charge of the insti- 
tution referred to, it will be fully ap- 
preciated that an experiment of this 
kind is invaluable. After Sanarelli had 
isolated what be regarded as the specific 
organism of yellow fever he inoculated 
animals with the culture of the same 
aniclaimed to have succeeded in ob- 
taining a serum which cured yellow 
fever both in men and animals. 

“The work of immunizing animals 
to obtain the serum above described was 
begun at New York in January, 1898. 
Two good, sound horses were selected 
for the purpose. After ten months’ con- 
tinuous work a serum was obtained 
which showed a slight therapeutic ef- 
fect. For example, if a given number 
of guinea pigs were inoculated with the 
germ and half of the number afterward 
injected with the serum the latter 
would remain alive three or four days 
longer than the rest. The succeeding 
experiments varied until May 2, when 
a serum was obtained which yielded 
very satisfactory results. 

‘‘Fourteen cubic centimeters of the 
serum when injected into an animal 
which had just been inoculated with a 
fatal dose of the germ of yellow fever 
preserved its life, and it remained per- 
fcetly well and healthy, whereas if it 
had not received the serum it would 
have died. This was proved by the 
death of all the other animals which 
were injected at the same time with 
the germ of yellow fever but were not 
injected with the serum. A small dose 
of the serum, 10 cubic centimeters, suc- 
ceeded in preventing the infection of an 
animal which was 24 hours afterward 
inoculated with the fatal dose of the 
germ of yellow fever. 

“Other guinea pigs which were in- 
oculated at the same time and had pre- 
viously received no serum treatment 
died. Experiments made with serum 
obtained on June 8 have shown equally 
satisfactory results. 

“The important work of which I 
have just given an outline would indi- 
cate, first, that Sanarelli was correct in 
his conclusions; that he had found and 
isolated the specific organism of yellow 
fever, and that the serum which has 
been obtained both by Sanarelli and 
the health department of the state of 
New York has both curative and pre- 
ventive properties, at least in animals. 

‘Its effect on the human being is yet 
to be seen. However, I am looking for- 
ward to the most favorable results. 
While in Havana last March I made 
arrangements with my representative 
there to be prepared to use the serum 
in cases which would probably come 
under his personal care, provided the 
experiments in New York justified me 
in forwarding some of it to him. A 
supply of the serum is now being pre- 
pared for this purpose and will be sent

It has been ad- 
vocated by him for some time, and now 
it is to have general application. The 
reports from ships in service, which 
tended to prove the statements in favor 
of sheathing, have at last overcome the 
strong prejudice against it, and all the 
12 ships authorized by the last con- 
gress—three first class battleships, 
three first class armored cruisers and 
six protected cruisers—are to be sheath- 
ed and coppered. 

On account of the congressional limi- 
tation of the price which the depart- 
ment may pay for armor and the im- 
probability of being able to get any ar- 
mor at any price the six ships of the 
Denver class are the only ones for 
which contracts can be made without 
further action by congress. Designs for 
these ships are now being rapidly per- 
fected by the bureau of construction 
aud repair. They will be vessels of 
about the size of the Raleigh and the 
Cincinnati, but improved and modern- 
ized, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. These two ships were designed at 
the time when the craze for speed at 
all costs reached its maximum, and to 
attain this extreme speed, which it 
will be noted could only be maintained 
for a few weeks after they were docked 
and cleaned, on account of their rapid- 
ly fouling, unsheathed bottoms, too 
many other qualities were sacrificed, 
and they are now being altered io 
remedy this defect. The Denver and 
her sister ships are designed for a speed 
of 161¢ knots, but will make 17 knots 
when pushed, while the Raleigh and 
the Cincinnati were designed for a 
speed of 19 knots. The former will be 
able to maintain the designed speed 
practically indefinitely, while the lat- 
ter ccnld scarcely maintain a speed of 
15 knots, and that with an excessive 
consumption of coal. 

The guns will all be designed for 
smokeless powder, and the 5 inch guns 
will be more effective than the old type 
of 6 inch guns. The wood material 
used in the construction of the hull will 
be reduced to a minimum. All the 
bulkheads on the gun and berth decks 
will be of metal, and they will each be 
fitted with a pilothouse on the spar 
deck built entirely of nonmagnetic 
metal. Where it ig necessary to use 
wood for any purpose it will be treated 
with the electric fireproofing process be- 
fore being worked. A watertight deck 
covered with one-half inch iron plate 
will be worked from stem to stern, be- 
sides sloping down to three feet below 
the water line, and the flat or midship 
portion rising 18 inches above the same. 

These six cruisers will form an addi- 
tion to the navy of special interest to 
the Mississippi valley and the Pacific 
coast. They will be named after cities, 
including Denver, Des Moines, Chatta- 
nooga, Tacoma and Cleveland. 


FLOATINGISLAND LAUNCHED 


First Constructed by F. W. Flanders 
Will Support Twenty People. 

F. W. Flanders, inventor of the float- 
ing island, has launched his first island 
on Klinger’s lake, near Niles, Mich. 
The island is about 20 feet square and 
can support 20 persons without reach- 
ing its capacity. 

Teste have been made that show 
when the waves are rolling high the 
island remains perfectly stable, with- 
out any rocking motion. It can be 
easily moved about with a rowboat and 
anchored, says the Chicago Times-Her- 
ald. 

Besides being an excellent arrange- 
ment for fishing and duck hunting, it 
is stated that experiments show that it 
is an efficient life craft for use on lake 
or ocean steamers, as it cannot be over- 
turned by the wind or waves and would 
preserve those on board high and dry, 
while the surf would carry it upona 
beach beyond the reach of the under- 
tow. 

One person, it is stated, could launch 
from the deck of a ship an island that 
would carry 50 people. 


An Expert Marksman. 

Zach Hiatt, a farmer, near Belle- 
fontaine, O., has been annoyed by the 
hawks stealing his fat hens. Procuring 
his bow and arrows, he proceeded to 
kill several of the birds ata distance 
of over 100 yards, says the Cincinnati 
Enquirer. Mr. Hiatt has been trained 
to use the bow from boyhocd. He has 
bagged all kinds of game with the prim- 
itive weapon and scorns to use a 
rifle. He is an expert marksman, 
though over 80 years of age.

CLIMATE AND CROPS. 


Drought Is Now a Thing of the Past, but Hay 
Crop Will Be Very Short. 

Boston, July 11.—The New England 
section, climate and crop service of the 
weather bureau, issues the following 
bulletin for the week ending July 10: 

The week has averaged very warm, 
with frequent showers and thunder 
storms during the latter half. The week- 
ly mean temperature for the entire dis- 
trict, as recorded at weather bureau Sta- 
tions, was 70 degrees, or 5 degrees above 
the mean of the previous week. The heat 
has been steady, and on some days in- 
tense, and the general condition of the 
week sultry. The night temperatures 
have been high, hardly falling below 70 
degrees in the southern sections, 

The precipitation has been large in 
amount in about all portions of the dis- 
trict. Most of it occurred in the form of 
local showers and thunder storms during 
the latter part of the week. 

The majority of correspondents con- 
sider that the past week has been favor- 
able for planted crops, and many are of 
the opinion that it has been the best 
week of the season. The ground is in 
generally fine condition for all classes of 
crops. The abundsnt rains have been 
of large benefit, especially in those few 
sections where the drought was still in 
force at the close of the previous week. 
The interior portions of Vermont, New 
Hampshire and Maine have been es- 
pecially favored. It can be safely said 
that the drought is now something of the 
past, although its detrimental effects 
are apparent in the shape of a shortened 
hay crop. The fore part of the week 
gave good haying weather, and much 
was accomplished. Not much was done 
in the latter part of the week, owing to 
the frequent showers, but grass has 
made a large gain both in quantity and 
quality. Pastures have improved, 
Tempests, attended by hail, have caused 
some damage, locally. 

Haying has begun in Maine toa limited 
extent. The coming week will witness 
active operations in that state. Haying 
is well under way in New Hampshire and 
Vermont, except temporarily suspended 
during the showery period. On low 
meadows in the eastern counties of 
Massachusetts. a full crop is reported. 
Mown fields are starting well and there 
is abundant promise of a fine second 
crop. 

Reports on corn are very satisfactory 
for the district as a whole. Oats have 
improved greatly, except early sowed on 
dry lands. Buckwheat progresses finely. 
Rye is being harvested in the southern 
section in good shape. 

Grapes have set enormously and look 
as well as could be desired. Apples con- 
tinue promising in Rhode Island, es- 
pecially early varieties. Elsewhere there 
is little improvement in this fruit. Rasp- 
berries, blackberries and blueberries 
show lack of moisture in most northern 
sections. Smal! fruits are generally rip- 
ening a full crop in southern districts. 
Peaches, pears and plums are scanty. 

Much complaint is made of the ravages 
of potato bugs. First planted potatoes 
are in marketin RhodeIsland. The late 
crop is making good growth throughout 
the entire section, generally speaking. 
Tomatoes are doing well; peas and beans 
have not yielded as well as usual in the 
south, but are good in the north. Garden 
stuff has developed a fine growth. 


Alleged Bribery and Exor ion. 

Montpelier, Vt., July 11.~—Deputy 
Sheriff George W. Smith was arraigned 
in the district court yesterday, charged 
with extortion and receiving bribes. He 
was held for the grand jury in $1500. 
Smith is charged with offering one Mrs. 
Blanchi protection from raids during 
liquor prosecution. Smith has been re- 
moved from office. 

Two additiona! arrests were made last 
night, the first being Constable W. H. 
Buchanan of Barre and then Henry 
Wilkin. Smith was rearrested on a 
joint complaint with Buchanan and 
Wilkin, in which conspiracy is charged. 
Each was held in $1000 and bail was se- 
cured. 


White Paint May Come Off. 

Providence, July 11.—A special from 
Bristol to a local paper states that it is 
believed that when the cup defender Co- 
lumbia races against the Shamrock she 
will appear as an “all bronze’ boat in 
every sense of the word. In brief, it is 
believed that the coat of white paint at 
present covering the topsides of the 
yacht is to be scraped off when she races 
in defense of the cup. The underbody is 
net painted, the water coming in contact 
with the surface of the metal itself, and 
it is believed that if the paint is per- 
mitted to remain on the topsides the main 
reason for the use of the metal] will be 
nullified. 


The Higlister-French Tangle. 

Boston, July 11.—Frank Higlister has 
filed papers against Mrs, Julia B. French 
for $30,000 damages. The papers allege 
malicious prosecution, false arrest and 
imprisonment.

Tales of Woe From the Klondike. 

Victoria, B. C., July 11.—The steamer 
Rosalie arrived here yesterday from 
Alaska with 150 miners and $125,000 in 
gold dust. The White Pass road was 
completed to Bennett on July 6, and 
trains are now running through. The 
Rosalie had a number of passengers 
from the Edmonton trail. One of these 
named Fleming is dying with dropsy. 
He started with a party of 14 and eight 
horses from Edmonton in January, 1898. 
Five of the party were lost, and all the 
horses. Captain Mason was drowned in 
the Nelson river, and another was ac- 
cidentally shot. Fleming’s case is a 
representative one of all those from that 
trail. 


Will Affect 20,000 Workmen. 

New York, July 11.—An organization 
styling itself the Independent Tailors, 
10,000 strong, will perhaps declare a 
Strike. This strike will have an effect 
upon 10,000 other workmen, who will 
probably be idle two or three weeks. The 
Strike will take in the coat tailors of the 
east side, together with some from 
3rooklyn. The chief demand will be for 
the abolition of the task system, which 
requires the workmen to finish a certain 
number of garments to earn a day's pay. 
Under it skilled workmen have been com- 
pelled to work 15 hours a day to earn $8 
or $9 a weeR. 


Captain Watkins’ Acknowledgement. 

New York, July 11.—The report of Cap- 
tain Watkins of the stranding of the 
American line steamship Paris is made 
public by the local board of steamboat 
inspectors. Captain Watkins makes no 
attempt to evade responsibility for the 
accident, but says frankly that the 
stranding of the ship was the result of an 
unaccountable error on his part. The 
accident, he says, was not due to any 
want of thought or anxiety about his 
vessel, but resulted from a mistake he 
made in calculating the position of the 
ship. Captain Watkins is still in charge 
of the Paris.

~ MEDICINE’S NEW FIELD. 


Dr, Minot Would Join Veterinary 
Hospitals to Medical Schools, 

Dr. Charles Sedgwick Minot of Bos- 
ton, a leading professor in the Harvard 
Medical school, delivered the annual 
address to the Yale Medical school 
seniors the other afternoon, says the 
New York Sun. His subject was 
‘Knowledge and Practice.’’ In the 
course of his address he said: 

“We are bronght to the conclusion 
that though the primary function of 
our medical schools is to educate prac- 
titioners of medicine, yet they ought 
to assume now the further and higher 
function of training medical investiga- 
tors. The requirements of comparative 
medicine call for more changes than 
we have yet mentioned. The very word 
comparative implies that animals shall 
be included in the range of study. It 
means that not only shall provision be 
made for investigating the structure of 
animals and for physiological experi- 
ments, but also for the observation and 
treatment of sick animals, or, in other 
words, there onght to be a veterinary 
hospital in intimate asseciation with 
the school of human medicine. Such 
hospital would increase the range of 
experience and contribute a broadening 
impulse to all medical work. It is, I 
believe, quite a new project to consoli- 
date the interests of veterinary and 
human medicine,-but it is by the initia- 
tive of President Eliot under actual 
consideration at Harvard and will, if 
carried out, be an epoch making ad 
vance. 

‘Since we are all agreed that pre- 
vention is a rapidly increasing part of 
medical practice, and since many dis- 
eases, like tubercnlosis, typhoid fever 
or the bubonic plague, are spread by 
animals, it follows that we must look 
upon the study of diseases of animals 

!asan integral and indispensable por 
tion of preventive medicine. A hospital 
is as necessary for the observation and 
treatment of sick : | 
men. Most of us, I am sure, anticip: 


ainmals as of sick 


in the near future a magnificent de- 
velopment of preventive medicine. On 
of the best means to promote the ful 
fillment of these anticipations is t 


bring the veterinary hospital into close 
and intimate union with the medical 
school.”’ 

In conclusion he said: 
the time to enter into a discussion 
the assumed antagonism between prac 
tical science and Christian faith. Each 
year brings the two into closer and 
more helpful relations and increases 
their mutual understanding. The dig 
nified agnosticism of Huxley and the 
lofty spiritualism of Brooks meet in the 
common conviction that the growth 
and development of man into a higher 
and better physical and spiritual life is 
alone what makes existence worthy.’’

Admiral Was Kicked by 
Filipino Uorse, 

The following incident in the life of 
Admiral Dewey which has not fonnd 
mention in official dispatches came in 
the other day’s mail from Manila to 
San Francisco 

During the heavy fighting arouha 
San Pedro Macati Admiral Dewey and 
General Otis, accompanied by a party 
of women, steamed up the Pasig river 
in the general’s launch. The women 
were impelled to take the hazardous 
trip because of the flavor of danger, 
and, besides, they wished to view the 
battlefields over which our brave fel- 
lows had fonght. 

The admiral and the general were on 
an Official visit to General King. As 
the party stepped off the boat on the 
landing and sauntered to the head 
quarters building, where they were 
met by General King, they passed a fly 
tortured specimen of that miserable 
quadruped known as the Filipino 
horse. Just at this moment the pony, 
who is no respecter of persons, was seen 
to lower his ears, and before a warning 
cry could be given he raised his heels 
and sent thein flying in the directicn of 
one of the women of the party. Quick 
as a flash the admiral sprang between 
the pony and the lady and received the 
full force of the flying hoofs, says the 
New York Journal. 3 

A cheer anda laugh, which the gol 
diers could not suppress, as gracefully 
as the circumstances permitted, were 
acknowledged by Dewey, who really 
saved a woman from serious injury, 
albeit the manner was rather Indicrous 
As the party entered the headquarters 
building a rush was made for the pony, 
and, despite all his kicking and snort- 
ing, the offending shoes were wrenched 
off and carried away, for they were the 
shoes that kicked the great Adiniral 
Dewey.

ONE MAN 


Two Others Injured, One Probably Fatally, by 
the Fall of a Derrick. 

Pawtucket, R. L, July 13.—An accident 
to a large derrick used on the site of the 
hew sailors’ memorial library caused it 
to fall yesterday, kiiling one workman, 
quite seriously injurfig two others, and 
the escape from death of a large number 
of other laborers was miraculous. 

The derrick was 70 feet in height, 
weighing nearly five tons. At the base 
it Was thought to have been firmly fixed 
in the ground, and from its sides de- 
pended two great arms used in lifting 
masses of stone. 

The derrick stoo.! sear the western end 
of the foundation, where a number of 
laborers were engaged in excavating. 
Suddenly the great machine tottered and 
was pulled around by the weight of a 
heavy stone depending from one of the 
arms. Cries of warning were uttered 
when the derrick began to waver. The 
men in the pit had scarcely looked up 
when the great mass of framework was 
almost upon them. James Gallagher 
Was struck by a heavy section and killed. 
The work of rescue was immediately be- 
gun. Gallagher had been caught be- 
neath one of the heavy arms and was so 
badly crushed that he lived only a few 
moments after having been taken from 
beneath the wreckage. Luke O'Donnell 
Was extricated from the debris with his 
head badly cut and bad bruises. Thomas 
Sherman sustained iaternal injuries that 
May prove fatal.

Boston, July 13.—Two hundred cigar 
makers employed by Waitt & Bond are 
on Strike because of dissatisfaction with 
the system of giving out stock at the fac- 
tory. The men say the present system 
has caused extra work, and thereby af- 
fects wages. About 100 others are idle 
as the result of the strike. 


Gorman Very Sick. 

Magnolia, Mass., July 13.—Ex-Senator 
Arthur P. Gorman of Maryland is quite 
ill at the Hesperus hotel, and his wife 
and two daughters are at his bedside.

Up to this year 
the city has been counting ‘‘back 
taxes’’ as assets but doesn’t seem to 
get ahead much as the uncollected 
taxes are as large at the end of the 
year as at the beginning. The change 
in part accounts for the increase of rate 
from $16.80 to $16.

A Decision Which Pleases Wol- 
laston Passengers, 


Wollaston people are mach interested 
in the following ruling of District 
Attorney Gardiner of New_ York 
prohibiting a transportation company 
from maintaining turnstiles its 
stations. The first part of the ata 
does not cover the Wollaston case, but 
the second part relating to the imped- 
ing of a passenger apparently does. 

District Attorney Gardiner said *to- 
day that he had sent a communication 
to the officers of the Manhattan 
Elevated Railroad Company inform- 
ing him that it is illegal for them to 
have turnstiles_at any of their stations 
on the elevated roads. 

The District Attorney and Assistant 
District Attorney Osborne a few nigh.ts 
ago entered the Elevated Railroad 
Station at Franklin _ street. Col. 
Gardiner paid two fares and 
leaped over the turnstile. The ticket 
seller pleaded with Mr. Osborne to 
register both himself and Col. Gardiner, 
but the latter said that the company 
had no right to put turnstiles on its 
stations. He says the company has 
no right to accept the pay of five cents 
from a passenger and then make him 
act asa detective for the company. 
He declared that the company has no 
right to puta pound weight in any 
one’s way. He quoted from 
675 of the penal code as follows: 

**Any person who shall by any offen- 
Sive act annoy or interfere with any 
person in any public place or with the 
passenger of any railroad or,any other 
public annoyance, although such act or 
conduct may not amount to an assault 
or battery, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor. *’

NEW POTATOES. 


How to Treat the Summer Potato. 
Parisian Practices. 

The summer potato requires entirely 
different treatment from the winter 
tuber, which has grown stale and s*rong 
from long storage. There are now many 
delicious ways in which this vegetable 
may be cooked which are not desirable 
methods later when the potatoes are no 
longer fresh, says the Néw York Trib- 
une. 

One reason why new potatoes are so 
much better than old ones is becanse 
they are not peeled and the starchy 
coat on the outside, as well as the saline 
salts of the vegetable, are thus pre- 
served. It is a mistake to peel a potato 
before it is boiled. Keep a stiff little 
vegetable scrubbing brush on hand. 
Put the potatoes in cold water and 
scrub them clean with the brush. In 
summer throw potatoes with their 
jackets on into boiling water and peel 
them as soon as they are boiled and 
serve them. 

A distinction should be made be- 
tween the waxen, half ripe potato of 
early summer and the fully ripe, fresh 
tuber, which is a potato in perfection. 
Half ripe potatoes are never wholesome, 
though the Germans prefer these im- 
mature vegetables for their favorite 
salad. 

It is a mistake to use half ripe pota- 


toes or to use cold potatoes when fresh-|61 to 67 Hancock St., Quincy. 


ly cooked potatoes can be obtained. 
The best potato salad can hardly be 
recommended on the score of whole- 
someness, yet it should be remembered 
that the condiments used in its prepa- 
ration assist digestion, and that a po- 
tato salad is therefore far more digesti- 
ble than a half ripe, waxen boiled po- 
tato simply dressed in butter. 

Parisian cooks seldom use cold po- 
tatoes. When they wish to cook pota- 
toes rapidly for a garnish to meat for 
breakfast, they usually cut the raw po- 
tatoes in small ornamental shapes of 
uniform size, which will cook quickly. 
Sometimes the potatoes are cut into 
julienne shaped pieces about the thick- 
ness of two matches and the length of 

a short parlor match. More often, how- 
ever, they are shaped into small balls, 
or ‘‘pears,’’ witb scoops. A good steel 
potato scoop, cutting a ball of three- 
quarters of an inch in diameter, costs 
about 40 cents. It should have a small 
hole in the center of the bowl to admit 
air.

celluloid hand painted in coils with lilies 
of the valley. This part can also be 
made of cardboard covered with fancy 
silk. This cylinder is laced together at 
the back with baby ribbons run through 
holes punched along each side and tied 
in atiny bow ateach end. The cushions 
for each end are made of horsehair. 
The one for pins is covered with puffed 
silk. That for hairpins has the center 
‘part covered with net or lace, the 
meshes of which the hairpins can easily 
penetrate. The holder is sachet scented 
by rolling up a teaspoonful of the pow- 
der in a bit of wadding and putting it 
in the cylinder. 
Green Pea Salad. 

Green pea salad may be prepared 
from peas left over or from freshly 
cooked, says the Boston Cooking School 
Magazine. In the latter case cooka 
pint of young, tender peas with one ta- 
blespoonful of butter and as little salt- 
ed water as possible, stirring constantly 
until the peas are tender and the water 
has evaporated. Set aside until cold. 
Thoroughly wash and drain a head of 
lettuce and arrange the leaves on a 
serving dish. Chop or cut a cup anda 
half of roast lamb or boiled chicken 
very fine and spread over the lettuce. 
Pour the peas over the meat. Mix to- 
gether six tablespoonfuls of oil, half a 
teaspoonful of salt and pepper to taste. 
Add gradually two or three tablespoon- 
fuls of lemon juice or vinegar and pour 
over the salad. Sprinkle the whole with 
a few mint or tarragon leaves chopped 
very fine. 


How to Cover Jelly. 

Paraffin grows more in favor for cov- 
ering jelly glasses. It can be obtained 
at all drug stores at a moderate cost. 
When preserving is done, the wax is 
melted and a layer of a quarter of an 
inch or lesa is poured on top of the 
jelly. This hardens at once and, being 
perfectly airtight, keeps the jelly from 
molding or growing tough on top. It is 
easy and cleanly to apply and to re- 
move. When the wax is taken off after 
eight or ter months have elapsed, the 
jelly is found as soft and fresh at the 
top of the glass as at the bottom, and 
the wax can be saved and used for the 
same purpose again, says an exchange.

Nearly 50,000 Flood Sufferers in a State 
of Helplessness. 


Washington, July 13.—The 
statement concerning the flood situation 
in Texas is made public by Representa- 
tive Hawley of that state: 

“The disaster which has overtaken the 
communities in southern Texas is with- 
out parallel in our country. At some 
points the precipitation was 3% feet in 
60 hours, resulting in a flood of enormous 
proportions, covering an area of many 
Square miles to a depth of from five to 
20 feet and a loss of from $25,000,000 to 
$40,000,000. 

“No less than 20 populous towns have 
been inundated, as well as thousands of 
well-established and well-ordered farms, 
which today are in a complete state of

DR. S. W. ELLSWORTH, 


Of the General Situation, Past and 
Present, In the Philippines, 


United States Bound to As- 
sert Its Authority There. 


Declares it Is Our Duty to Participate In Inevi- 
table Division of China. 


Cincinnati, July 14.—Bishop Thoburn o! 
the Methodist Episcopal church, who has 
spent 40 years as a missionary, mostly in 
India, is here with his family, some of 
whom are in ill health. The bishop 
Spent some time jn Manila in March last 
and was an intelligent observer of events, 
He says there is no doubt that the out- 
break between the Americans and Fili- 
pinos was intended by Filipino leaders 
to include a general massacre in the city 
of Manila. He cited in proof of this the 
testimony of two Filipino servants who 
were summoned to service in the army 
by Aguinaldo, and who dared not dis- 
Obey, but who warned their American 
employers to keep within doors that 
night, as orders had been given to kill al] 
Europeans found on the streets. An- 
other evidence was the finding of 5000 
new knives stored in a Catholic church. 
Only the splendid discipline of the 
American troops prevented the massacre 
in Manila. 

The bishop was in London when the 
news of Dewey's victory came. It was 
universally understood there, he said, 
that it meant the permanent possession 
of the Philippines by the United States. 
Asked why Dewey did not feave Manila 
after the victory, he said the shortsight- 
edness of the United States government 
made it impossible. Dewey had not coal 
enough to carry him to the neare st Amer- 
ican coaling station, and he was bound to 
take Manila in self-defense. The whole 
history of the present Philippine situa- 
tion showed such a natural and logical 
and even inevitable course of events that 
the United States is bound to assert its 
authority there. Anarchy and assas- 
sination, he declares, would follow the 
withdrawal] of the United States forces. 
The only troubl lies in the Luzon isl- 
and. All the other jslands are peaceful. 
The bishop thinks the proper policy of 
the United States is to enlist the men of 
the other islands, who are the natural 
enemies of the inhabitants of Luzon, ta 
fight Aguinaldo’s army. Officered by 
Americans they would quickly dispose 
of the few men that Aguinaldo can mus- 
ter. 


Viewing the situation in the far east, 
from the standpoint of a missionary of 
40 years in that part of the world, the 
bishop Was impressed with the fact that 
it was the duty of the United States, 
forced upon it by the circumstances of 
the Spanish war, to hold the Philippines 
and to preserve order and extend civil- 
ized government in that vast region. 
Moreover, in the interest of morality and 
Christianity, he hoped for the dissolution 
of the Chinese empire, which he charac- 
terized as the most helpless government 
on earth. In that event Russia shou.d 
have a portion, giving it an available 
Pacific port. England, though favoring 
the integrity of the Chinese empire, a'- 
ready has in mind the valley of the 
Yang-tse-Kiang as its share. The 
United States should have its portion of 
the coast opposite the Philippines. Such 
a division of China would bring untold 
blessings to the people of that empire, 
and would advance the civilization of 
the whole world, 

The bishop declines to discuss the sub- 
ject from the standpoint of American 
politics, but he says he cannot imagine 
why the United States should shrink 
from giving up her exclusive policy and 
hesitate to take her place among the 
nations When the duty is so manifestly 
thrust upon her. If China falls to pieces, 
as nearly all well informed people be- 
Ueve it will, it would be unwise, if not 
morally wrong, to concede that the 
European nations have a right to settle 
the destiny of that great empire without 
any reference to America. The United 
States must inevitably become the dom- 
inating naval power of the Pacific ocean, 
and if such a future is in store for her, 
she certainly ought to hold an important 
section of the coast line of eastern Asia, 


General Wheeler Was Misquoted. 

Grand Island, Neb., July 14.—General 
Joseph Wheeler passed through this city 
yesterday, and made the following state- 
ment, asking that the correction be 
made through the press: “I was in- 
correctly reported in Chicago ag to the 
Philippine insurgent army. In an- 
swer to a direct question, I stated that 
I did not know the strength of Ag- 
uinaldo’s forces, and that the published 
reports of our officers in Manila did not 
state them. I desire to state that no 
doubt these officers and officjals in 
Washingten are well informed, but I 
have never had a conversation with any 
oficial in Washington on the subject 
and am quite ignorant as to the extent 
of their information.” 


Complaints Not Substantiated. 
Washington, July 14.—The pension 
committee of the G, A, R. finished its 
work here yesterday by a call at the 
White House, where the committee spent 
some time in conference with the presi- 
dent. Later they made a final visit to 


President Fowler, in his annual ad- 
dress, mentioned as an evidence of the 
€rowth in the past year that his work as 
president had been more than doubled 
over the previous year. Literature had 
been prepared during the past year of a 
Quality that was unsurpassed, and the 
Y. P. C. U. have taken an active part in 
its distribution. The work of the junior 
unions has been carried on in a better 
manner than ever before. It was the be- 
lief of the members of the executive 
board that in future young people be- 
longing to the junior society should be 
taken into the senior society when over 
15. “Officers should be chosen,” he said, 
“who were interested in the work of the 
union and who had the interests of the 
organization at heart.” 

At the afternoon session Rev. P. A. 
Knickerbocker, national superintendent 
of Christian citizenship, conducted a 
congress of that department. Rev. H. L. 
Veazie told of matters pertaining to the 
league in Vermont; Rev. C. T. Hall 
wanted to purify municipal politics; Rev. 
John Tuniball, Turner, Me., said that 
politics makes cowards of all men but 
never of a woman, therefore women 
should vote. Several speakers told what 
the Y. P. C. U. had been doing in the way 
of aiding the law. The remainder of the 
afternoon was devoted to the general 
congress, under the direction of Mrs. 
Mary G. Canfield, national superinden- 
dent of junior work. She illustrated 
junior work with a class of girls and boys. 

The evening session was opened with 
devotional services and singing. The 
address was by Miss Anna M, Tilling- 
hast of Towanda, Pa., who spoke on 
“Christian Service.” She attributed the 
cause of the apparent ill success of 
Christian work toa failure to understand 
the underlying principles of Christ. To 
perfect religious service she thought 
there should be more thorough under- 
standing of Christ’s teachings. She sug- 
gested that social services should be car- 
ried to the temperance cause, to the or- 
ganized fresh-air movement and the 
Christian citizens’ movement. 


A Wife Beater’s Awful Work. 

Fall River, Mass., July 14.—While fn a 
drunken frenzy, Martin Herron, 25 
years old, so severely beat his wife 
that it is feared she will die from the 
effects of her wounds. The house was 
in disorder, while on the floor lay the 
victim of the man’s fury, bleeding freely 
from her wounds, with the bed soaked 
and the walls spattered with her blood. 
There were four childres in the house 
at the time. Herron has been arrested 
before, and left jail only two weeks ago, 
after serving a term for wife-beating. 
At the police station he admitted that he 
tried to kill his wife with a flatiron. 


Requ sition For Aileged Bigamist. 

Augusta, Me., July 14.—Governor 
Powers has granted a requisition upon 
the governor of California for the sur- 
render of Dr. Walter R. Gwynne of Fall 
tiver, Mass., on the charge of bigamy, 
alleged to have been committed in 
Dover, Me. Eva M. Lake of Fali River 
Was sent to Corinth by her father, Ed- 
ward Lake of Fall River, to separate 
her from Gwynne. Gwynne came to 
Maine and married the girl, after which 
they went to California. Gwynne had 
a nisi divorce, and it is alleged he com- 
mitted bigamy by the second marriage. 


New Trial Denied Brockhaus. 

Bridgeport, Conn., July 14.—According 
to the decision of the supreme court of 
errors, Frederick M. Brockhaus, who was 
convicted of participating in the murder 
of David S. R. Lambert of Wilton in 
December, 1897, will have to pay the 
penalty of his crime, as his petition for 
a new trial has been denied. Brockhaus 
Was tried last March and sentenced to 
be hanged Sept. 8. His counsel learned, 
after the passing of sentence, that one of 
the jurors was under 25 years of age and 
therefore not eligible, and on that ground 
a retrial was asked for. 


Former Treasurer of Worcester Missing. 

Worcester, Mass., July 14.—William 8S. 
Barton, who was treasurer of the city 
of Worcester for over 25 years, retiring 
last January, left his home Tuesday 
morning, saying he was going for a short 
walk, and has not since returned. He 
is 75 years old, and has not been in good 
health for some time. His mind has 
been affected, and it is supposed he 
wandered away while in a state of 
menta! aberration, 


Won't Tell How He Was Shot. 

Haverhill, Mass., July 144—An un- 
known man was found lying beside the 
road in Rosemont, a suburrb of the 
city, with two bullet wounds in his head. 
He was removed to the city hospital, 
and, although conscious, absolutely re- 
fused to give his name or to tell how he 
received the wounds, Itis believed that 
he wil! recover.

Screening Anybody. 


Chandler Has Not Changed HiS Mind Abou; 
Bringing Charges Against Commissioner. 


Concord, N. H., July 14.—The civil 
gervice commission investigation into 
the charges against Senator Gallanger 
is Over as far as the city of Concord 
igs concerned. The final act in the 
drama on the local stage was played 
yesterday afternoon by Commissioner 
Mark S. Brewer, who gave a monologue 
to the members of the press who had 
reported the proceedings of the investi- 
gation. Mr. Brewer invited the report- 
ers to the rooms where the sessions had 
been held, and there spoke for an hour 
and a half in reply to charges made 
against him by Senator Chandler and 
Governor Busiel, through the press. 
Senator Chandler was invited to be pres- 
ent by Mr. Brewer, but declined. 

Mr. Brewer stated to the newspaper 
men that when the first letter came from 
Governor Busiel making the charges 
against Senator Gallinger he was absent 
from Washington. “Had I been present 
my first suggestion would have been that 
Governor Busiel should put the charges 
in form and present them to the district 
attorney for the state of New Hamp- 
shire. Inasmuch as they seemed to in- 
dicate a violation of the statute and not 
of the commission's rules, the district 
attorney could have brought them be- 
fore the grand jury of a federal court and 
compelled the attendance of witnesses, 
which this commission could not do. 

“I have had personal acquaintance 
with both senators from New Hamp- 
shire for more than 20 years and I have 
been on friendly terms with them both. 
On account of those friendly relations I 
did not desire to come here and try this 
case. I did come simply because I was 
ordered todo so. Upon our arrival here 
my associates insisted that I must con- 
duct the proceedings. This I did withas 
much vigor as I ever displayed in a trial 
in court. I have sought in every way to 
elucidate pertinent facts. I never have 
had a thought of screening anybody from 
trial or from conviction for any viola- 
tion of the statutes.” 


In relation to the statement in the 
course of the investigation that he had 
himself contributed to the campuign 
fund, Mr. Brewer stated that he had 
never contributed a dollar in violation of 
any statute. “I have accomplished ten 
times more for the cause of civil service 
than Senator Chandler ever dreamed of,” 
remarked Mr. Brewer, parenthetically. 
With reference to the fact that he noti- 
fied witnesses that they were not obliged 
to answer certain questions, Mr. Brewer 
said he did only what any judge in any 
court in the land would be expected to 
do, that is, inform witnesses as to their 
legal rights. Commissioner Brewer 
quoted Senator Chandler's remarks that 
the other investigators, Commissioner 
Harlow and Agent Wales, were “good 
fellows,” and explained, “I did nothing 
here, except get mad, that has not met 
the approval of these two ‘good fellows,’ 
and I take the responsibility for getting 
mad. If Senator Chandler had con- 
tinued those insinuations I would have 
flung him out of the window. No man 
with a particle of self-respect could sit 
still and permit such allegations to be 
made by a gentleman of his position.” 

As to Senator Chandler's movement for 
his removal, Mr. Brewer said: “Bless his 
dear heart. He knows nothing about 
my relations with the president, and no 
more about the civil service commission 
than does the man in the moon. I am 
not filling the position at my own re- 
quest, or through my own seeking, but 
simply and solely because William Mc- 
Kinley sent for me and urged me to take 
it. If President McKinley should decide 
to take the advice of Senator Chandler 
and Governor Busiel, and should ask me 
for the chair I have occupied for the past 
18 months, it would be almost as pleasant 
to me as to Senator Chandler. 

“T am earnestly desirous as a member 
of the commission, and as a citizen, of 
having the law and the rules thoroughly, 
honestly and straightforwardly enforced 
in every etate of the Union. Senator 
Chandler and I have long been friends, 
and will be again in a few days, I doubt 
not.” 

Senator Chandler, when seen later, sald 
that his position is nat at al! changed by 
Mr. Brewer's statement. He wil! prefer 
charges against Commissioner Brewer, 
fat on account of any personal dis- 
eourtesy, but on account of general mis- 
eanduct of the hearing by the commis- 
sion. 


Nelther Chandler, Busle] nor Gallin- 
fer were present or represented by coun- 
sel at continued hearings yesterday, al- 
though W. D. Chandler, son of the sena- 
tor, came in for a few moments. 

One witness, Thomas F. Clifford, a 
clerk in the state committee during the 
1898 campaign, was examined. His 
evidence shed no light upon Gallinger’s 
connection with the circular or levying 
of assessments. Witness’ replies were 
a series of negatives. He knew noth- 
ing, except that the assessments were 
sent out and signed during the cam- 
Baign of 189% by the chairman of the 
committee, John A. Spalding. The fact 
was demonstrated that Gallinger’s writ- 
ing did not appear on any ciroulars or 
envelopes brought before the commis- 
sion.

No Electric Cars in the 
World Then.

Old Colony Steam Railroad in 
Existence But Fifty Years. 


The Ledger has been asked to pub- 
lish the date upon which the old horse- 
car stables, which were situated on 
Hancock street, nearly opposite Merry- 
mount park were burned. 

The fire was on Fast day night, 1875 
April 8. The flames were discovered 
a little after 10 o’clock, and an alarm 
was given in Quincy Centre about 10.30 
by the ringing of charch bells. 

It was at first supposed that the fire 
was incendiary but as tramps were in 
the habit of sleeping there it was 
afterward concluded that one of this 
fraternity had gone into the bnilding 
by one of the windows, and while 
smoking in the hay loft, had set fire 
to the building. 

The cows and other live stock were 
got out with difficulty, one of the cows 
having its tail burned off, while a pig 
had a leg burned. There was a large 
quantity of hay in the loft and some 
carriages in the building, including 
sume of the old stage coaches, one of 
which was burned. Washington M. 
French it is believed was Chief 
Engineer at the time, Edward A. Spear 
not assuming that office until the first 
of May. 

The Quincy Patriot of 
speaking of the fire said: 

“The stable and outbuildings 
attached, the last relics of the Quincy 
and Buston Horse Car Corporation, at 
the north part of this town, were 
destroyed by fire on Thursday night. 

‘*Tbhe alarm was given in this part of 
the village about half-past ten, and the 
engines were soon at the fire, but it 
had made too much headway for them 
to be of much in saving the 
building. The horses and cows were, 
fortunately, got out of the building on 
the discovery of the fire. Steamers 
were present from Boston. It is 
thought to have been the work of an 
incendiary . The reflection of the 
blaze gave Wollaston the appearance 
of a beantiful spectacular picture, and 
called forth many ejaculations of ®ad- 
miration at the grand sight.’’ 

Many will be surprised to learn that 
Quincey ever had such a railway, but 
the route was from the birthplace of 
the Presidents near the foot of Penn’s 
hill to Boston via. Franklin, School 
and Hancock street. Pattee’s History 
says: 

‘*A few public-spirited persons of the 
William S. Morton, John J. 
Glover, and Robert B. Leuchars, 
petitioned the Legislature for an act 
of incorporation to establish a Horse- 
Railroad. The company was granted 
an act of incorporation February 15th, 
1861. This road was soon constructed, 
and extended from the foot of Penn’s 
Hill to Field’s corner, in Ward twenty- 
four, Boston. At this place it was 
connected with the Metropolitan Rail- 
road. This was a cheap and pleasant 
method of conveyance for our citizens, 
between this town and the city, anda 
great convenience in getting to various 
parts of the town on the line of the 
road. 

‘*The company purchased two steam 
or dummy engines at great ex pense 
which proved successful as far as loco- 
motion was concerned. ‘The expense of 
running these was so much greater 
than horse power, that they were finally 
abandoned. This was a costly experi- 
ment for the company, which caused 
them to become embarrassed, and 
finally to discontinue the road. Up to 
the time of this unfortunate experi- 
ment they had transacted a very suc- 
cessful business. ”’ 

While some do not recall this old 
horse railroad,and many think we have 
had electric cars for a generation, it is 
surprising to recall that the Old Colony 
railroad through Quincy was opened 
less than 55 years ago, and that there 
are people in Quincy who can remem- 
ber when the town did not have rail- 
way communication of any kind. In 
connection with the Old Colony rail- 

oad Pattee says: 

‘In 1845 the Old Colony Railruad was 
opened for general business, which 
greatly changed the social and material 
character and interests of the town, 
The effort tv locate the terminus of 
this railroad in Quincy by some of her 
progressive citizens, was not accom- 
plished; as an opposition, influenced 
by the livery stable keepers and the 
proprietors of the stage coach line, was 
too powerful and voted it down. It 
is somewhat amusing to see how great 
and important improvements are 
defeated by such fallacious and 
sophisticated arguments as were used 
on this occasion. The whole sum and 
substance of their reasoning was: 
That there wuld be no further use for 
horses, and the business of the town 
would be ruined. There has seldom, 
if ever, been a time, since the Old

there had not been’a greater demand 
for horses than before the important im- 
provement was contemplated. Real 
estate has rapidly advanced in value, 
rents are higher, stores have increased 
in number, and the population of the 
town has nearly trebled.’’

His 
groans attracted the attention of the 
chief of the fire department, who im- 
mediately started for the room whence 
came the sounds. When discovered, 
Mr. Bentley was unconscious; he was 
taken to a nearby drug store, and 
medical aid summoned. It was found 
that he was badly burned about the 
head, face, neck, hands and wrists. 
It is feared that burns in the air pas- 
sages may prove serious. 

Thomas Duthie, a lad of about 
eleven years, had a narrow escape from 
drowning while at play at Jackson’s 
wharf Thursday afternoon. Young 
Duthie in company with a number of 
other boys ranging in age from ten to 
fifteen years, was playing about the 
wharf, and doing *‘ stumps.’’

‘as he is called by his mates, thought 


it would be fun to jump off the wharf, 
notwithstanding the fact that he was 
unskilled in the science of swimming. 
Accordingly before his companions 
were fully aware of his intentions, he 
had jumped overboard, and immedi- 
ately sunk from the view of his fright- 
ened playmates. As he was sinking 
the second time, Harry Peterson, a 
fourteen year old lad, jumped over- 
board and succeeded in bringing Tom- 
mie to the wharf, where he was cared 
for by the people in the vicinity.

UNIFORMS FOR DEWEY. 


New Regulations Prescribing the 
Dress of Naval Officers. 


INSIGNIA OF THE ADMIRAL'S RANK. 


Devices That Will Distinguish His 
Costume From That of Other Flag 
Officers—Special Full Dress For Com- 
missioned Officers—Most Important 
Change Is In the Frock Coat. 


The several uniforms which are to be 
worn ty Admiral Dewey are prescribed 
in a circular issued by the navy depart- 
ment the other day, entitled ‘*Regula- 
tions Governing the Uniforms of Com- 
missioned Officers, Warrant Officers 
and Enlisted Men.’’ The uniforms 
which the admiral will wear will not 
be greatly different from those worn by 
other officers except in the manner of 
devices and insignia, says the New 
York Sun. On his sleeves he will wear 
two stripes of two inch gold lace, with 
a one inch stripe between, set one- 
quarter of an inch apart. The rear ad- 
mirals will wear one stripe of two inch 
gold lace, with another stripe half an 
inch wide just above it. His epaulets 
and shoulder knots will be the same 
size as those of other flag officers, but 
his shoulder straps will be longer and 
wider. On the frogs of the admiral’s 
epaulets and on his shoulder straps and 
knots will be embroidered four silver 
stars of five points each, placed equally 
distant from each other in the middle 
of the strap or frog of the epaulets, 
with a gold foul anchor 11-8 inches 
long under each of the two outer stars. 
Rear admirals will wear two silver 
stars, as at present, with a silver foul 
anchor. 

The top of the shoulder mark for the 
admiral, rear admirals and commodores 
is to be covered with two inch gold 
lace, showing a margin of one-eighth 
inch of blue cloth, and to have worked 
over the gold lace the same devices as 
on the shoulder straps. On the collar of 
his service coat Admiral Dewey will 
have embroidered four silver stars, 
with a gold foul anchor under each of 
the outer stars. On his cocked hat he 
will have a strip of two inch gold lace. 
Rear admirals and commodores will 
wear a strip of gold lace a half inch 
narrower. His cap, like that of rear 
admirals and commodores, will be em- 
broidered all around with oak leaves. 
His belt will be different from that of 
other flag officers only in having a lit- 
tle more gold on it. 

The regulations prescribe the uni- 
forms and devices to be worn by com- 
modcres who are now on the retired 
list. They also provide uniforms and 
insignia for chief boatswains, chief 
gunners, chief carpenters and chief 
sailmakers, who, under the terms of 
the naval personnel bill, are hereafter 
to be commissioned officers, ranking 
with but after ensigns and above naval 
cadets. 

When they were warrant officers, 
these boatswains, etc., had only one 
uniform, corresponding to the service 
dress of commissioned officers. Under 
the new regulations they will weara 
special full dress, consisting of frock 
coat, plain blue trousers, blue cap, 
sword and plain leather belts. They 
will not wear the cocked hat prescribed 
for special dress of other officers. Their 
full dress will be the same as special 
full dress. Their evening dress will also 
differ from that of the other commis- 
sioned officers. 

The most important change in the 
uniforms of officers concerns the frock 
coat, used for full dress, dress and un- 
dress. The present uniform frock coat 
buttons close up to the neck and hasa 
high collar. The new coat will havea 
turndown collar, lapels and show part 
of the shirt. With it an officer must 
wear a linen standing collar and a 
four-in-hand scarf. 


RARE BIRDS OF PLUMAGE. 


Some Ordered For the Ostrich Farm 
at Jacksonville. 

A variety of plumage birds, besides 
the ostrich, and some rare little ani- 
mals are being added to the Florida 
estrich farm at Jacksonville. The farm 
will be enlarged to 20 acres and a mam- 
moth cage covering several acres, in- 
cluding a point of the river side, is be- 
ing erected for the birds and aniwals. 
Two seals have already arrived, and 
other rare animals have been ordered 
from India, England and other coun- 
tries, says the Atlanta Constitution. 

One hundred and seventeen varieties 
of pheasants have been ordered from 
England. Two hundred egrets, 50 cur- 
lews, half a dozen water turkeys and 
50 little nonpareils have already ar- 
rived. A factory for preparing feathers 
and plumes for the market will be 
three stories. It will be built this sum- 
mer. There are six baby ostriches from 
one week to two weeks of age at the 
farm, besides over a hundred others, 
ranging from baby ostriches to veterans 
of 35 summers. 


New Arc Light. 

Superintendent J. J. Wood of the 
Fort Wayne Electric works has just in- 
vented a new form of arc light, says 
the Cincinnati Enquirer. The feature 
claimed for it is that it is self regulat- 
ing, decreasing from 2,000 candle 
power before midnight to 1,200 and 
1,000 after that hour. Mr. Wood is 
the patentee of a number of other valu- 
able inventions.

A 
bit of delicate lace making is congenial 
occupation, and the practical woman 
knows also that she can in this way ac- 


complish yards upon yards without con- 


scious effort. 

The accompanying design is given by 
The Designer, which says: 

Knitted in fine thread this lace is 
very pretty to trim cambric underwear, 
while in knitting silk or saxony yarn 
it makes a good edging for flannel 
skirts. Without the scallops the direc- 
tions would make pretty insertion to 
use with lace. If a heavier edge is de- 
sired for the scallops, a row of tiny 
crocheted shells may be added. The 
double row of small holes each side of

one end, hinging the board or boards 
thus removed. A galvanized iron or 


| zinc pan, in which the cake of ice is 
placed, is set in on the bottom through 


this door, the food racks being undis- 
turbed. Put ‘‘listing’’ about the edges 
of the hinged door and hinge the cover 
of the box tothe top. Instead of having 
two boxes with packing between, the 
heat is kept out of the interior by cov- 
ering the whole box with a thick wool- 
en blanket, this being easily rolled back 
when the cover is to be raised. The in- 
terior racks for food can be arranged to 
suit one’s needs. 

About many a home is an old, un- 


used bureau. This will make a very 
convenient makeshift refrigerator. Cut 
openings in the bottoms of the drawers, 
| as shown in the diagrams, Fig. 2, and 


set in the pan of ice in the upper drawer. 
The food is placed in the other drawers 
below. A woolen blanket does 
duty here also in keeping out the heat. 

The pan in both these devices has an 
gutlet tube in the rear, for which holes 
must be bored in the back of the box

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ERSTWHILE PLOWBOY 


Chosen to Head the State Ticket For 
Republicans of Kentucky. 


Attorney General Taylor Nom- 
inated by Acclamation. 


Platiorm Endorses McKinley and Opposes 
Trusts, Pools or Other Combinations. 


Lexington, Ky., July 14.—Attorney 
General W. S, Taylor was nominated 
for governor by acclamation yesterday 
by the Republican state convention. Im- 
mediately after the adoption of the state 
platform Captain S, H. Stone and Judge 
Clifton J. Pratt, Taylor's chief rivals for 
the nomination, made their way to the 
speaker's platform and withdrew from 
the race in favor of the attorney general. 
Within five minutes the long and stub- 
born fight for the place at the head of 
the ticket ended in a whirl of enthusiasm, 
and Taylor's nomination was made 
unanimous. 

John Marshall of Louisville was nom- 
inated for lieutenant governor without 
the formality of a ballot. 

Caleb Powers of Knox county was nom- 
inated for secretary of state. 

John Burke of Campbell county was 
nominated for superintendent of public 
instruction and John W. Throckmorton 
of Fayette for commissioner of agricul- 
ture. 


The first business of the day was the 
hearing of the report of the committee 
on resolutions. J, W. Yerkes reported 
the platform and it was adopted. The 
platform in part is as follows: 

We pledge the Republican party of 
Kentucky to the enactment of all such 
laws as may be necessary to prevent 
trusts, pools, combinations or other or- 
ganizations from combining to de- 
preciate below its real value or to en- 
hance the cost of any article, or to re- 
duce the proper emoluments of labor. 

We congratulate the Republican party 
that existing federal] legislation for the 
suppression of harmful trusts, pools and 
combinations is the work of a Republi- 
can congress performed during the ad- 
ministration of a Republican president, 
and we congratulate the country that 
in the suppression of injurious com- 
binations Republican legislation has had 
in the past, as it will have in the future, 
due regard for the interests of legiti- 
mate business, the purpese of such legis- 
lation being the remedy for wrong and 
not embarrassment to industry, enter- 
prise or thrift. 

We indorse without reserve the ad- 
ministration of President McKinley, and 
congratulate the American people upon 
the wisdom and patriotism which has 
brought to the discharge of his public 
duties. 

We declare our confidence in the pol- 
icies adopted and the measures taken by 
the president to restore order and to 
establish progressive government in 
Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines, 
and we pledge him our continuous sup- 
port until these objects are fully at- 
tained. 

We reaffirm our adherence to the prin- 
ciples and policies proclaimed by the 
last national Republican convention, ex- 
cept as to the civil service. We re- 
gard it as settled beyond dispute that 
the mainter nee of a sound currency 
through Republican administration and 
legislation is the foundation upon which 
rests the most remarkable period of 
industrial progress, commercial activity 
and general prosperity within the ex- 
perience of the people of the United 
States. 

We commend the present amendment 
of the civil service rules by the presi- 
dent, and declare our belief that further 
modifications of existing civil service 
legislation may be made with advantage 
to the public service. 

A large part of the platform is devoted 
to denunciation of the Goebel election 
law, the McChord railway law and other 
Democratic measures passed over the 
governor's veto. The administration of 
Governor Bradley is warmly commended. 


W. S. Taylor of Frankfort has had a 
remarkable career and has an interest- 
ing history. He is a native of Butler 
county, Was born on a farm and was 
reared on one. His is the familiar but 
no less heroic story of the plowboy whe 
labored in spring and summer, forcing 
the earth to productivity, and who spent 
his winters in village schools. At 20 he 
took to teaching, Was meanwhile study- 
ing law, and then he became a politician, 
His first office was that of county court 
clerk. Then after four years he was 
nominated for county judge by the Re- 
publicans and was elected. He was a 
delegate to the Republican national con- 
vention of 1888, and two years thereafter 
he was re-elected to his old position of 
county judge. Four years ago Taylor 
was elected attorney general of Ken- 
tucky. He has been especially active in 
the matter of collecting delinquent taxes, 

Mississippi's Senatorial Race. 

Jackson, Miss., July 14.—Governor Me- 
Laurin has attained such a lead in the 
county primaries that his election as 
United States senator is practically con- 
ceded. He has 72 votes in the primaries 
thus far held. Private John Allen has a 
total in his primaries of but 22. Even it 
he were successful in carrying all the 
northern counties which are supposed to 
be solid for him he could not possibly 
overcome McLaurin’s lead. 


Robbers Laid Out. 

Lacrosse, Ga., July 14.—Information 
has just come from Leesburg that the 
sheriff's posse in pursuit of the two white 
men who robbed the postoffice here Tues- 
day night and probably fatally shot 
Judge Singletary came up with the fugi- 
tives near that place last evening. The 
posse surrounded the men and called 
upon them to surrender. They resisted 
and one of the robbers was killed and the 
other seriously wounded. The wounded 
robber confessed the crimes,

Afrikanders Stirring Up Strife. 

Cape Town, July 14.—The Cape par- 
liament opens today, and exciting scenes 
are anticipated, owing to the attitude 
of Premier Schreiner on the Transvaal 
question. Many of the opposition mem- 
bers favor his impeachment. In the 
meantime the Afrikander party is work- 
ing up a pro-Boer agitation and doing 
its utmost in this direction. An at- 
tempt to hold a Loyalist meeting at 
Worcester last evening was frustrated 
by the Afrikanders, who precipitated 
disgraceful scenes, forcibly dragging the 
Loyalist speakers from the platform 
and expelling them from the hall amid 
jeers and insults. It is reported that 
several Dutch members of the legisla- 
ture participated. The publication of 
the text of the Transvaal franchise law, 
now being debated at Pretoria, has ac- 
centuated the bitterness between the 
twoelements. The military authorities 
here are purchasing horses, mules and 
Wagons and preparing to forward sup- 
plies to Kimberley. 


Schoolchildren Have Nobly Responded 

Washington, July 14. — Charles G. 
Dawes has resigned the office of treas- 
urer of the Lafayette memorial commis- 
sion, because of his inability, in the pres- 
sure of official business, to supervise the 
sale of the $50,000 souvenir coins voted by 
congress in aid of the Lafayette me- 
morial monument, and which will soon 
be in the hands of the comsnission. Com- 
missioner General Peck has accepted his 
resignation and appointed Mr. Potter, 
president of the American Trust ard 
Saving bank of Chicago. During his 
treasurership, Comptroller Dawes has 
received remittances from the school 
children of the United States in the sum 
of 345,694. The present amount of the 
fund, with the prospect of a large return 
from the sale of the coins, makes the en- 
terprise an assured success. 

Not Entitted to Credence. 

Boston, Juy 14.—A bottle was picked 
up on Singing Beach, Manchester, con- 
taining a card, which, if the writer is 
to be believed, was thrown overboard 
from the steamer Portland, before she 
went down in the memorable November 
gale. The card had on one side of it 
the name William Brattin, printed in 
old English script, and it was apparently 
the work of an amateur printer. Under 
the name was written in lead pencil, 
“Sailor on S. S, Portland.’ On the re- 
verse side was the message, “Ship is 
sinking. All will be drowned. Good- 
by.” The card was brought to this 
city, but Agent Williams of the line 
said that he knew no such man on the 
bout, 


Again Before the Grand Jury. 

New York, July 14.—Positive confirma- 
tion was given last night by Lawyers 
Weeks and Battle to the rumor that the 
case of Roland B. Molineux, charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Katherine J. 
Adams, had been presented yesterday to 
the grand jury of New York county. It 
is understood that the grand jury de- 
cided not to wait to suit the convenience 
of the district attorney’s office and sum- 
moned the witnesses on disputed hand- 
writing engaged both on the side of the 
prosecution and defense. The proceed- 
ings were secret and will be continued 
today, 

Removing Mining Restrictions. 

St. John’s, July 14.—Another evidence 
of the British determination to force a 
Speedy settlement of the French shore 
question was afforded by the action of 
the colonial legislature in passing a bill 
granting mining leases along the shore. 
The minister of finance, in moving the 
passage of the bill, said he expected that 
within a few months all restrictions upon 
mining operations along the coast would 
be removed by the action of the British 
government. 


Tramps Killed In a Freight Wreck. 
Kansas City, July 14.—Three tramps 
were killed and five others seriously in- 
jured yesterday by the wrecking of a 
freight train near Glendale. The body 
of another man is believed to be at the 
bottom of the wreckage. Five were so 
Severely injured that they were sent to 
the hospital. All of them were stedling 
a ride in an empty stock ear.

Promote Develc pment of China. 

New York, July 14.—The Tribune pub- 
lishes the following: 

Announcement was made yesterday 
(Thursday) by F. W. Whitridge, of the 
firm of Cary and Whitridge, who now 
fills the place left vacant by the death 
of ex-Senator Calvin 8. Brice, as chair- 
man of the executive committee of the 
American China Development company, 
of the alliance of that company with the 
British and Chinese corporations. This 
makes a combination of the most power- 
ful capitalists in the world. The field 
of their activity is China. Mr. Whit- 
ridge asserts that Lord Salisbury has 
already instructed the British ambas- 
sador in China to treat the contracts 
secured by the American company and 
shared with the English company as if 
they were British contracts, and urge 
the Chinese government to fulfill its 
terms. The American company sent 
Mr. Parsons to Washington yesterday 
to make a formal request that the gov- 
ernment of the United States take a 
similar stand. Sucha demand upon the 
United States government is probably 
unprecedented. 


Won Over a Million Acres. 

St. Paul, July 14.—The Northern Pa- 
cific won over 1,000,000 acres of land in 
the suit of the government to declare 
void part of the land grant of that road, 
which was based on the question 
whether the terminus of that road was 
at Duluth or at Ashland. The decision 
of the United States court of appeals 
was handed down yesterday, and is in 
favor of the company’s contention that 
Ashland is the terminus.

W. B. Hill of Macon was elected 
chancellor of the University of Georgia, 
to succeed Dr. W. B. Boggs, who re- 
signed several months ago. 

The announcement is made that thou- 
sands of tons of iron ore have been pur- 
chased in Newfoundland for shipment 
to Philadelphia, to be manufactured in- 
tosteel. At present there are 26 steam- 
ships on their way to Philadelphia with 
cargoes of either maganese or iron ore 

The separatist uprising in the southern 
provinces of Peru ss spreading and the 
government has sent 500 infantry and 
cavalry into the rebelious district. 

It is said that the American Steel and 
Wire company has purchased the iron 
mines and mining property of Witherbee, 
Sherman & Co. at Port Henry, N. Y. The 
price paid is said to have been $1,500,000. 

Marshal! Woods of Providence died at 
London. In 1855 Dr. Woods was sent as 
a commissioner to the Paris exposition. 
At the close of the exposition he was 
decorated with the cross of the French 
Legion of Honor. In 1856 he was a trus- 
tee of Brown university and senior mem- 
ber of the corporation in 1892. Dr. Woods 
Was also treasurer of Brown university 
from 1866 to 1882. In addition to the 
Other positions of trust, Mr. Woods was 


a director in the Providence National 
bank. 
O. T. Corson of Columbus, O., was 


elected president of the National Educa- 
tional association by unanimous vote 
Among the vice presidents elected for 
the ensuing year is George M. Conley of 
Boston. 

After various informal conferences 
held between the manufacturing confec- 
tioners of the United States, in conven- 
tion at Frontenac, N. Y., it was practi- 
cally decided that the projected com- 
bination could not be pulled through.

DEFAULTING CASHIER 


Caused a Bank to Lose a Sum Esti- 
mated at $125,000 to $165,000, 


Surrendered When He Found 
Police Were After Him. 


A Few Months “Doc'oring” of Checks and 
Stubs Has Brought About Ruin, 


New York, July 15.—The Middlesex 
County bank of Perth Amboy, N. J.; did 
not open for business yesterday. Its 
president, U. B. Watson, gave out a) 
Statement to the effect that a shortage 
had been discovered, and that George M. 
Valentine, the cashier, was missing. 
Later in the day Valentine surrendered, 
and is now in jail. The shortage 
been estimated as high as $165,000. 
When it was learned that the Middlesex 
County bank had failed to open for busi- 
ness crowds surrounded the Perth Am- 
boy Savings Institution. The officers of 
the Middlesex County bank and the of- 
ficers of the Perth Amboy Savings Insti- 
tution are identical, the business of both 
banks having been transacted over the 
Same counters. Hence to those not fa- 
miliar with banking details the suspen- 
sion at the offices of the one bank seemed 
to presage the downfall of the other in- 

stitution.

It became necessary to call 
upon the police to maintainorder. U.B. 
Watson, the president of both banks, 
stated that ihe funds of the Perth Amboy 
Savings Institution were not touched; 
that the $300,000 deposited to the account 
of the savings institution was absolutely 
safe, and that, no matter how badly the 
Middlesex County bank had _ been 
wrecked, the Savings bank would be able 
to meet all demands made upon it by the 
depositors. These words of assurance 
had the effect of checking the run on the 
bank, though all day long crowds in the 
vicinity of the bank watched proceedings 
with the greatest interest. 

Monday last Cashier Valentine evi- 
dently concluded that he could no longer 
conceal the shortage at the Middlesex 
County bank. Monday morning he tele- 
phoned President Watson that he was 
detained, but he explained that he would 
had then 


return at noon. The bank 
opened for business afi Mr. Watson, 
who was taking the absent cashier's 


place, discovered that there should have 
been some $7900 in bills on hand to com- 
mence operations that morning. He 
could not find this money in the vault, 
This was the money carried over from 
Saturday to commence business with on 
Monday morning. 

Mr. Watson had been searching for It 
when Valentine called up. He asked 
Valentine where this money was and was 
told it had been placed in the cashier's 
private drawer. Mr. Watson remarked 
that that was no place for it, but rang off 
on the telephone and wentto getit. A 
Guplicate key to the drawer indicated 
was obtained and the drawer opened, but 
mo money could found. Re rt N. 
Valentine, the cashier's father, was sum- 
moned, a e aided in the search for the 
missing m It could not be found, | 
and finally t ie work of checking was be- 
gun.

his wife and children. 

President Watson is of the opinion that 
the cashier's defalcation will amount to 
at least $125,000. Where ~he money went 
to is not known, as the cashier is said to 
have been moderate in his tastes and 
habits of life. He was something of a 
dog fancier, and some of his prize ani- 
mals have taken premiums at exhibitions 
in New York city, but even in this par- 
ticular his expenditures are not believed 
to have been extravagant.

| SCHOOLS IN PORTO RICO 


Director Eaton Tells About Prog- 
ress Already Made. 


LAOK OF S0HOOL BUILDINGS. 


Introduction of English Proved Suc- 
cessful—Natives Fear the American 
Influences to Follow—Insular Treas- 
ury Can Pay $325,000 For Educa- 
tion Next Year. 


Mr. John Eaton, who resigned his 
position as director of education in 
Porto Rico on account of ill health, 
has returned to Washington. Mr. 
Eaton talks interestingly concerning 
educational affairs in Porto Rico. He 
says great interest is shown in the pro- 
vision for schools in the island next 
year. 

The introduction of English has been 
successful, but there is much uneasi- 
ness on the part of many people as 
they contemplate the result of every 
child being able to speak English. 
These people are fearful of the Ameri- 
can influences that would be sure to 
follow a knowledge of the English lan- 
guage, says the Boston Herald. Others 
who would Americanize the island at 
once have felt there has been too much 
delay in preparing the educational pro- 
visions for the future, but Mr. Eaton 
took time tp study carefully the pro- 
posed changes and to introduce them 
in a way that would enable the people 
to see their importance. 

Governor General Henry, before his 
departure from the island, gave assur- 
ance that the insular treasury could 
pay $325,000 for education next year. 
It was decided that this should be di- 
vided equally for the benefit of the 
whole island and used mainly for the 
payment of the teachers’ salaries. The 
municipalities are expected to furnish 
buildings for the schools and homes 
for the teachers and meet any further 
necessary expenses. 

Mr. Eaton says. “I impressed upon 
the teachers the fact that public 
schools must be conducted in the in- 
terest of the public and not in the in- 
terest of any class. This does not in- 
terfere with the rich providing out of 
their own means for the instruction of 
their children, nor does it interfere 
with teachers who choose to establish 
other than public schools for pay 
scholars; nor does it forbid the teach- 
ers of public schools teaching for pay 
in hours not occupied in the public 
school, but it does proceed upon the 
principle that in the public service 
there must be no distinction between 
the rich and the poor, and that during 
the hours for which the teacher is 
paid by the public he must devote him- 
self faithfully to the instruction of all 
the children under his care. 

“A way has been found not to dis- 
place native teachers, as so many 
prophesied would be done, but to in- 
troduce supervisors of English instruc- 
tion who should train both native 
teachers and pupils in the correct pro- 
nunciation of English. The island, 
therefore, is divided between 16 super- 


visors, whose native language was 
English. Before the year closes it is 


hoped 10,000 pupils will have made a 
beginning in this important acquisi- 
tion, It should be remembered that 
this expense has been met and the 
small textbooks in English introduced 
have not been a charge upon the mu- 
nicipalities, but have been paid for out 
of the insular treasury, the like of 
which has never been done before. 

“We have provided for the grading 
of the schools, from the kindergarten 
class by class, according to qualifica- 
tion, and from the high school to the 
state normal and academic school, and 
for the possibility of a university when 
youths are prepared for that grade of 
instruction. Instead of a single insti- 
tution of a higher grade conducted 
mainly for the benefit of the capital at 
the expense of the entire island, it has 
been provided that each of the mu- 
nicipalities may have a high school, 
whose teachers will be paid from the 
insular treasury, where pupils will re- 
ceive instruction of a higher grade 
than it has been possible to obtain on 
the island before, thus benefiting three 
or four times as many young people 
| €aS at present and giving a large num- 
| ber of aspiring teachers an opportunity 
for training in pedagogy.” 
| A serious difficulty in the way of the 

future educational welfare of the 
island lies in the fact that many teach- 
ers have held their positions by politi- 
} cal influence and often neglected their 
| duties to engage in partisan politics. 
The recent administration of the 
schools, however, has been such as to 
exclude partisan strife, Governor 
General Davis as well as General 
Henry having condemned it from the 
Start. 

A great obstruction to educational 
improvement is the lack of school- 
houses. There is not a building on the 
island erected for elementary school 
purposes. The new regulations make 
special provision for a method of 
erecting houses after the manner of 
the States.

A dispatch from Gloucester reports 
an accident to a steam derrick at the 
Bay View quarries of the Rockport 
Granite Company which caused a loss 
of $5,000 Saturday, and while the 
machine was out of the control of the 
engineer it made a thrilling run. 

The derrick is of steel, weighs 36 
tons, and was operated by steam, being 
set on four heavy trucks. While at-

A One-Sided Battle. 

Ishkoda, Ala., July 17.—For four weeks 
the miners here, composed in the main of 
blacks, and belonging to the Knights of 
Labor, have been on a strike.

Deputies 
have been constantly on duty, and the 
strikers have been in an ugly mood.

THEFULL SOVEREIGNTY 


First Time by World at Large. 


Japan Is Admitted to Full 
Comity Among Nations. 


Long Standiug Friendship of the United States 
Is Greatly Appreciated. 


Washington, July 17.—New treaties be- 
tween Japan and the United States and 
nearly all of the countries of Europe and 
some South American republics go intc 
effect today. It is an event of far- 
reaching importance in the relations be- 
tween Japan and the United States, as 
it does away with the treaty methods 
which have been in vogue for nearly 50 
years and substitutes an entirely new 
method of procedure. The same is true 
in the relations of Japan with other 
countries, Taken as a whole, the many 
new treaties which go into effect today 
place Japan on an entirely new footing 
with the world at large, as she is recog- 
nized for the first time as an equal in 
every respect. 

The treaty with this country was made 
Nov. 22, 1894, in Washington, between 
Secretary Gresham and Minister 
Kudeno, who then represented Japan 
here. The changes it made were so 
far reaching that it was decided that the 
new treaty should not go into operation 
until July 17, 1899. 

Jutaro Komura, the present Japanese 
minister in Washington, was seen at the 
Japanese legation yesterday, and gave 
an interesting outline of the more im- 
portant features of this arrangement. 
He said3 


j 


_.. JUTORA KOMURA. 
“The lith of July marks the turning 


point in the diplomatic history, not only 
in Japan, but of the Oriental countries 
{in general. It will be the first instance 
in which the western powers have recog- 
nized the full sovereignty of an Oriental 
state. This action of the enlightened 
nations of Europe and America shows 
that if any country is ready to assumea 
full share in the responsibilities and 
affairs of the world at large, these old 
and enlightened powers are ready to 
admit such a country to full comity 
among nations. So we regard the ad- 
vent of this treaty as a very important 
step, not only for Japan, but for all the 
nations of the east 

“The countries with which Japan has 
made new treaties are the United States, 
Great Britain, Germany, France, Rus- 
sia, Austria, Italy, Spain, Portugal, 
Belgium, Holland, Denmark, Sweden 
and Norway, Switzerland and Peru. All 
these go into effect tomorrow, except 
those with France and Austria, which 
are deferred until Aug. 4. With most 
of these countries Japan had treaty re- 
lations before, but they were crude and 
unsatisfactory. 

“To understand the change, it is neces- 
gary to look at the situation under the 
old treaties. This was essentially based 
on two principles. First, that foreign 
residents in Japan shall enjoy the priv- 
ileges of extra territoriality, that is, 
they should be amenable to the laws 
and jurisdiction of the consul of their 
own country, and not to Japanese juris- 
diction, and, second, that foreign resi- 
dents in Japan shall be confined to cer- 
tain open ports, outside of which for- 
eigners sould not reside. Own property, 
or engage in trade. The result was in 
effect about 15 or 16 systems of courts 
in Japan, for the purpose of trying for- 
eigners Who commit offenses in Japan. 
Furthermore, most of the powers 
claimed that Japanese laws were not 
binding upon foreigners. 


“For instance, take our quarantine 
laws. While it protected us against 


our own people, there was no protection 
in the case of an infected foreign ship. 
The only exception to this refusal to 
recognize Japanese law was the United 
States, whic) recognized from the first 
the binding force of the Japanese law. 

“One of the bad effects of this system 
was that foreign residents had entire 
immunity from taxation, while Japanese 
paid all the taxes. All this has now 
disappeared and foreigners have the 
Same privileges as well as the same 
Obligations as the Japanese citizens, no 
more and no less. The first step in the 
new system is to put an end to the old | 
friction of extra territoriality, by which 
foreign citizens were judged by different 
standards from Japanese. 

“The second essential thing is the 
opening of the entire interior of Japan |! 
to foreign residents and trade. Until 
now there have been only five treaty 
ports, Yokohama, Nagasaki, Kobe, Hak- 
adote and Nigata. In these places for- 
elgners had been able to live, to pur- 
chase property, and to trade, but outside 
of these they could not even travel 
without a special permit. These five 
places are an insignificant part of 
Japan.

Three Ruffians Seriously Beat a Conductor and 
Motorman at Newton. 

Newton, Mass., July 17.—Lee Brainard, 
a couductor on the Newton Street rail- 
way, and Flave Davis, a motorman em- 
ployed by the same company, were the 
victims of an assault last evening, while 
on their car. As a result, both men 
are at their homes in a dangerous con-

Death of Judge Field. 

Boston, July 17.—Walbridge Abner 
Field, chief justice of the supreme ju- 
dicial court of Massachusetts, died Sat- 
urday night. His illness dateé six 
months back, when an attack of vertigo 
gave warning of serious trouble. He had 
not been well since. Three weeks ago 
symptoms of kidney trouble developed 
and he took to his bed for good. Judge 
Field was born in Springfield, Vt., April 
26, 1833, and was the product of a sterling 
New England ancestry, his father’s par- 
ents coming from Rhode Island and his 
mother’s from Connecticut. He grad- 
uated from Dartmouth and from the 
Harvard law school. He was appointed 
to the supreme branch by Governor Long 
in 1881, and was promoted to the chief 
justiceship in 1890. Just before his ap- 
pointment by Governor Long he went to 
congress. 


In Defense of Blacks. 

Boston, July 17.—Miss Lilian Clayton 
Jewett, a young white woman, addressed 
a meeting of colored people in St. Paul’s 
Baptist church last evening, on “Lynch- 
ing In the South,” and created a sen- 
sation by offering to go to Charleston 
and bring to Boston the family of Post- 
master Baker, who was lynched some- 
time ago, for the purpose of creating 
sentiment in the north in favor of the 
southern negro.

Rescued In Exhausted Condition. 

Liverpool, July 17.—The British steamer 
Holbein, New York for Manchester, 
which asrived here yesterday, picked 
up Captain William A. Andrews, known 
as the “lone navigator,” who left At- 
lantic City on June 18 in a little craft 
named the Doree, barely 12 feet in length, 
to attempt to cross the Atlantic. Cap- 
tain Andrews was found exhausted on 
July 12 about 700 miles from the Irish 
coast. His boat was left adrift. Cap- 
tain Andrews when he left Atlantic City 
took an easterly course, and headed 
direct for the Azoreislands. He hoped 
to make the voyage to Land’s End, Eng., 
in 60 days. The British steamer Cam- 
perdown spoke the Doree on June 20. 
Captain Andrews at that time was well 
and declined assistance. 


“Missing Link’s” Identity Questioned. 

Bonesteel, S. D., July 17.—Archie H. 
Brower was one of the owners of a small 
tent show, which came here for exhibi- 
tion. Among the attractions was what 
Was called “the missing link.” Brower 
now avers that the freak was a monkey. 
In a scuffle with it the showman be- 
came angry, and, seizing a heavy club, 
dealt his antagonist a hard blow over 
the ear, from the effect of which it died 
in a few hours.

But Few Cars Were Run on 
Various Lines Yesterday. 


Strike on the Cleveland Railway System Has 
Broken Out Afresh. 


New York, July 18.—When asked for 
his opinion of the Brooklyn strike and its 
probable outcome, Chief Devery said: 
“This strike should never have occurred. 
The men will surely lose. They are not 
organized, and I think the whole matter 
will be adjusted inside of 24 hours.” 

President Rossiter says that the old 
employes will be welcomed back to their 
Several positions, but that the men who 
stood by the company, whether green or 
old hands, will have the preference in 
being assigned to regular cars, and un- 
doubtedly a good deal of friction will oc- 
cur on this score in case the strike is de- 
clared off. 

Cars were run on most of the lines con- 
trolled by the Traction company from 
early morning until 7 o'clock last even- 
ing, but after sundown there was a con- 
siderable falling off in the service, and 
by 9 o'clock not a car was moving on any 
of the lines affected by the strike of 
motormen and conductors. 

The roads comprising the Nassau sys- 
tem were most effectively crippled. None 
of the striking employes returned to 
work, and most of them were busy dur- 
ing the day influencing union and non- 
union men on the other lines to quit work. 
In this respect the strikers were partially 
successful, but they made no inroads on 
the running of the Putnam avenue cars. 
This line is practically intact, not more 
than half a dozen of its employes being 
affiliated with the strikers. 

The Coney Island Railroad company 
reaped a rich harvest on all of its lines 
during the day. The Franklin avenue, 
Smith and Jay streets, Hamilton avenue 
and De Kalb avenue lines wgre running 
on full time and carried a great number 
of passengers throughout the day and 
night. The Coney Island company lived 
up to its agreement with the employes, 
and consequently its business was not 
interfered with in the slightest. 

Of all the lines in the traction system, 
the Flatbush avenueand a newly opened 
Brighton beach route were the most 
seriously affected during the day. The 
regular schedule on the Flatbush avenue 
and Brighton beach roads calls for 94 
cars, but only six of these were success- 
fully worked. On the Nostrand avenue 
line and Bergen beach 75 cars are daily 
Yesterday only eight vehicles 
were manipulated and most of these did 
not cover the entire route. Tompkins 
avenue was very much neglected, only 
two cars passing over the entire tne dur- 
ing the day. 

President Rossiter, accompanied by 
Seth L. Keeney, visited the barn on the 
Fiatbush avenue line during the after- 
noon. The strikers were there to a man, 
and when the railroad magnates drove 
up in @ coupe the strikers adjourned to 
a nearby hall and held a meeting, to 
which they invited Messrs. Rossiter and 
Keeney. Speeches were made on both 
sides, but towards the close of the meet- 
ing President Rossiter told the men that 
they could come back to work at 6 o’clock, 
but he assured them that the company 
would not concede any of their demands 
and expressed himself as believing that 
the strikers had no grievances to back 
up their action. ‘There is no strike nor 
cause for it,” said Mr. Rossite® “You 
lie, you He,’’ came*from 500 throats In an- 
ewer to this assertion, and it looked for 
a time as if serious trouble would ensue. 
Fortunately wiser heads governed the 
more active strikers and no damage was 
done to either of the representatives of 
the company. 

Karly in the afternoon small sized 
boulders and stumps of trees were 
thrown on the Flatbush avenue tracks, 
but all these obstructions were removed 
In time to allow the limited number of 
cars to make their scheduled trips. Con- 
siderable difficulty was experienced on 
the Nostrand avenue and cross-town 
lines, but no serious mishap’ occurred. 
All the cars were manned by two or more 
policemen, and the presence of the offi- 
cerg on board the cars prevented, in a 
great measure, any outbreak on the part 
of the strikers or their sympathizers. 

Very few cars were run over the old 
Nassau lines, and those which were run 
were in charge of road inspectors, elec- 
tric light men and track men belonging 
to the road. These cars were totally in- 
adequate to supply transportation for 
their patrons, and thoee who rode over 
the lines had to put up with frequent and 
annoying delays. 

At 7p. m. President Rossiter issued in- 
structions to shut down on al! the Trac- 
tion company’s lines, and from that hour 
until long after midnight not a car was 
run with the exception of a couple which 
were placed at the service of the city au- 
thorities to transport the policemen ta 
the outlying districts. 

It is announced that another addition 
was made to the ranks of the Brooklyn 
strikers last night, when the employes 
of the Flushing Avenue and Grand 
Street lines decided to quit work. 

General Master Workman Parsons 
was in conference for several hours last 
night with the executive committee of 
the employes of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway company. After the con- 
ference, Mr. Parsons practically an- 
nounced that a strike of the Metropol- 
¢an employes is now inevitable, unless

Strike at Fall River Is On. 

Fall River, Mass., July 18.—The mill 
firemen’s strike is oninearnest. Eighty 
firemen did not go to work. They ask 17 
cents an hour for every hour worked. 
The Kerr print works, iron works, Sea- 
connett, Border City, linen and granite 
mills have agreed to pay the schedule 
and the men are at work at these mills, 
The firemen will probably at once make 
a test case of the license law to ascertain 
whether the opinion of the attorney gen- 
eral, that firemen do not need licenses, 
will be upheld. The mills, as a rule, are 
not incapacitated by the strike, and all 
@re running, although seme little nosn- 
venience is felt in several cases. 


Street Car Men Strike Again. 

Cleveland, July 18.—The inauguration 
of a second strike by the employes of the 
big Consolidated Railroaé company was 
a complete surprise to the public yegter- 
day and nearly so to the Company. ENer 
since the men returned to work three 
weeks ago under an agreement prepared 
by a committee of the city council and 
signed by representatives of the stybk- 
ers and of the company there had been 
frequent complaints on the part of the 
men that the company was not living up 
to the agreement. There has been a 
little disorder, but nothing of a serious 
nature. 

As Viewed in London. 

London, July 18.—Most of the morning 
papers comment upon the joint state- 
ment of the American correspondents in 
Manila regarding the censorship there. 
The Times says: General Otis cannot 
conceal nor explain away the great fact 
that he fails to bring the war to an end. 
He might just as well cease playing the 
ostrich and allow the correspondents to 
tell the public what they see. 

The Daily News says: The moral of 
t is that the correspondent will turn 
when you tread too hard upon him, and 
that his determination to Jet the cat out 
of the bag may atill prove a blessing to 
modern states. 


Upper Leather Tanners Combine. 

New York, July 18.—In the face of re- 
cent statements to the effect that the 
efforts to form an “upper leather’ com- 
bination had met with failure comes the 
announcement that all preliminaries 
have been completed, The new company 
will be in full working order before the 
end of August. It is claimed that about 
80 of the leading tanners of the country 
will be represented in the con»pany, 
which will be capitalized at $79,000,000. 


First Under New Law. 
Yokohama, July 18.—The triple murder 
of an American named Ward and two 
Japanese women, the supposed cause 
being pealousy, brings an American 
sailor named Miller under the Japanese 
law as the suspected murderer. It isthe 
first caze nder the ner ; s which 
went into force yesterday. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


A hearing was held before Judge Peas- 
lee at Manchester, N. H., for the appoint- 
ment of an assignee to wind up the af- 
fairs of the Bank of New England, which 
was first closed in 1893 and permanently 
closed in March, 1898. The court granted 
the petition and an assignee will soon be 
appointed. 

Admiral Cervera has written the Ports- 
mouth (N. H.) Chronicle denying the 
story that he waa about te come to 
America to take back to Spain the hodies 
of the four Spanish prisoners who died 
at Seavey’s island. 

The Peerless mill at Mount Vernon, 
Ind., was destroyed by fire, together with 
the warehouses, elevator and office build- 
ing. Loss, $100,000. 

Judson Bullard, who is alleged to have 
committed several burglaries in the 
vicinity of Eastport, Me., during the past 
two years, was arrested there. 

At Mt. St. Mary’s chapel, Manchester, 
N,. H., five young women were received 
into the order of the Sisters of Mercy by 
Rev. Dr. M. Bradley. 

While the British steamer Bostoniag 
Was entering Boston harbor she collided 
with the fishing schooner Governor Rue- 
sell. The steamer was undamaged, but 
the schooner lost all her headgear.

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CAUSED A SENSATION, 


War Correspondents Formally Indiet 
General Otis’ Management of War. 


Protest Against the Suppres- 
sion of Their Dispatches. 


Insurrection Cannot Be Ended Quickly Without 
a Greatly Increased Force. 


Washington, July 18.—The publication 
of the war correspondents’ formal in- 
dictment of General Otis’ management 
of the Philippine campaign caused a 
sensation in the departments here. Sec- 
retary Hay had received advices as 
late as yesterday from civil as well as 
military sources in the Philippines 
which led him to declare that the sit- 
uation there was certainly improving 
materially, and that the prospects for 
the future had brightened very much. 
With these advices, the secretary said, 
General Otis had nothing to do, and 
they were from disinterested persons, 
whose opinion’ must carry weight. 

Generally there was a strong disin- 
slination exhibited by the officials to 
discuss this last “round robin.” Gen- 
eral Miles, who was acting as secretary 
of war in the absence of Secretary Alger 
and Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn, 
would not comment upon the dispatch, 
and Adjutant General Corbin took the 
Same attitude. The dispatch was dated 
Manila, July 11, via Hong Kong, July 17, 
and reads as follows: 

The constantly increasing  strict- 
ness of the censorship of press dis- 
patches from Manila, which has pre- 
vented the cabling to the United States 
of anything that did not refiect official 
views of important events and condi- 
tions, resulted in a united effort on the 
part of correspondents here to secure 
an abatement of the rigor of the censor- 
ship. 

The initiative in this direction was 
taken a month ago, and resulted in the 
framing of a statement which was pre- 
sented on Sunday, July 9, to Major Gen- 
eral Elwell S. Otis, commanding the 
military forces of the United States in 
the Philippine islands, with a request 
for permission to telegraph it to the 
United States. The correspondents also 
asked that they be allowed to cable to 
their respective papers all acts, and the 
different phases of events as they trans- 
pired here. 

The correspondents had two long in- 
terviews with General Otis, in the course 

h they complatned that the evi- 
dent purpose of the censorship was not 
to keep information from the enemy, 
but to keep from the publica knowledge 
of the real condition of affairs here. 
It was also asserted by the correspond- 
ents that newspapers printed in Ma- 
nila, which reached the enemy quickly, 
are permitted to publish statements 
similar to those which correspondents 
are forbidden to cable. It was made 
clear to Genera! Otis that the objection 
was to the system and not to the censor. 
General Otis finally promised greater 
liberality, agreeing to pass all matter 
that he might consider not detrimental 
to the interests of the United States. 
General Otis appointed Captain Green 
of his staff as censor. 

The statement of the correspondents 
is as follows: 

“The undersigned, being all staff cor- 
respondents of American newspapers, 
stationed in Manila, unite in the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“We believe that, owing to officla) 
dispatches from Manila, made public 
in Washington, the people of the United 
States have not received a correct im- 
pression of the situation in the Philip- 
pines, but that these dispatches have 
presented an ultra-optimistic view that 
is not shared by the genera) officers in 
the field. 

“We believe the dispatchesincorrectly 
represent the existing conditions among 
the Filipines in respect to internal dis- 
sentions and demoralization, resulting 
from the American campaign, and to 
the brigand character of their army, 

“We believe the dispatches err in the 
declaration that ‘The situation is well 
in hand,’ and in the assumption that the 
insurgents can be speedily ended with- 
out a greatly increased force. 

“We think that the tenacity of the 
Filipino purpose has been underesti- 
mated, and that the statements are not 
well founded that volunteers are willing 
to engage in further service. The cen- 
sorship has compelled us to participate 
in this misrepresentation by exciting 
or altering uncontroverted statement 
of facts on the plea, as General Otis 
stated, that ‘They would alarm the peo- 
ple at home, or have the people of the 
United States by the ears.’ 

“Specifications—Prohibition of hos- 
pital reports, suppression of full reports 
of field operations, number of heat pros- 
trations in the field, systematic min- 
imization of naval operations, suppres- 
sion of complete reports of the situa- 
tion.” 

The statement is signed by John T. 
McCutcheon and Harry Armstrong, 
Chicago Record; Oscar K. Davis and 
P. G. McDonnall, New York Sun; Rob- 
ert M. Collins, John P. Dunning and 
L. Jones, Associated Press; John F. 
Bass and Will Dinwiddle, New York 
Herald; E. D. Skeene, Seripps-McRae 
Association, and Richard Little, Chi- 
cago Tribune.

Over the Coming can of the Kissing 
Bug. 


Would Prevent Landing of 
the Vessel. 


Board of Health May Take Some 
Action. 


The story in Monday’s Ledger that 
a vessel loaded with the much dreaded 
Kissing Bug was to arrive in Quincy 
today fell like a bomb upon the resi- 
dents near Johnson’s wharf and 
created as much excitement as though 
a Spanish war vessel had entered 
Quincy bay with the intention of bom- 
barding the city. 
doubt whether they had better remain 
in their houses and establish a dead 
line about the building or whether it 
would be better to pack up and fly. 

It is the one topic of conversation 
on the street corners today, especially 
among the young ladies, who while 
not offering much objection to being 
Hobsonized by the right Hobson, do 
strongly object to being Hobsonized by 
the so-called kissing bug. 

Some think that the authorities 
should step in and prevent the vessel 
from landing on our shores, while 
others say if the vesse! is permitted to 
make a landing that it should be 
immediately fumigated by the Board 
of Health. This may possibly be done 
as it is reported that the Inspector of 
the Board was seen going in that 
direction this morning with a spy-glass 
under his arm. 

But to lay aside all joking, there is 
certainly much uneasiness among the 
people who reside in that neighborhood, 


who feel that something should be 
done. Nothing will satisfy them but 
to prevent the vessel from making a 


landing. 

There are also many inquiries as to 
what kind of a looking thing this bug 
is. They all would like to see it but 
no one seems to possess the necessary 


amount of courage to get one. It 
would, however, ease the minds of 
people very much if some one would 


capture one and have it examined by a 
person that is posted in “* bugology.”” 

The is no question that Capt. Ulmer 
was bitten by a bug of some kind, for 
he told the Ledger Monday that he 
killed the one that bit him ; also that 
he had an army of the same kind on 
his vessel, which he claims came in 
the corn which he took from the Grand 
Trunk Grain Elevator at Portland. 
He said that his wrist and neck begun 
to swell almost immediately, but did 
not become very painful until the third 
day when it was almost unbearable. 
He suffered with it all the way from 
Banger to Boston, and he had to grin 
and bear it until he arrived at that 
port, where he immediately sought re- 
lief at the Emergency hospital. 

The captain does not propose to 
know much about kissing bugs, but 
says that if the thing that bit him was 
a kissing bug he wishes to be excused 
from further acquaintance with them. 

He does not particularly object to be- 
ing kissed, but he prefers to select the 
kisser. 

Capt. Ulmer is a pleasant appearing 
gentleman and when interviewed on 
the train to Boston Monday by a rep- 
resentative of the Ledger talked freely 
of the affairand wound up by saying 
that if the reporter desired a few of 
the bags if he would call upon him at 
the vessel he would exhibit his men- 
agerie and give him a few samples to 
carry home. The reporter begged to 
be excused as he did no kissing outside 
of his immediate family.

JEALOUS MAN'S GRIME. 


Killed His Rival and Sunk His Body 
In the Connecticut River, | 


Claims That He Only Intended 
to Frighten Him. 


After Commilting Murder He Cut His Own 
Throat, but May Recover. 


Middletown, Conn., July 18.—Details | 
have been learned of a tragedy which 
occurred at Tylersville, resulting in the 
death of Harry Chadwick, aged 24 years, 
of New Britain, and the, perhaps, fatal | 
wounding of Joseph A. Hough, aged 
30 years, of Middletown, who has con- 
fessed that ihe killed the younger man 
during an altercation, and threw his 
body into the Connecticnt river. Both 
men had been paying attentions to the 
same woman, and it is believed that 
jealousy caused the trouble. 

Hough is a carpenter, and for the past } 
few months has been working in Ches- | 
ter, boarding with the family of J. T. | 
Smith. He paid attentions to Mary 
Smith, a daughter, as did also Chad- 
wick, who was reported to be engaged 
to her. Chadwick went to Chester and 
spent Sunday, leaving for home on his 
bicycle shortly after 10 o'clock in the 
evening. 

Early Monday morning the Smith 
family heard cries for help from 
Hough's room, and found him lying in 
a pool of blood on the bed with a razor 
in his hand. He was unconscious, with 
a deep, five-inch cut across the side of 
his face. Investigation resulted in the 
finding of a ladder against the window, 
and a trail of blood leading to the cellar, 
where Hough's bicycle was found, also 
smeared with blood. Although it was 
not known that there was any ill feel- 
ing between Chadwick and Hough, the 
latter's condition was immediately con- 
nected with the former, and an investi- 
gation staried.

He then dragged the body and bicycle 
to the river, where he found a boat, and, 
rowing out a short distance, threw the 
body into the water, weighted by the 
bicycle. 

Regaining the shore he rode his wheel 
home, entering his room by the ladder. 
According to his story, he then felt so 
despondent that he decided to commit 
suicide, and going to a drawer secured 
his razor, with the intention of cutting 
his throat Before he could carry out 
his purpose, however, he began to feel 


faint, and, calling for help, fell over on | 


the bed unconscious. Hough's story 
in the main is generally credited. His 
condition is slightly improved, and he 
was taken to the Chester lockup.

Strong Evidence That He Was Beaten to Deajh 
by Joseph Hough.

It was towed to 
the shore, where a superficial examina- 
tion Was made. The dead man was tied 
to the bicycle with several pieces of com- 
mon white twine. It was found that the 
head on one side was badly battered in, 
| the brains being exposed. There were

Ohne arm was broken 
In his confession made to the coroner, 
Hough stated that he choked Chadwick 
to death after the latter had attacked 
him and cut him severely with a razor, 

| but the condition in which the young 
man’s body was found, together with the 
finding of a broken oar on which was 
blood and hair, leads the authorities to 
believe that Chadwick was beaten to 
death. 

The body was taken to East Haddam 
and placed in the charge of an under- 
taker. Word was sent to Coroner Davis 
in Middletown of the finding of Chad- 
wick’s body and he will hold an inquest. 
An autopsy will probably be performed 
also. 

Sheriff Brown and Deputy Sheriff 
Scoville came here from Middletown 
with a coroner's complaint and took 
Hough to the county jail at Haddam 
His condition is much improved. A for- 
mal warrant charging him with murder 
will be issued,

A mob of 400 persons attacked a 
Fifth avenue car on its way into the 
city, and Motorman Latham and Con- 


ductor Mulcahy were pulled off the car 
and badly treated Latham d his 
arm broken, and Mulcahy received a 
fracture of the nose. Several police 


men, who were in the neighborhood 
rushed to the assistance of the moetor- 
man and conductor, and frightened the 
crowd off by firing their revolvers in the 
air. Three arrests were made. The 


police arrangements for the protection

It was rumored during the forenoon 
that trouble might be expected on the 
elevated railroads, but early in the af- 
ternoon President Rossiter stated that 
no hitch would occur there. The en- 
gineers on the elevated system had been 
notified that, as soon as the third rail 
or electric motor system should be 
operated, their wages would be reduced, 
The engineers objected to the proposed 
reduction, but yesterday they were as- 
sured by the management that the rate 
of wages now existing would be main- 
tained.

The strike are severely 
handicapped, as they have no funds to 
back them up, and in many instances 
there Is a lack of concerted action on the 
part of their leaders. Nine-tenths of 
them are thoroughly in earnest, but 
from individual statements it is evident 
that they are fast losing confidence. 
President Rossiter stated that the men 
on strike would not be discriminated 
against if they returned to work at 
once, but so far not one of the strikers 
has secedied from the ranks 
Many of the persons who were ar- 
rested for interference with the trol- 
ley cars were treated leniently by the 
magistrates in the several police courts, 
and with the exception of the fracas at 
Fifth avenue last evening, no trouble 
of any importance was reported. 
Taking everything into consideration, 
the strike is being conducted very tran- 
quilly, and the authorities hope that the 
difference between employers and em- 
Ployes will be adjr 1 without any 
serious trouble or violation of the law. 
The cars on the Third avenue, the 
Fifth avenue and the Fulton street lines 
stopped running shortly after 7 o'clock 
last night. The cars on all the other 
lines in operation stopped at midnight. 
The striking motormen and conduec- 
tors are very earnest, and they claim 
they are gaining ground. On the other 
hand, the representatives of the Brook- 
lyn Traction company assert that the 
strike is only a nominal one, and that 
from now on they will experience no 
difficulty in running their full comple- 
ment of cars.

I do not know as it 
would be called robbery if you had 
taken into consideration the interests 
of your workmen as well as your own. 
An eight-hour day prevails in Chicago, 
as do also higher wages. All things 
considered, I do not know as it would 
have been called robbery.” 

When asked what the demands of the 
union for 1900 were, Mr. Murray re- 
plied: ‘*Three dollars a day for eight 
hours’ work. 

An interesting witness was Isaac F. 
Woodbury of the Mason Builders’ As- 
sociation, who characterized the State 
Board of Arbitration as ‘‘of no 
possible use,’*? and said that the em- 
ployers’ liability law, although rigid, 
is not too much so if the ‘‘shark 
lawyers’? who make a_ business of 
hunting up baseless claims can be 
suppressed. 

On the subject of arbitration Mr. 
Woodbury described at length the 
agreement between the Boston Mason 
Builders’ Association and the Brick- 
layers’ Union which has enabled the 
two organizations to get along 
harmoniously and pleasantly together 
for eight years. The agreement pro- 
vides that the bricklayers shall not 
strike in any circumstance and that 
the mason builders shall not lock them 
out for any cause. All matters are 
settled by a committee of five from 
each of the bodies, and in case of a tie 
vote an umpire, who is chosen when 
the committees first meet, decides the 
issue. William Lloyd Garrison was 
umpire at one time and decided against 
a reduction of wages. 

‘*Do you think the plan could be 
applied as successfully to other 
branches of industry,’’ asked Colonel

Report of Appraiser. 

The new consolidated Hanover 
street railwav company including the 
Braintree & Weymouth and four 
others, was before the railroad com- 
mission Wednesday asking for stock 
and bond issues. The consolidation 
of the various roads under the name 
of the Hanover street railway was ap- 
proved a week ago by the board, the 
proviso being for an equal exchange 
of stock, share for share. The com- 
pany asked authority to issue 6,024 
shares for the purpose of exchange, 
and also an increase of 893 shares to 
fund floating debt, also authority to 
issue $251,000 bonds, 20 years, 5 per- 
cent. The report of the appraiser 
showed that the property as it stands 
is worth $1,276,470, with a net floating 
debt of $297,000. The board took the 
matter under advisement.

Bryan Says Filipino Re- 
public Should Live. 


Adheres to Silver Doctrine 
at Ratio of 16 to 1. 


Calls Upon the Government to 
Stamp Out Trusts. 


Meeting of Democratic National Com- 
mittee Was Without Friction. 


Altgeld and Harrison Factions Had a Hot and 


Fierce Argument Over Bryan. 


Chicago, July 21.—Four thousand per- 
sons crowded into the Auditorium last 
night, despite the sweltering heat, to at- 
tend the politica! meeting given under 
the auspices of the Chicago platform 
Democrats. It was, from first to last, 
a silver meeting, aft Altgeld meeting, an 
anti-trust and anti-expansion meeting. 
All of the speakers, save ex-Governor 
Stone of Missouri, who was ill, and 
talked for less than two minutes, de- 
clared in favor of 16 to 1, and against 
the war in the Philippines. 

The speech of Mr. Bryan evoked great 
enthusiasm, especially when he de- 
eclared that the American government 
should pursue in Luzon the same policy 
as Was pursued in Cuba. The Philip- 
pines, he said, came into our hands by 
an accident of war, and, being there, 
they should have been treated on Amer- 
ican principles, and not on those prac- 
ticed by European governments, The 
policy of the United States, he claimed, 
should have been to create a republic 
in the Philippines, and say to all the 
world: “Hands off,” and let that re- 
public live. His audience was in sym- 
pathy with his suggestions regarding 
the Philippines, and punctuated his 
speech with cheers, 

Mr. Altgeld did not occupy a seat upon 
the platform, but throughout the meet- 
ing remained in the rear part of an 
upper box, and only made his appear- 
ance at the front of the box when the 
demands from the audience to hear from 
him became to loud for Chairman C, 8. 
Darrow to subdue. 

About one-half of the members of the 
national] committee occupied seats on 
the platform, the balance of them fail- 
ing to putin an appearance. 

Chairman Darrow, when the meeting 
had been called to order, made a short 
address, defining the objects of the 
meeting, and urging his hearers to stand 
firmly by the principles enunciated in 
the Chicago platform of 1896. He in- 
troduced as the first speaker John’ P. 
Tarvin of Kentucky. The other speak- 
ers were James F. Brown of New 
York, Senator Tillman of South Caro- 
lina, Alexander Troup, the national 
committeman from Connecticut, and 
George Fred Williams of Massachusetts. 
They all advocated adherence to the 
Chicago platform, and denounced the 
policy of the administration in the Phil- 
ippines. 

At the conclusion of the address of 
Mr. Williams, there were loud calls for 
Altgeld, so long continued that the ex- 
governor, who was sitting in the rear 
of a box, was compelled to come to the 
front and make a short address. 

Chairman Darrow then asked those 
present to rise and sing “America.” 
The song was suddenly punctuated with 
a cheer as Mr. Bryan walked upon the 
stage. We was given a welcome, the 
yvehemence of which endured ior several 
minutes. 

When quiet was restored, Chairman 
Darrow introéuced Congressman Lentz 
of Ohio, who was followed by ex-Gov- 
ernor Stone of Missouri. General Fin- 
ley of Ohio was the next speaker, 

Following General Finley, Mr. Dar- 
row briefly introduced Mr. Bryan. 


Mr. Bryan said in part: “In speak- 
ing in Chicago, I am embarrassed by 
the fact that the advocates or the Chi- 
cago platform are divided into two 
camps. It is not my business to estab- 
lish a secret service in order to ascertain 
what Democrats are most devoted to 
the principles set forth in the last party 
creed. All Chicago platform Demo- 
crats look alike to me, and instead of 
trying to drive any professed believer 
in that platform out of the party, my 
aim is to impress upon all Democrats 
the importance of the triumph of Demo- 
cratic principles, that all local differ- 
ences will be lost sight of in the de- 
termination to restore the government 
to the foundation laid by the fathers, 

“In the brief time that I shall speak 
to you, I desire to condense what I 
have to say upon three subjects into a 
few brief propositions. First, Presi- 
dent McKinley, by sending a commis- 
sion to Europe to secure international 
bimetallism, confessed the gold stand- 


ard fo be unsatisfactory. second, the 
failure of the commission to secure in- 
ternational l-imetallism proves that bi- 
metallism can be restored only through 
independent action. Third, the gold 
standard is mainatined today, not be- 
cause the American people desire it, but 
because a few English financiers, by 
controlling the policy of England, con- 
trol, through the Republican party, the 
financial policy of the United States. 
Fourth, if the increased production of 
gold in the Klondike and the importa- 
tion of gold from Europe have increased 
the volume of money and improved the 
times, it is evident that more money 
makes better times, and times could be 


still further improved and the improve- 
ment made permament by the restora- 
tion of bimetallism, which would make 
silver, as well as gold, available for coin- 
age. Fifth, if it was more difficult to 
maintain the parity between gold and 
silver when the supply of silver was in- 
creasing, it must now be easier to main- 
tain the parity since tlie supply of gold 
is increasing. 

“On the trust question I suggest the 
following proposition for your consider- 
ation. First, the trust is a menace to 
the welfare of the people of the United 
States, because it creates a monopoly 
and gives to the few in control of the 
monopoly almost unlimited power over 
the lives and happiness of consumers, 
employes and producers of raw ma- 
terial. Second, the president appoints 
the attorney general, and can, if he 
desires, secure an attorney general who 
will enforce the anti-trustlaws. Third, 
the attorney general can recommend 
sufficient laws, if present laws are in- 
sufficient. Fourth, the attorney gen- 
eral can recommend an amendment to 
the constitution, if the present constitu- 
tion makes it impossible to extinguish 
the trusts. Fifth, the “epublican party 
is powerless to extinguish the trusts 
so long as the trusts furnish the money 
to continue the Republican party in 
power. 

“In the Philippine question certain 
fundamental principles are involved. 
First, there are but two sources of gov- 
ernment, force and consent, monarchies 
being founded on force, republics upon 
consent. Second, the Declaration of 
Independence asserts that all govern- 
ments derive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed. Third, if the 
Declaration ef Independence is sound, 
we cannot rightfully acqutre title to the 
Philippine inds by conquest or by 
purchase from an alien monarch, to 
whose rebellious subjects we ourselves 
furnished arms. Fourth, if the, Fil- 
ipinos are, and of right ought to be free, 
they should be immediately assured of 
our nation’s intention to give them in- 
dependence, but protected from outside 


ALGER’S RETIREMENT, 


Ypinion That His Resignation Means 
End of His Public Career, 


His Successor Likely to Be 
From the Empire State. 


Elihu Root’s Name Sald to Be Under Consider- 
ation by the President 


_—_-——_-+— 


Washington, July 21.—According to a 
statement made to friends, the retire- 
ment of Secretary Alger from the cab- 
inet means his permanent farewell to 
public life and politics. His departurd 
was made with incidentals quite as char- 
acteristic as anything 1n his career. A 
very Intimate friends of his said several 
days ago, at the time the rumors of 
Secretary Algers' resignetion were 
thickest, that there wouid be nothing 
Surprising after all his denials of an 
intention to get out, to see him sud- 
denly resign on a momentary impulse, 

Last week he went to see Vice Pres- 
ident Hobart at Long Branch. At the 
same time a communication is under- 
stood to have passed between him and 
Senator McMillan about the senatorial 
fight in Michigan, which seemed to be 
convincing as to the hopelessness of 
his keeping up the struggle any longer. 
The vice president, whom Mr. Alger has 
always heretofore represented as ad- 
vising him to put a bold face on matters 
and not to let himself be driven out of 
the cabinet by clamor, evidently had 
changed his view in the interval, and 
thought that now would be as good a 
time as any for his resigning, since 
many of the newspapers had quieted 
down on the assumption that his offi- 
cial declaration of his intention to stay 
through the rest of the year was made 
In good faith. This relieved somewhat 
the stress as far as literally “retreating 
under fire’ was concerned, and it was 
thought would give a greater color of 
voluntary action to his retirement.

“he resolutions demanded that 
be inserted in the next Demo- 
cratic national platform opposing trusts, 
opposing “imperialism” and adhering to 
the silver ratio of 16 tol. “And along 
these lines we offer you our aid,” said 
Mr. Tarvin. There was a defiant accent 
upon the word “these” that seemed to 
imply that the support of the bimetallists 
could be sec d along no other lines 
than those marked out, but of this the 
committee took nonotice. The Bimetal- 
lic league was thanked for its proffer of 
assistance and assured that it would be 
called up at such time as the national 
committee felt in need of its assistance, 
That was the end of the silver episode. 

The fight against P. F. Devlin, editor 
of The Press Bureau of the nationa! com- 
mittee, was brought to a finish, the Har- 
rison faction of Illinois gecuring his de- 
position for the part taken by him as an 
officer of the committee in the last 
mayoralty election, Beyond making 
several changes in the rules governing 
the committee nothing else was done 
during the day. 

The fight between the Il!tinols factions 
began as soon as Mr. Bryan arrived here 
at 8 o'clock in the morning. He wasim- 
mediately beset by men of both sides, the 
Altgeld faction asking him to be at the 
meeting without fail and the Harrison 
faction asking that he remain away from 
the auditorium altogether. Mr. Bryan 
Was in a dilemma, and for a long time 
would not declare himself. The argu- 
ments on both sides were hot and fierce 
for several hours and there seemed to be 
no chance of a settlement, 


The large majority of the members of

Finally 
Mr, Altgeld sent word to Mr. Bryan that 


if he considered his attendance at the 
meeting wouid embarrass him he could 
fee] at perfect liberty to remain away.

This message Was declared by the Alt- 
geld people to be one of simple courtesy 
to Mr. Bryan, but the Harrison men de- 
clared that it Was a message of sarcasm, 
which meant thot lf Mr. Bryan was 
afraid to keep his word to address the 
meeting it would be a success without 
hig presence.

MOLINEUX INDICTED FOR MURDER. 
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ARE LOSING STRENGTH,| "= "oe. mine 


Striking Bailway Men, However, Are 
Keeping Up a Bold Front, 


Many Turn In Oompany’s 
Property and Quit. 


Handicapped by Elevated Locomotive Engi- 
neers’ Refusal te Stop Work. 


New York, July 21,—Yesterday opened 
in quiet fashion go far as the railroad 
strike in Manhattan borough was con- 
cerned. Almost without exception the 


‘cars started from the barns on schedule 


time, and at 6 o’clook there seemed to be 
no troub’e. When the first cars started 
two policemen were on each car, and the 
early trips were without incident. 

The police arrangements seemed to be 
perfect. In all the big car sheds over the 
city, as well as those on Second avenue, 
large numbers of policemen had slept, in 
order to be prepared for any outbreak. 
There were men in the sheds at Twenty- 
third street and North river, of the 
Broadway line at Broadway and Fiftieth 
street, and at the Sixth avenue and the 
Ninth avenue; but the cars started outin 
g0od time and went on their way unmo- 
lested. 

A marvellous change has come over the 
strike aspect in New York. « Wednesday 
night there was rioting from one end of 
Second avenue to another, and in the 
early morning hours there was dyna- 
miting in Brooklyn. There was prom- 
ise, too, by General Master Workman 
Parsons of a complete tieup of the trolley 
lines in Manhattan, with its consequent 
inspfring effect upon the Brooklyn strik- 
ers. A general tleup has not come by 
any means in New York. There was 
little or no rioting on Second avenue yes- 
terday or last night. The cars on that 
line ran throughout the day almost as 
they had run previous to the strike. The 
Eighth avenue line, which the strike of- 
ficials promised would be dead yester- 
day, was moving right on time with only 
a hitch now and then. 


There is no strike on the Madison 
avenue line, a scheduled meeting of the 
carmen on that line having fizzled out 
last night. Practically no trolley line in 
New York city is affected gave the Sec- 
ondavenue. So many heads were broken 
On that thoroughfare Wednesday night 
and so many arrests were made, which 
the police officials declare will be dealt 
with severely, that the strike sympa- 
thizers failed to materialize last night. 
Only now and then was any attempt 
made to hold up a car, and the police dis- 
persed the few with much energy and 
with much less difficulty. 

In Brooklyn the Rapid Transit com- 
pany put on several hundred new men 
or have them ready for duty, and ina 
general way the cars on the affected lines 
in that borough ran on good time with 
what seemed to be a fair increase in pas- 
senger traffic. 

During the afternoon more than 100 of 
the strikers appeared at the company’s 
offices at Montague and Clinton streets, 
where they turned in their badges, 
punches and other railroad property, and 
after signing papers which severed their 
connection with the company were paid 
off. At the strikers’ headquarters a large 
number of the men were paid strike 
Wages at the rate paid by the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit company for 10 hours’ 
work. 

President Rossiter stated positively 
yesterday that none of the striking em- 
ployes would beAaken back except those 
who would report for work by night. The 
strikers say they have no seceders from 
their ranks. While they are keeping up 
a bold front and claiming they will win 
eventually, it looks as if the strikers were 
beaten. Among the ranks of the strik- 
ing motormen and conductors it is al- 
leged there are several spies who keep 
the company and authorities informed of 
the actionsofthe men. In order to make 
the strike successful it would be neces- 
Sary to get the elevated locomotive en- 
gineers out. There is no likelihood of 
this happening, as the engineers are 
satisfied With the assurances given them 
by Mr. Rossiter, 


Disturbances at Cleveland. 

Cleveland, July 21.—Two small riots 
occurred here yesterday. A crowd of 
300 attacked a car in South Brooklyn, 
where the tracks had been obstructed. 
The conductor, with a revolver, held 
the mob at bay, while the motorman 
removed the obstructions, and the car 
proceeded. Another car was stoned at 
the same place later. Another mob at- 
tacked a car near the Petrie street 
bridge. The windows were smashed, 
but nobody was hurt. The company Is 
getting new mendaily. Between 50 and 
76 arrived from Chicago and St. Louis. 
These men are boarded at the barns, and 
are put on cars as rapidly as their ser- 
vices are required. The union men on 
the Cleveland, Plainesville and Eastern 
road, who have been running their cars 
into the city, refuse to do so longer. 

Rioting was resumed last evening, se- 
rious outbreaks occuring in several 
places. Adout 9 o'clock a dynamite 
cartridge was exploded under the wheels 
of a Evclid avenue car. The wheels 
of the car were destroyed by the ex- 
plosion, which was heard for two miles, 
and one of the passengers fainted, but 
nobody was injured. There was no 
crowd in the vicinity, nor was anybody 
seen to place the cartridge. Earlier in 
the evening a mob attacked a cross- 
town car on Wilson avenue. Stones 
were thrown, and the non-union con- 
ductor and motorman fired revolvers at 
the crowd. It is said that a woman was 
shot through the wrist, but the police 
deny that. 

About the same time all the available 
police on duty in the down-town dis- 
trices were called to the Humboldt street 
viaduct, on the Broadway line, where 
1000 men and boys were piling ob- 
structions on the tracks. Ropes were 
thrown over the trolley wires in an 
attempt to pull them down. Only one 
policeman was on duty at the viaduct. 
He was stoned and driven from the 
scene, and a girl was hit with a stone 
and seriously hurt. Three patrol wag- 
onloads of police responded to the call, 
and the mob was dispersed, 


Adams Murder Case. 

New York, July 21.—The grand jury, in 
the case of Roland B. Molineux, charged 
with killing Mrs. Kate J..Adams, yester-, 
day found an indictment against him for 
murder in the first degree. Up to yes- 


terday morning there had been no case 
of Roland B. Molineux considered by the

grand jury. All witnesses were sum- 
moned in the name of John Doe, who was 
charged with having caused the death 
of Mrs. Kate J. Adams. Justice Will- 
jams, in his opinion dismissing the for- 
mer indictment against Molineux, based 
the quashing of* thy indictment on in- 
competent and illegal evidence brought 
before the grand jury. The aim of the 
district attorney was to avoid this fault 
in another indictment. So all witnesses 
were summoned in the case of John Doe. 
During the past week these witnesscs 
were minutely examined as to the case, 
both experts and others. They all, itis 
said, though summoned in the case ol! 
John Doe, gave it as their opinion that 
Roland B. Molineux was connected with 
the case and some thought that he was 
the offender. The hypothetical case was 
concluded Wednesday. Yesterday morn- 
ing Assistant District Attorney Osborne, 
with 12 witnesses, went into the grand 
jury room. This time the witnesses ap- 
peared in the case of Roland B. Molineux. 
They were examined very briefly, and 
the jury subsequently found an indict- 
ment against Molineux of murder in the 
first degree.

Malden, Mass., July 21.—Commander 
Walker of the United States steamer 
Concord, who was captain of that war- 
ship during the naval battle at Manila, 
arrived here yesterday and will spend a 
few days in this city. Commander 
Walker was the last of Dewey's officers 
to leave the fleet. Regarding the Philip- 
pine question, Captain Walker sai’: 
“We have got to see it through to the 
bitter end now that we have started it. 
Every patriotic American citizen should 
uphold the hands of the administration 
until those people are thoroughly con- 
quered.” The captain referred to the 
anti-expansionists by saying that they 
were hurting their country a great deal 
among other nations, and that foreign 
countries were likely to get the idea that 
they represented the sentiment of the 
seople. 


Dewey and Disarmament. 

Vienna, July 21.—In the course of an 
interview had with him by a representa- 
tive of the Neue Freie Presse, Admiral 
Dewey declared that he expected noth- 
ing to develop from the international 
peace conference at The Hague.

Seventy Whipped Over Four Hundred 
Manila, July 21.—News has been re- 


ceived here from General Smith at 
Tloilo, Island of Panay, of a severe

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MANY SOLDIERS SICK. 


Hospital Accommodations In Philip- 
pines Said to Be Inadequate. 


General Otis Makes Reply to 
the ‘Round Robin.” 


Says the Charg2s Made Against Him by News- 
paper Men Are Untrue. 


Washington, July 22.—The story from 
Manila, via Hong Kong, relating to the 
inadequacy of the hospital accommo- 
dations at Manila and the complaint on 
this subject as submitted by Chief Sur- 
geon Woodhull, created some _ resent- 
ment among certain army officials, while 
others were ready to admit that the 
point is exceedingly well taken. 

As one of the officers put it, “*the troops 
are worn out. They have been worked 
beyond endurance. The fact is well 
known. There is no use denying it. 
There is a great deal of sickness, but 
most of it is dysentery, and I do not be- 
lieve that the situation is as serious as 
might be thought simply by looking at 
the percentage of the sick.” 

Commissary General Weston is in 
New York, and Colonel Alexander is 
acting in his place. On the complaint 
that dysentery among the troops is due 
to the fact that they receive the same 
rations to soldiers in Alaska, he 
fnid:

| OF UNPRECEDENTED VOLUME. 


| General Business Situation Shows Signs of 
Even Greater Expansion. 

New York, July 22.—Bradstreet's says: 
The genera! trade situation has appar- 
ently lost nothing in strength. The ag- 
gregate midsummer business is of an un- 
precedented volume and signs of ex-+ 
pansion in the demand for fall and win- 
ter goods increase. Prices, except for the 
cereals, cofese, raw sugar and some 
dairy products, are either firmly held or 
tend upward. Notable among those ad- 
vanced are pork products, petroleum, 
copper, tin, tin plates and raw wool, 
while the list 6f products unchanged in- 
cludes refined sugar, hides, leather, lead 
and cotton. 

Industrial activity continues at the 
maximum, skilled labor being busily em- 
ployed, but some troubles are noted 
among unskilled workers, notably stréet 
car employes and longshoremen, partly 
owing to mischievous agitation and mid- 
Summer influences, but also, no doubt, 
to restiveness at failure of prosperous 
conditions to materialize in their cases. 

Crop!’ prospects are encouraging, the 
Movement of grain to market is of im- 
mense volume and railroad earnings con- 
sequently are showing large increases 
over preceding years. The weakness of 
cereals, while partly due to a cessation in 
the foreign demand developed by stories 
of crop damage, is quite as much owing 
to unprecedentedly heavy receipts of old 
crop grain at leading primary markets 
and the belief that present good crop 
conditions point to liberal supplies later 
|} in the season. Possibilities that the 
| present corn crop will equal, if not ex- 
ceed, the largest on record have de- 
| pressed prices of this cereal to an extent 
equa! to the decline in wheat.

DEATH OF ROBERT G. INGERSOLL. 


NEW FRENCH WAR MINISTER 


The Great Agncs'ic Exoired Suddenly at His incidents In the Career of General 


Home From Heart Troubie. 

New York, July 22.—Colonel Robert G. 
Ingersoll died at his summer home, 
Walston-on-Hudson, near Dobbs Ferry, 
a few minutes after noon yesterday. His 
death was sudden and unexpected and 
resulted from heart trouble, with which 
he had been troubled since 1896. In that 
year, during the Republican national! 
convention, he was taken ill with heart 
disease and had to return home. He 
never fully recovered from the attack 
and was under the care of Dr. A. A. 
Smith constantly. He had frequently to! 
take nitro-glycerine to aid the action of 
the heart. Mrs, Ingersoll was the only 
person in the room with him when he 
died. Death came to him as he had re- 
cently expressed a desire it should, pain- 
lessly and without warning. 

Robert G. Ingersoll was best known 
because of his views on religious topics, 
but his introduction to the country at 
large was by reason of a political and 
not an agnostic address. It was in 1876 
when he made the adddress nominating 
James G. Blaine for the presidency. It 
was in this speech that Mr. Blaine was 
first alluded to as the “Plumed Knight.” 

Ingersoll was born in Dresden, N. Y., 
Aug. 11, 1833, and was the son of a Con- 
gregationalist minister. Itis stated that 
the Rev. Mr. Ingersoll was somewhat 
liberal in his views, and that this lib- 
erality antagonized the more orthodox 
members of his congregation. The son 
naturally agreed with his father, but 
even before he had passed out of boy- 
hood he had gone much further upon the 
liberal road than Ingersoll, Sr., had ever 
dreamed of.

BALLOON MEASURES WIND. 


Experiment Which Is Expected to 
_ Aid In Weather Forecasting. 
William A. Eddy’s balloon for tim- 

ing the velocity of the wind at great 

altitudes for comparison with that at 
the surface was sent up the other 
night at Bayonne, N. J., and recovered 
the next morning. It left the earth at 
7:22 in the evening and was found on 


| Staten Island at 7:40. 


Owing to the dead calm at the sur- 
face at the time the balloon was sent 
up it went upward at a very steep an- 
gle and at an altitude of about 2,000 
feet was moving so slowly thut Mr. 
Eddy was able to keep up with it by 
walking directly under it. The height 
reached was measured by means of 
kite quadrants at the end of a 400 foot 
base line and was found to be almost 
a mile at the highest point. When 
that altitude was reached, it moved 
much faster across the Kill von Kull 
and descended in the grounds of J. A. 
Faber, the pencil manufacturer, at Da- 
vis avenue, near Richmond Terrace, 
West New Brighton, N. Y., where it 
was caught by two boys, says the New 
York Press. 

The distance traveled was one mile 
and a quarter in 18 minutes. At the 
same time the aeromometers at the 
weather bureau in New York recorded 
a wind velocity of one mile in 12 min- 
utes and another in 15 minutes. The 
object of these balloon experiments 
made by Mr. Eddy is to prove the ve- 
locity of the wind at a high altitude. 
This datum in a calm, cloudless sky 
was heretofore impossible to obtain 
and is very valuable in weather fore- 
casting. This experiment indicated 
that during a comparative calm the 
wind velocity at an altitude is slightly 
greater than at the surface. 


Free Public Baths. 

Philadelphia began about a year and 
& half ago with public baths, and they 
have proved so satisfactory that new 
ones are to be built this summer, says 
the Topeka State Journal. Baltimore 
is also to have public baths in two dif- 
ferent parts of the city, each of which 
is to cost $21,000. ‘Lhe buildings, will 
be finished handsomely, and in each 
their privileges may be enjoyed by 
over 800 persons daily. ‘There are 
laundries connected with the baths 
a may be used for only a nominal 
ee.

A TERRIBLE EXPLOSION 


—_— 


Winds Up a Day of Serious Outbreaks 
of Violence at Cleveland, 


Car Wrecked and Four Pas- 
sengers Badly Hurt. 


Strike In Brook!yn and Manhattan Is Now Con- 
sidered Practically Dead. 


Cleveland, July 24.—A Euclid avenue 
car, loaded with passengers, was 
wrecked by an explosion of  nitro- 
glycerine or gun-cotton, shortly before 
11 o'clock last evening. Four persong 
were badly hurt, the names of the in- 
jured being Albert E. Fassett, F. A. 
Smith, Mrs. Harris and Mrs, E. C. Mar- 
tin. 

The explosion tore out the front end of 
the car, smashed all the windows and 
destroyed the brake. After considerable 
difficulty the car was stopped and a call 
for ambulances was sent out. The 
motorman, William Draggers, who came 
from Cincinnati, was dazed by the shock, 
but the conductor, Frank Schroeder of 
St. Louis, escaped injury. 


The force of the explosion was so great 
that it shook all the houses in the 
neighborhood and was heard for a dis- 
tance of two or three miles. There is no 
ciue to the identity of the person who 
placed the explosive on the track. Per- 
sons living in the neighborhood say they 
Saw a man in a buggy stop at the corner 
of Kensington street, where the ex- 
plosion occurred, and get out by the rail- 
toad track. He remained there a short 
time and then drove rapidly away. 

In the vicinity of the Hoimden avenue 
barns last night there was continuous 
rioting for three or four hours. Every 
car that passed was attacked with stones 
and several shots were fired. There was 
a lively fusillade at one time, the non- 
union crews returning the fire. The 
only person hurt was a Woman who was 
shot in the finger as she stood in her 
doorway. The police made 25 arrests in 
the neighborhood. Rioting continued all 
along Broadway, and it took three 
squads of police as many hours to escort 
three cars a distance of four miles to the 
barns. Fifteen or 20 of the rioters were 
taken into custody. 


Cars were started running as usual 
yesterday morning on all but one or two 
lines. The mobs were astirearly. Soon 
after 10 o'clock a thousand or more 
persons gathered on Burton street and 
proceeded to obstruct the track. When 
a car came along with two policemen 
on board, it was attacked with a shower 
of stones. Inspite of the policemen, the 
non-union motorman and conductor 
were roughly handled. One of them 
had two ribs broken, and the other was 
badly bruised. One of the policemen 
fired at the mob, the bullet striking a 
man named Wennick. The mob as- 
saulted the officers, both of whom were 
struck with stones, and, but for the 
intervention of a priest, the officers 
might have been lynched. By this time 
three cars had been mixed up in the 
melee, and a patrol wagon load of po- 
lice arriving, the rioters dispersed, and 
the cars were taken back to the barns. 

In the afternoon a mob of 1000 cor- 
ceived the idea of blocking the track on 
Orange street, by placing a big boulder 
in the middle of the street and building 
a fire aroundit. The plan worked suc- 
cessfully, and the cars were delayed 
for nearly an hour, when the police 
drove the mob away. Three men were 
sent to the hospital with wounds made 
by policemen’s clubs at the end of this 
riot. 


As the result of the shooting of the 
driver of a grocery wagon in South 
Brooklyn by a non-union conductor, the 
mayor of that village issued an order 
to the marshal to arrest all non-union 
conductors who carried concealed weap- 
ons. Every car was stopped and each 
conductor found with a revolver was ar- 
rested. All were subsequently bailed 
out by the company. 

A small riot was started at the corner 
of Pearl street and Franklin avenue 
when a young woman struck aman whg 
asked her to board a non-unioncar. A 
crowd of union sympathizers stoned 
cars, and a squad of police finally 
cteared the streets. 

The company sent a note to the state 
board of arbitration declining to ar- 
bitrate the differences, in which it says: 
“This company fully appreciates the 
sincerity of your desire to bring about 
a readjustment with its former em- 
ployes; begs to say that the men who 
went out on Monday last are not in the 
employ of the company, and there is 
nothing to negotiate about or to ar- 
bitrate.” 


Brooklyn Strike About Ended. 

New York, July 24.—The trolley car 
strike, both in Manhattan and Brook- 
lyn, seems to be practically at an end. 
Genera] Master Workman Parsons says 
it is not, and at a meeting of the Central 
Federated union yesterday he launched 
a scheme for a new labor political party, 
and at the same time urged upon the 
delegates of the various trades unions 
in Greater New York the expediency of 
contributing to a fund to aid thestrikers 
and the delegates promised their finan- 
cial support. This it is, probably, that 
causes General Master Workman Par- 
sons and District Master Workman 
Pines to premise important develop- 
ments in the strike situation this week. 
It is a fact, however, that both Saturday 
and yesterday carg were being rup un- 


der almost normal headway on all the 
lines, except the Nassau, throughout 
Brooklyn, and carrying large numbers 
of passengers. In New York, except for 
the presence of several hundred police- 
men on Second avenue, and guards about 
the various power houses, a strike would 
be out of consideration. There was no 
delay in the trolley car service in Man- 
hattan on any line, with the exception 
of the Second Avenue line, and that is 
affected but little. It is stated by the 
police officials that tomorrow most of the 
police who have been guarding the 
property of the railroad company’s will 
be withdrawn, 


HERESY AND; A FAD. 


Rev. Dr. Henson Gives His Opinion of Faith 
Curists and Agnostics. 

Boston, July 24.—"Christian Science 
is no new discovery. It is the greatest 
heresy the devil ever taught. It isa 
fad. We are all scientists; there is 
only a difference in method,” said Rev. 
P. S. Hanson of Chicago at Tremont 
Temple yesterday, in the course of a 
Sermon on “‘Weapons That Win.” 

“Though the flesh and the lusts of the 
eye are bane to our spiritual welfare, 
the greatest temptation of our time is 
pride, a weapon of the devil, thrust in 
every church and pulpit,” said the 
preacher. “It-is at the bottom of the 
desire to banish the doctrine of sin and 
atonement. 

“Agnostic is a great word. People 
don't dare to say there is no God, but 
simply claim that they have no evidence 
of his existence, and are styled ag- 
nostics. The word comes from the Greek, 
the derivation signifying the same 
thing as the English word ignoramus. 

“Atonement is the basis of Christian- 
ity, and if you eliminate the blood from 
Christianity you have a curpse.” 

Dr. Henson is a forceful speaker, and 
is one of the best known preachers in the 
west. His jovial nature has made him 
known as “the Chicago end man.”

Want Higher Wages, 

Boston, July 24.—The men employed 
in the Boston freight sheds of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 
road met yesterday to consider the ad- 
visibility of requesting an advance in 
wages. They decided to ask for an in- 
crease, and to present the petition to 
General Manager Chamberlain. The 
600 men employed in the sheds, while 
making no threats to strike, instructed 
the committee to wait upon Mr. Cham- 
berlain to press for a definite answer 
within a reasonable time. 


Robbed by Masked Men. 

Webster, Mass., July 24.—Two masked 
men entered the home of Mrs. Jacob 
Fisher in the Gove district and pressing 
a revolver against the head of Mrs. 
Fisher demanded that she open a trunk 
which contained $300. Mrs. Fisher was 
forced to do so and the robbers secured 
the booty. When the men were leaving 
the yard Mrs. Fisher fired upon them 
and a bullet struck one of the fleeing 
men. He Was tracked by blood, but es- 
caped, 


Child He!plessly Drunk. 

Newton, Mass., July 24.—Edward 
Foran, 7 years old, who was brought into 
police headquarters yesterday drunk. 
Young Foran was taken from the home 
of his father, Patrick Foran, and so 
helpless was the boy that medical as- 
sistance had to be called in to save his 
life. When quéstioned as to where he 
got the liquor, Foran stated that his 
father gave hima tumblerful mixed with 
some sugar. 


Vigorous Attempt at Suicide. 

Ansonia, Conn., July 24. — Patrick 
Flynn, aged 30, attempted to commit sul- 
cide last night by cutting his throat with 
a butcher knife and pounding his head 
with a flatiron. He was taken to the 
Bridgeport hospital, and it is thought 
that he will recover. Family troubles 
are believed to have been the cause. 


Canoist Drowned. 

Springfield, Mass., July 24.—Maitiand 
B. Morrison, 19, was drowned in the Con- 
necticut river yesterday. He was cap- 
sized in a canoe. His brother, who was 
with him, was rescued after being in the 
water half an hour by two bicyclists 
from the river bank. The body was not 
recovered, °

New York, July 24.—Hundreds of del- 
egates, representing the trades unions 
in the Greater New York, were present 
yesterday at a regular meeting of the

There bad feeling between 
the Philpots and Whites ever since the 
killing of “Jim Crow” Philpot by Aaron 
Morris, for the Whites went on Morris’ 
bond at that time, and the Philpots have 
never forgiven them for taking the part 
of a man who had killed a member of 
their family. 

In one precinct of this county every 
voter is either a Philpot or is related to 
and it is estimated that the entire 
family and connections number not less 
than 750. The men are all adepts in the 
use of the rifle and revolver, and, being 
fearless, they will make all the fighting 
the Howards and Whites want. 

The situation in Clay county is about 
as bad as could be imagined. The people 
are in the most abject terror, and at 
times the citizens seem to be possessed

THE HONEY HUNTERS. 


Didn’t you holler at me 


To manufacture honey and cap it over 
is simply an impossibility. 
Much surplus honey cannot be expected 
if the bees are allowed to swarm at will. 
The first duty young bees perform is 
feeding the young brood; the last is gath- 
ering honey. 
If you wish to increase, let each colony 


swarm once and no more. After that 
make divisions. 
When the brood chamber becomes so 


full of bees that they are crowded, addi- 
tional space should be added. 

Empty combs that are not in the hive 
and protected by the bees are in danger 
of being destroyed by moths. 

If a colony of bees becomes queenless, 
give them a frame of brood from another 
colony containing brood in its first stage. 

After the first swarm issues cut out 
all the queen cells but one and remove 
swarms. Swarms will not become trou- 
blesome. 

Cross, stinging bees are usually the re- 
sult of improper handling. So far as it 
ean be avoided bees should not be irri- 
tated.—St. Louis Republic.

REMINISCENCE OF WAR 


—_————_— 


Given Out by Mr, Alger In Regard to 


Transportation of Spaniards, 


Tells How He Originated and 


Carried Out the Plan. 


Hastened Surrender of the Enemy and Saved 
the Country at Least $800,000. 


Washington, July 24.—Secretary Alger 
is in receipt of a great number of letters 
and telegrams from persons in every 
station in life, all touching upon his re- 
tirement from the cabinet. So numer- 
ous are the communications on this sub- 
ject that the secretary finds himself 
physically unable to make proper sepa- 
rate responses to all of them. Therefore, 
he has requested the Associated Press 
to convey to the writers and senders an 
acknowledgment of his deep apprecia- 
tion of the sentiments expressed. 

Secretary Alger has always felt a 
pride in the success with which the war 
department met the problem thrust 
upon it by the necessity with which it 
was suddenly confronted during the war 
with Spain of suddenly disposing of the 
Spanish prisoners captured in Santiago 
province. The history of that time has 
not been fully told, and it remained for 
Secretary Alger to supply the need, by 
the following bit of reminiscence, given 
out yesterday: 

“On the night of July 9, 1898, the pres- 
ident asked me what, in my judgment, 
we should do with the Spanish prisoners 
of Santiago after their capture. The 
matter had received very much thought 
from the president and myself, but no 
definite conclusion had been reached. 
I then suggested to the president that 
Galveston would be the best place tn 
the United States, in my judgment, 
where we could send them; that it was 
away from the coast Tihe travel, a good 
harbor; that there would be plenty of 
room for camping them, and that its 
climate would be as nearly similar to 
that of Santiago as we could probably 
select. This seemed to meet his ap- 
proval, as it was only a question of 
time, of course, when their capture 
would be effected. I went to my home, 
as nearly as I can remember, about 2 
o’clock in the morning, and being too 
tired to sleep, I lay awake for a while, 
but finally dozed off. I awoke at day- 
break, and my first thought was con- 
cerning the Spanish prisoners, ans,‘® 
new idea came into my head: y 
send them back to Spain?’ r,t

the prisoners at Galveston would be 
half the distance; that we should have 
to clothe, shelter, guard and feed them 
there, and no doubt have to ship them 
back teSpainintheend. I also stated 
that I believed that it woidi be a 
great inducement to the Spaniards to 
surrender, which General Shafter af- 
terwards assured me was the effect. 

“The president readily approved the 
plan, and on the same day I cabled Gen- 
eral Shafter as follows: ‘Should the 
Spaniards surrender unconditionally 
and wish to return to Spain, they will 
be sent back direct at the expense of 
the United States government.’ 

“Upon receiving this, on July 11, Gen- 
eral Shafter sent the following com- 
munication to the commander-in-chief 
of the Spanish forces: ‘With the large- 
ly increased forces which have come to 
me, and the fact that I have your line 
of retreat securely in my hands, the 
time seems fitting that I should again 
demand of your excellency the sur- 
render of Santiago, and of your excel- 
lency’s army. lam authorized to state 
that should your excelleney so desire 
the government of the United States will 
transport the entire command of your 
excellency to Spain.’ 

“To which the commander replied as 
follows: { have the honor to advise 
your eminence that your communica- 
tion of this date is received, and in reply 
desire to comtirm that which I have 
said in my former communication; also 
to advise you that I have communicated 


your pruposition to the general-in- 
chief.’ 

“Immediately upon the surrender 
steps were taken to carry out the 


pledges of the United States govern- 
ment to ship the Spaniards home. The 
quartermaster’s department immediate- 
ly advertised for bids to transport the 
prisoners to Spain, with the result that 
eight of the ocean transportation com- 
panies submitted a combined bid, which, 
for officers $110, and for enlisted men 
$55 per capita, steamers to be dispatched 
from Santiago de Cuba within 48 hours 
of their reported arrival, or demurragy 
to be paid at the rate of 60 cents per 
capita per day, same demurrage to be 
paid if steamers be detained at place 
of debarkation by quarantine or other 
causes. The Spanish Trans-Atlantic 
company’s bid was $55 per capita for 
officers and $20 for enlisted men, with no 
demurrage. The Spanish company’s 
offer was accepted. The rations forthe 
prisoners were inspected by a United 
States government official, and this gov- 
ernment paid for the transportation of 
all of the prisoners, $513,860. The same 
number, carried by the other companies 
under their bid would have cost the 
government $1,312,915. Here was $800,- 
000 saved to the United States, and 
probably as much move in demurrage. 

“Some days after the contract was 
awarded, the president said to me as I 
entered the cabinet room: ‘Mr. Secre- 
tary, would you like to hear something 
favorable to you, printed in the New 
York Times?” and went on to read the 
editorial comment, too complimentary 
to the man whose mind originated the 
plan of transporting the Spaniards back 
to Spain.”

Bimple, but Impressive, Ceremonies 
Over Remains of Famous Agnostic, 


Men Wept as Touching Eu- 
logy Was Delivered. 


His Idea of Religion as Expressed !n One of 
His Recent Writings. 


New York, July 26.—Where Robert G. 
Ingersoll fell asleep on the pathway 
of life, his friends joined yesterday af- 
ternoon in a simple funeral service. 
His form yet lies in the upper chamber 
of the rock castle on the banks of the 
Hudson, kept there by his wife and 
daughters, who, even now, cannot con- 
sent that it should be taken from them. 
Although the arrangements for the 
cremation had been made, a postpofle - 
ment was ordered. 

No clergyman 
duct the services, there was no music 
and there were no pall-bearers. The 
body lay on a cot in the room where the 
colonel died. It was enshrouded in 
white, just one red rose being placed on 
the breast. 

The services were held at 4 o'clock. 
Mrs. Ingersoll sat beside her deud and 
near her were her daughters, Mrs. Wals- 
ton H, Brown and Miss Maud Ingersoll. 
They were very much agitated, and wept 
almost contunuously. Charles B. Rouss, 
Colone! Ingersoll's oldest friend, occupied 
a chair by the side of the bier. There 
Were some 40 others present, and they 
remaines standing throughout. 

The intense silence was broken by Dr. 
John C. Ridpath, who, in a voice full of 
emotion, said: “‘My friends, it is my 
very sad duty to read in the presence of 
the dead the last poem written by Colonel 
Robert G. Ingersoll, entitled, ‘““‘Declara- 
tion of the Free.” The poem Colonel 
Ingersoll had read and altered in some 
of its parts only a few hours before he 
was stricken down. 

Major GO. J. Smith of Dobbs Ferry, a 
close personal friend of Colonel Inger- 
soll, then read another extract from Col- 
onel Ingersoll’s writings, entitled, “My 
Religion.”” The extract is as follows: 

“To love justice, to long for the right, 
to love mercy, to assist the weak, to for- 
get wrongs and remember benefits; to 
love the truth, to be sincere, to utter 
honest words, to love liberty, to wage re- 
lentless war against slavery in all its 
forms, to love wife and child and friend, 
to make a happy home; to love the beau- 
tiful in art, in nature; to cultivate the 
mind, to be familiar with the mighty 
thoughts that genius has expressed, the 
noble deeds of all the world; to cultivate 
courage and cheerfulness, to make others 
happy, to fill life with the splendor of 
warmth of loving 
error, to destroy 
truths with

When the words “to love wife and 
child” were read Mrs. Ingersoll bent 
forward and sobbed. Several men were 
weeping brokenly. 

Dr. John Elliott of New York read the 
funeral oration delivered by Colonel In- 
gersoll over his brother’s dead body. 
This concluded the short and simple 
services. Nearly all present then took 
a@ parting lovuk at the dead and passed 
out. After they had gone Mr. Rouss 
arose from his chair, and as he is totally 
blind passed his hand over the face of his 
departed friend and said; ‘Perhaps he 
is better now. No one can understand 
ate 

Mrs. Ingersoll said to him; “The col- 
Onel wanted you to put your hand upon 
his heart,” and suiting the action to the 
word she directed his hand to the left 
breast of the deceased, 

During the morning there were many 
visitors to look upon the face of the de- 
ceased. Among them were several old 
colored servants of the family who had 
come from Washington and taken four 
days off and paid their own expenses to 
do honor to their benefactor. One old 
man came trom down on Long Island; 
others came from Chicago, Syracuse and 
Buffalo. 

Many additional telegrams of sym- 
pathy were received, one of them being 
from General Miles. There were two 
rooms full of floral tributes 

Two floral tributes particularly touched 
the stricken ones. One was a simple 
sheaf of wheat, to which was attached 
the card of Chaplain totzler, who 
preached every Sunday at Fifth avenue 
and Twenty-fifth street in front of the 
Worth monument.

Washington, July 26.—The 34th annual 
report of the secret service division, sub- 
mitted to Secretary Gage by Chief 
Wilkie, shows that during the fiscal 
year there were arrests for making or 
passing counterfeit money and kindred 
crimes 679 persons. Of these 218 were 
convicted and 293 are awaiting action 
of the courts.

A LYNN CANAL PORT. 


Report That Canada Has Accepted | 
| 
Proposition Regarding a Lease, 


Means End of Alaskan Diffi- | 
culty If Story Is Correct. 


Outline of United S'ates’ Terms to Canada to 
Solve Vexed Question. 


Washington, July 26.—There is a well- 
defined report that Canada has at last 
indicated her willingness to accept an 
indefinite lease of a port on tidewater in 
Lynnecanal. Heretofore she has insisted

If the present story is correct this settles 
the Alaskan difficulty and will enable 
the session of the joint commission to 
proceed.

With a view to arriving at a solution 
of the vexed question, it is understood 
that this government has offered to con- ; 
cede to Canada the privilege of a free| 
port on the Lynn canal. One of the} 
claims set up by the British-Canadian 
commissions before the high joint com- 
mission was that Canada really owned 
the head of the Lynn canal, and that it 
was necessary for Canada to control] the 
head of the canal, as otherwise she was 
cut off from access to the Klondike, the 
most convenient gateway to the Klon- 
dike being through the canal. 

The United States did not concede that 
Canada had any right to the canal, butas | 
a matter of favor agreed to grant the 
Dominion the privileges of a free port at 
the headwaters of the canal, By the | 
grant of a free pert Canada was to be 
permitted to land goods intended for the 
Klondike without the payment of United 
States duties, Canada having the right 
to assess such duties as she might see 
fit to impose. The collection of duties 
and al! other things relating to Canadian 
commerce Were ely in the hands 
of the Canadian 
all intents and purposes the port, so far | 
as Canada was concerned, would be pre- 
cisely on the same as if it were f 
in acknowledged Canadian territory, the | 
only difference being that Canada could } 
not fortify it or exercise sovereignty, it 
being recognized that she was only there 
by permission of the United States and | 
not by right.

Two Schemers Worked Off Several Checks on 
Fictitious Corporations. 

Providence, July 26.—Two young men, 
dressed in good business attire, worked 
a number of merchants in this city Sat- 
urday night with checks drawn on fic- 
titious corporations. The checks were 
for small amounts, and were counter 
checks of the National Exchange bank. 
About 18 have been heard of and others 
are expected. 

The checks were drawn by “the James 
A. Potter Lumber company, James A. 
Potier treasurer” and “the Phenix Iron 
Earle, 


Foundry company, Charles A. 
treasurer.” James A. Potter & Co. are 


well known dealers in hard pine, while 
the Phenix Iron Foundry is equally 
well Known in the fron trade. The 
Potter company is not a corporation and 
Mr. Potter is not treasurer, while the 
treasurer of the Phenix Iron Foundry 
is Charles R. Earle. 

The checks were for $12 and $13, and 
those on the Potter company had the 
name of the company and the words 
“pay check" printed on the face, They 
Were passed by the two men in payment 
for articles at the Browning, King com- 
pany, clothiers; Ira G. Whittier, jewel- 
er: F. E. Ballou, shoes; John B. Cooke, 
cloaks; A. S. Anderson, furnishings, and 
at several other places, while attempts 
Were made to pass them at several other 
establishments. 

The fact that the checks were drawn 
on corporations that do not exist did 
not enter the minds of most of the 
merchants, and they were not aware 
that the checks were bogus until they 
were returned. The checks passed 
through the clearing house yesterday 
morning, and were yesterday afternoon 
sent back to the banks from which they 
were issued by the National Exchange 
bank, where the two firms purporting 
to have drawn the checks have no ac- 
counts. 


Wanted to Kil His Emp’oyer. 

Boston, July 26.—When William Hor- 
gan, knife in hand. started in to kill 
his employer, William K. Chessons, of 
the firm of Harvey & Chessons, pro- 
prietors of a restaurant on Causeway 
street, yesterday afternoon, he little 
reckoned on the strength of theman with 
whom he had to cope.

INNOCENT BOY SHOT, 


Bullet Pumped Into His Leg by an 


Unknown Non-Union Man, 


Motorman and Conductor Are 


Roughly Handled. 


Car In Which General Axline Was Ridisg 
Pelted With Stones. 


Cleveland, July 27.—The task of dis- 
tributing the soldiers was yesterday 
completed by General Axline. Mayor 
Farley declares that he will suppress 
violence if he has to call out the entire 
national guard of Ohio. 

Frank Bright, 13 years old, was sit- 
ting on the front porch of a house on 
Anndale avenue when an electric car 
came along. Athough there was no dis- 
turbance in the nelghborhood at the 
time, it is stated the conductor, who 


stood on the front platform with his 
motorman, carried a revolver in his 
hand. Suddenly it was discharged, 


and the bullet entered young Bright's 
leg, just below the groin. Thecarran 
on to Euclid avenue and into the barn. 
When the police arrived the conductor 
was not to be found. It is not known 
whether the shooting was accidental or 
intentional. 

The council committee, which suc- 
ceeded in patching up an agreement 
over the difficulties which caused the 
first strike, a month ago last night, 
made a request for a special meeting 
of the council, to meet tonight to dis- 
cuss ways and means of putting an end 
to the present distress in the situation. 

It is regarded as probable that the 
old committee will be reappointed, and 
at once set about the task of attempting 
to settle the existing trouble. The 
present strike grew out of allegations 
made by each side that the other had 
violated the agreement which ended the 
first strike. 


The storm center of the strike has, ac- 
cording to the authorities, settled in 


Brooklyn, a suburb connected with 
Cleveland by a long, high bridge, At 
noon 150 employes of the Born Steel 


Range company blockaded a car on the 
bridge and dragged the motorman and 
conductor from their posts, inflicting 
with their fists and weapons injurics 
more painful than serious. 

Soldiers on guard at the barn about 
half a mile away hurried to the scene, 
but the rioters had taken refuge in the 
factory, which stands under the ap- 
proach to the bridge. The factory was 
surrounded and the premises searched, 
but there was no clue by which the guilty 
ones could be picked out, so they bent 
their efforts to assisting the bloodstained 
motorman and conductor to move the 
car, most of the windows of which had 
been broken by stones. 

General Axline, in c@mmand of the 
troops, in order to personally view the 
Situation, took a ride yesterday on an 
Orange street car. He was in civilian 
dress, and the car was stoned at various 
intervals all along the route. A stone 
came near hitting him. The general 
took other trips through the troubled 
districts, but declined to give his views 
of the situation. 

The vigilance of the guards while day- 
light aided them prevented trouble ofa 
nature. Preparations for mass 
meetings at various points were made 
during the day. It is expected thata 
will be held in Monument 
square in the heart of the city tonight 
unless the mayor prohibits it. In prep- 
cration for one a platform was yesterday 
erected in Brooklyn to protest against 
the action of Mayor Farley of Cleveland, 
who has assumed, under the authority 
of an almost forgotten statute, supreme 
police power in Cuyahoga county. This 
leaves Mayor Phelps of the suburb, to- 
gether with his constabulary, shorn of 
their power, and they do not like it. 

The soldiers and the Cleveland chief 
executive's specia!] police in Brooklyn 
are not ullowed to use the public hy- 
drants to get water, it is said, and upon 
various bayonets were used 
to convince shopkeepers that it was 
wisest to sell soldiers what they wartted. 

Mayor Farley yesterday mailed Mayor 
Pheips a letter in which he declared that 
if the Cleveland men had any more 
trouble about getting water, Cleveland, 
which pumps the water to the suburb, 
would attempt to shut off Brooklyn's 
water supply. Mayor Farley also issued 
a statement to the strikers in which he 
said that a man who was more loyal to 
his labor union than to himself and his 
country Was a coward and a bad citizen.

New York, July 27.—The Central Fed- 
erated union last night issued a call for 
a meeting of representatives of the 
labor organizations in this city, to be 
held Aug. 7, at which plans are to be 
formulated for the organization of a 
new labor party. The call says that 
during discussion relative to the strike 
of motormen and conductors in Brook- 
lyn and Manhattan, it was shown that 
the 10-hour law was being violated by 
the trolley corporations, and that the 

| authorities were apparently dormant 
and made no attempt to enforce the law.

Evansville, Ind., July 27.—Rioting 
prevailed at two local mines yesterday.

New Bedford, Mass., July27.—The New 
York freight boats of the Consolidated 
line will unload at this port until the 
strike of freight handlers at Fall River 
is ended. The longshoremen here care 
nothing about the strike and there are 
plenty of men willing to work.

A Good Shot at Weyler. 

Madrid, July 27.—The discussion of 
the armry bill in the senate yesterday 
led to an exciting scene. General Wey- 
ler, arguing against any reduction of 
the strength of the army, warned the 
government that the present situation 
made a revolution highly probable, since 
it had never been so easy for the army 
and the people to make common cause. 
It must be confessed that revolutions 
sometimes cleared the political atmos- 
phere and accomplished the work of 
regeneration. Senor Dato, minister of 
the interior, replying, severely censured 
‘Seneral Weyler, declaring that a gen- 
eral, who, with 300,000 men, had failed 
to suppress the Cuban rebellion, had 
no right to make such threats, and 
that any attempt at revolution, no mat- 
ter by whom, would proceeded 
against with the utmost rigor of the law. 
The senators warmly applauded Senor 
Dato’s speech. The army bill was 
adopted.

Port De France, July 28.—Vice Pres- 
ident Figuereo, who assumes the presi- 
dential functions, acting with the min- 
isters, has informed the widow of Pres- 
ident Heureaux that the body of her 
husband will be interred at Santiago 
de las Caballeros, and orders for the 
carrying out of this plan have been 
given to the governor of Santiago. 

It is currently reported that this 
course was decided upon in order to 
avoid the excitement and manifesta- 
tions which would be the result of the 


removal of the remains to the city of 
Santo Domingo. 


Foreseeing the possibility of disturb- 
ances, and in order to be prepared for 
any emergency, General Pepin, gov- 
ernor of Santiago, has taken important 
precautionary measures, and has de- 
cided to demand that arms and am- 
munition be 
Santo Domingo. 

Advices from Santiago, received here 
at a late hour, report that the situa- 
tion there is becoming more serious. 


Ulyses Heureaux was born in 1846 and 
Was a fine tpye physically of the West 
Indian negro. He became president of 
the Dominican republic in 1886 and ruled | 
with a firm hand, putting down insurre c- | 
tion after insurrection, and shooting the 
leaders very often without trial. He was 
immensely wealthy. His term of office 
would have expired in October, 1901. 

He seemed to possess a charm against 
death. As a political mystifier he had 
great talent and boldness. He himself | 
had caused reports to be circulated that 
he had been seized by revolutionists, im- 
prisoned, and subsequently shot. This

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fuard, so that they would betray them- 
selves. He was twice exiled for political 
reasons. 

Heureaux had a military career dating 
from 1862, when he enlisted as a private 
soldier to assist in driving the Spaniards 
from his native land. The war lasted for 
three years, and was foNowed by the} 
Baez revolution, in which Colonel 
Heureaux also took a prominent part. 
He was conspicuous for his dash and 
bravery. Then followed the uprising 
against Gonzalez, and other internal 
wars, in which Heureaux, at that time a 
colonel, received many sabre wounds, 

In 1874 the government of Baez ceased 
and General Gonzalez came Into power. 
Two years later found Heureaux again 
at the head of a revolt, and this time he 
triumphed, and, as a result, Ulysses Es- 
peillart was made president, representing 
the party of Generals Heureaux and Lu- 
peron. In July, 1880, Fernando A. Merino} 
was elected president, and In 1882 General 
Heureaux was selected to succeed him, 
and remained in power to the time of his | 
assassination. 


Under his administration, with the ex- 
ception of two trifling attempts at war, 
which were promptly suppressed, the 
country has been at peace, and has ad- 
vanced in a marvellous manner, morally 
and materially. The people are happy 
and industrious, and, having plenty of 
work at fair prices, are contented. Presi- 
dent Heureaux was always determined 
to have the affairs of the island con-| 
ducted on the basis of order and justice. 
General Heureaux, during his eventful 
career, received nine serious wounds and 
carried two bullets in his body. 

An almost natural consequence of this 
fron rule was such bitter hatred on the 
part of his enemies that they trie 
assassinate him in both June and 
cember of 1898. But he escaped, and his 
Opponents feared more than ever his 
smile which he graciously accorded to 
each one doomed by him to be shot 
against the “long, brick wall.” 


Santo Domingo has been disturbed by 
internal dissensions and revolutionary 
movements for a long period, one of the 
chief trouble-makers being Juan Jiminez, 
formerly a prosperous merchant of Monti 
Christi, and who considers himself a per- 
manent candidate for the presidency, his 
father having at one time been president 
of the republic. 

Jiminez, in June, 1898, organized a fili- | 
bustering expedition against the Heu- 
reaux government, making a successful 
landing at Monti Christi. 
however, failed, all Jiminez's men being 
killed or captured. Jiminez himself es- 
caped, and, on July 5 last, it was reported 
that panic reigned at Monti Christi, 
where another invasion by Jiminez’s fol- 
lowers was hourly expected, 

The country has also recently passed 
through an acute financial crisis, owing 
to the peculiar financial system of the 
country. Last September the increase 
in the rate of exchange on New York was 
more than 100 percent, and a commercial 
panic ensued, and public discontent at- 
tained such force that the situation of 
the Heureaux government wes consid- 
tred most critical,

THE WEATHER AND CROPS. 


dications That the Season Will Be a Fairly 
Prosperous One. 

Boston, July 25.—The New England 
jection, climate and crop service of the 
weather bureau, issues the following 
bulletin for the week ending July 25: 

Weather conditions propitious to crop 
srowth and progress have obtained dur- 
@g the past week, except in eastern 
parts of Massachusetts and Rhode Isl- 
bnd, where rain is much needed. The 
Jenerally fair weather that prevailed 
nm southern sections of New England 
Was favorable to the progress of all 
larm work, while showers were of too 
trequent occurrence in the more north- 
trn sections of the district for the culti- 
vation of crops and for harvesting and 
maturing hay. 

The temperature for the week was 
fear the seasonable average, and some- 
What higher than the preceding week. 
The weekly mean for the district was 74 
fegrees, which is 6 degrees higher than 
the preceding week. 

The average rainfall for the week was 
77 of an inch. It was fairly well dis- 
lributed, except in some of the eastern 
tounties of the southern states, where 
there was almost an entire absence of 
precipitation. The supply of water was 
tomewhat in excess in eastern parts of 
Maine. 

A second drought is again retarding 
and stunting crops in the eastern coun- 
ies of New Hampshire and Massachu- 
setts, and in some sections of Rhode 
[sland. Little or no rain fell in this por- 
tion of the district during the past week, 
and meadows, fields and pastures are 
In some localities becoming brown on 
account of the prevailing dry weather, 
and streams, springs, brooks and wells 
are low. For the remaining parts of the 
district crops have made rapid, and in 
some sections luxuriant, growth, and 
Bre now in a most satisfactory condi- 
tion. 

Correspondents in some of the east- 
ern counties of Maine report an excess 
of wet weather, and that cut hay left 
In the fields has suffered damage. Severe 
local storms, attended by heavy show- 
ers, high wind and hail, did some dam- 
age in sections of Maine and Vermont, 
washing the ground and lodging grain 
and grass. The territory over which 
these occurred was, however, of small 
extent, and damage of great amount did 
not result. 

Light to killing frosts were noted in 
the lowlands of favorable localities in 
Washington county, Me., and Cumber- 
lain county, Vt. Little damage was re- 
ported beyond the checking of vegeta- 
ble growth. Taken as a whole, the crop 
conditions of New England are now 
promising, much more so than was con- 
sidered possible a fortnight ago. All 
seasonable crops are now growing to- 
ward maturity, and with few exceptions 
It is believed the general yield will be 
sufficient and satisfactory and the 
Beason considered a fairly prosperous 
one. 

A large portion of the hay crop is still 
unharvested in Maine, New Hampshire 
and Vermont. All reports indicate that 
the yield will fall far short of the aver- 


age, light in bulk, but rich in nutrition. t 


Grain is now suffering for rain in east- 
ern Massachusetts and New Hampshire, 
In some fields, highlands, it is curling, 
and must be a failure unless rain comes 
within a few days. The crop is very 
promising and well advanced in other 
sections of the district. 

The fruit prospects are unchanged. 
Berries of all kinds, wild and cultivated, 
promise an abundant yield of excellent 
quality. Excepting berries, the fruit 
crop may be considered a failure. 

Vegetables continue in a promising 
condition in about all sections. Garden 
products of all kinds are growing 
rapidly, with prospects of an abundant 
supply. ‘There are occasional com- 
plaints of damage to peas and vines 
from worms and insects, but these are 
less than the average.

Manila, July 28.—Brigadier General R. 
H. Hall, with 1000 men, has captured 
Calamba, on Luguna de Bay. The loss 
to the United States forces was four 
killed, 12 wounded. 

The trenches commanding the harbor 
were under water, but the swampiness 
of the land made the work harder. The 
force comprised 400 of the Washington 
volunteers, 450 of the Twenty-first in- 
fantry, 150 of the Fourth cavalry and 
two guns of the First artillery, These 
and the gunboats Napidan and Oeste as- 
sembled opposite Calamba Wednesday 
afternoon. Crowds of people in carts 
and on foot were seen rushing to the hills. 
Natives escaping from Calamba in 
canoes said 100 insurgents held the town, 

A force under Captain McGrath of the 
Twenty-first infantry and Captain 
Eltonherd lasided east of the town, but 
found a river intervening. Captain Mc- 
Grath and Lieutenant Batson swam the 
river under a fire from 20 Mauser rifles. 

Having crossed the stream, the officers 
procured a casco to ferry the troops. 
The insurgents retreated through the 
town, shooting from houses and bushes 
as they fled to the hills. Three members 
of the Washington regiment waded from 
cascoes through swamps, often shoulder 
deep, while a group of Filipinos con- 
cealed in haystacks were shooting at 
them, until the Napidan focused her six- 
pounders and gatling guns on the stacks 
for a few minutes. Most of the work 
was done before the Washington volun- 
teers could reach the town. The Fili- 
pinos left three dead. 

Calamba is a trading town on La- 
guna de Bay, about 30 miles southeast 
of Manila. It is much farther south 
than the United States troops have 
heretofore penetrated on land. It is 
in the province of Laguna. It has a 
population of 11,476, and is 27 miles from 
Santa Cruz, on the eastern shore of the 
bay. Its capture is not of any strategic 
importance, except as a part of a plan 
to harass and worry the insurgents. 


The two friars who were recently ar- 
rested here on suspicion that they were 
the bearers of messages to Aguinaldo 
from the junta at Hong Kong, have been 
liberated for want of evidence. 

It is reported in native circles in Ma- 
nila that the insurgents recently re- 
ceived consignments of saltpetre from 
Japan. The insurgents had been ex- 
periencing many difficulties in the man- 
ufacture of good powder, that which they 
produced lacking power of penetration 
and range.

Have Contributed Toward Race Trou- 
bles In the South, Says Candler, 


Call Into Existence the Very 
Things They Deplore. 


Corrupt Politics a Factor, Which Can Be Re- 
lieved by a Qualified Suffrage. 


Atlanta, July 29.—Governor Candler, 
since the Dainbridge lynchings, has been 
asked by newspapers in various parts of 
the country to give his opinions on the 
race question in the south, and in reply 
to one of them the governor has freely 
expressed his views as to the cause of 
the conflicts and the remedy therefor. 
The governor believes the present-day 
cause of the uprisings is the intermed- 
dling with the relations of the whites 
and blacks in the south by “fools and 
fanatics,” who know nothing about the 
Situation, but think the whole trouble 
dates from the day of emancipation. 
Governor Candler believes a restricted 
suffrage will remedy the evil; that the 
ballot be given only to the intelligent 
negro. The governor, in his paper, 


ALLEN D. CANDLER. 
“Before the ballot was thrust into the 
hands of the negro, unprepared for it and 


utterly ignorant of 
the responsibilities of citizenship, he was 
contented to occupy that subordinate 
place in so 
his condition assured him. 

“But after his emancipation came his 
enfranchisement, and with his enfran- 
chisement came 
gers, penniless adventurers, without 
principles or patriotism, who take 
charge of him when his former master 
and protector was decitizenized by the 
reconstruction laws. 

“These carpet-baggers, calling them- 
selves Republicans, but really only a 
band of marauders, held together by the 
cohesive power of public plunder, 
swarmed al! over the south like the lo- 
custs in Egypt of old, and falsely taught 
the negroes that the southern white men 
were their worst enemies, and that it was 
their duty and their interest to vote 
against them and their party, and op- 
pose everything they were in favor of 
and favor everything they were opposed 
to—in a word to hate them. 

“They taught them that freedom meant 
immunity from toil, that liberty meant 
license, and that they were the ‘wards of 
the nation’ and would be protected 
whether they were right or wrong. 

“These evil teachings had but little 
permanent effect upon the grown up 
negroes, but upon the children the effect 
has been most baneful. These were the 
prime causes of the alienation of the 
negroes. 


“A more immediate @ause is the per- 
petual intermeddling with the relations 
of the races in the south by fanatics and 
fools, who know nothing about the sit- 
uation. They call town meetin: and 
discuss the imaginary wrongs of the 
southern negro, which do not exist, and 
denounce southern white people for 
erlmes they have not committed; they 
publish in the newspapers grossly ex- 
aggerated accounts of such crimes as 
are committed against the negro in the 
south, and omit any notice of the crime 
against the white woman which pro- 
voked the retaliation; they write in- 
cendiary letters to turbulent negroes all 
over the south, advising them to arm 
themselves with Winchester rifles, and 
for every guilty rapist who pays the 
penalty of his crime, to shoot down the 
first white men they meet. 

“Thousands of such letters have been 
written to Georgia in the last three 
months. By such methods they call 
into existence the very state of things 
they pretend to deplore.” 

Governor Candler continues: “A few 
ebandoned, reckless, criminal negroes 
are responsible for all the rapes and 
lynchings that have occurred. 

“Another and a continually present 
cause, which contributes to race friction 
is corrupt politics. In many places the 
negro vote, while not a majority, is a 
balance of power. Hence, unscrupu- 
lous men of all parties contend for this 
vote, and hug the negro around the polls 
and drink with him. He is forgotten 
after election, and, like a spoiled child, 
becomes resentful and vindictive. This 
brings clashes with the whites.”” 

In speaking of the remedy, Governor 
Candler says: “Illiteracy has decreased 
among the negroes of Georgia, from 85 
percent in 1870, to 40 percent in 1890, 
and yet crime among them has in- 
creased in about the same proportion 
that illiteracy has decreased. 

“There is, however, another sort of 
education which can in time greatly re- 
lieve the situation. This is moral edu- 
cation. We need a remedy immediate 
in its effects, and this remedy can only 
found in a qualified suf- 
frage. The ballot must only 
be intrusted to the virtuous and in- 
telligent negroes, Then race prejudice, 
at least in politics, will be eliminated, 
and the happiness and the material and 
moral condition of the southern negra 
will be greatly enhanced.

Some Interesting Experi- 9°

Postal Authorities.

The United States postal department 
is always up to date. It is now consid- 
ering the adoption of automobiles for 
mail collecting in urban districts. 
Considering that motor vehicles are 
but just beginning to be used for com- 
mercial purposes, this is a stroke of 
enterprise on the part of the postal 
authorities. 

The first experiments were made by 
Postmaster Dorr of Buffalo, and he 
has demonstrated that automobiles 
would be a valuable addition to the 
postal service of large cities. His tests 
show a saving of both time and money, 
two vital considerations when it comes 
to transporting the mails. 

Through the kindness of Dr. Tru- 
man J. Martin, who owns an auto- 
mobile trap, Postmaster Dorr was able 
to make some practical experiments 
in the collection of mails, and his re- 
port on the result has just been re- 
ceived at the postoffice department. 
He says that Dr. Martin offered the 
use of his automobile for trial in the 
collection: of mails from street letter 
boxes to demonstrate its advantages 
over the horse collection wagon. 

The first trial was made on Saturday 
evening, July 1, when Dr. Martin man- 
aged the automobile, carrying with 
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him Superintendent of Carriers Lieb, | 


who collected the mails from 40 boxes 
on a route of 18 miles in 1 hour 
and 30 minutes. To cover the same 
route with a horse wagon 
more than three hours. 

Trial was made on another route the 
the next morning, when the mail was 
collected from 63 boxes in 1 hour and 
50 minutes. The time required for a 
horse wagon to cover this route is 3 
hours and 5 minutes. 

Still another test was made on July 
4 on another route, 15 miles in length, 
with 54 boxes and the collections were 
all made in 90 minutes. 

Postmaster Dorr informs the depart- 
ment that Dr. Martin has ordered a

specially designed wagon to be fitted 
with a box for receiving the mails im- 
mediately in front of the driver, and 
that when it has been received it will 
be put into service and a report will be 
made of its performances. This report 
will be awaited with much interest 
and it may lead to experiments in oth- 
er cities. 

Buffalo experiments show an aver- 
age saving of time of nearly one-half 
over the wagon service, and if this can 
be maintained it will enabie the de- 
partment to give more frequent col- 
lections and to extend the collection 
and free delivery service farther into 
the suburbs of cities without any in- 
crease in cost. 

It is expected that further experi- 
ments will be made in New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, Washington, Chi- 
eago and other large cities. Acting 
Postmaster Henderson of Boston wants 
to try automobiles over some of his 
routes at once, as he says he is con- 
fident their use would expedite the 
service very much. 

It would probably prove specially 
effective on the so called “horse 
routes” for midnight collections. 
There are at present 39 of these routes 
in the Boston postal district, and for 
each one the carrier is allowed an ex- 
tra amount over his salary for keeping 
a horse and carriage to use in his 
work. 

This horse and carriage is his own 
property, for the postoftice department 
has made it a point never to own any 
horses, but it is a necessary part of 
his equipment, and without it he could 
not make all the collections required 
of him in the time allowed. The extra 
allowance on 36 of the routes is $300; 
on the other three it is $400. 

But this arrangement has its limita- 
tions. The collections haye to be made 
over the whole of an extensive dis- 
trict in the time between 11 p. m. and 
8.30 a. m., for the mail collected has to 
be in the Boston office in time to catch 
the early mail for New York, which 
closes at 4 a. m. Accordingly the 
routes to be covered by one horse, 
which is all a single carrier is allowed, 
have to be kept down within the ani- 
mal’s strength. 

The many miles of smooth asphalt 
pavement in Washington and Philadel- 
phia would make both those cities 
{deal places for the use of the automo- 
bile mail wagons. Especially on the 
night collections, when streets are al- 
most deserted, could these motor ve- 
hicles be used to great advantage, for 
they could be run at great speed.

Famous Lecturer. 


PESINUING OF HIS AGNOSTIOISM. 


How Re Entertained Some Methodist | 


Preachers on a Train—An Experi- 
ence During the Civil War—Con- 
versation With an Omaha Mun on 
a Train—Incident at a Banquet. 


Among the many anecdotes related 
about the late Colonel Robert G. Inger- 
soll the following will be read with 
interest: 

According to Colonel Ingersoll’s ac- 
count of the beginning of his agnosti- 
cism, it Was due to the speech of a min- 
ister before a Sunday school. Dives 
and Lazarus was the subject, and the 
minister described the rich man as still 
suffering fiery tortures and in vain 
begging Abraham for a drop of water. 
“I got up and went out,” said Colonel 
Ingersoll, “knowing in my boyish heart 
that that was a lie. From that day to 
this I have never believed in the dog- 
ma of eternal punishment.” When, 
however, his father learned of his hay- 
ing left the meeting, there was trouble 
for Robert. The trouble took place in 
the barn, and the instrument thereof 
was a strap In the Rev. Mr. Ingersoll’s 
hands, after which there was prayer 
for the guidance of the erring. 

A man who was a fellow passenger 
of Colonel Ingersoll at the time of the 
occurrence tells how that famous ag- 
nostic entertained a lot of Methodist 
preachers on a railway train in Illinois 
on one occasion. The colonel was in 
a very social mood and had been spin- 


ren, who had been attending some de- 
nominational gathering. Immediately 
an acquaintapee was scraped. Colonel 
Ingersoll, without revealing his identi- 
ty, soon had the entire party hanging 
about him enjoying his flow of wit. 


Men laughed till they cried who looked | 


as though they had not cracked a 
smile for 20 years. At Marshall the 
party left with many expressions of 
regret. They all told us who they 
were, where they had been, ete., but 
Colonel Ingersoll was not equally con- 
fidential. Finally one good old brother 
asked his name. Ingersoll handed 
him his card. He looked at it and let 
it drop as though it burned his fingers.

While 
guarding a crossroad in Tennessee 
with a small detachment he was cap- 
tured by Confederates, his own captor 
being a very young boy. The Con- 
federate general before whom he was 
taken asked him who was in command. 
Ingersoll said he did not know. 

“You're a green officer not to know 
who is in command of your forces,” 
said the rebel. 

“I was in command an hour ago,” 
was the reply. “Blamed if I know who 
is now.” 

The Union forces got after the colo- 
nel’s captors, and they were so hard 
pressed that they turned him loose. 
After getting back to his friends he 
decided that he had enough of war and 
returned home. 

On one occasion an Omaha man was 
on his way to Minneapolis, and the 
only occupants of the Pullman were 
himself and a large baldheaded man.

Remarkable Production of Pig fron---Incustrial 
Situation Generally Favorabie. 

New York, July 29,—Bradstreet’s Says: 
Weather conditions exercise their nat- 
ural effects upon the volume of current 
ness, which is, however, larger than 
. year ago, and restrict speculation, 
therefore limiting the volume of bank 
clearings, without, however, exercising 
any particular influence upon prices, 
which display nearly all their old firm- 
ness and, in fact, show still further ad- 
vances in several lines. Iron and steel 
are firmer at the east and higher south 
and west, new business being most not- 
able in the latter sections. Official 
Etatistics of pig iron production for the 
first half of 18$9 point to the largest pro- 
duction on record, having been insuf- 
ficient to offset current demand, and 
stocks at the close of the half year are 
far below what they were at the opening 
or at this time one year ago. 

The industrial situation generally re- 
mains favorable, although the restless- 
ness frequently noted at this time of the 
year has developed at many points in 
strikes of unskilled labor. 

The cereal markets note little change 
in price, but trade opinion seems to favor 
steady demand and few fluctuations, in 
view of large necessary takingk by 
foreigners. Corn prospects in the sur- 
plus-producing states are still bright, 
Liberal rains at the south have improved 
cotton prospects, and a slight shading 
in price is noted for the week. 

Smalier arrivals and heavily reduced 
stocks of raw sugar, added to large sales 
of refined, have resulted in an advance 
in the former product. 

Lumber is strong in price, and some 
building operations are reported inter- 
fered with. 

Cotton goods retain all their old 
strength. Fall demand for dry goods is 
increasing, but complaints of slow de- 
livery are more frequent. 

Manufacturers of woolen goods are 
purchasing more freely of fine domestic 
grades and prices tend upward, although 
there is less speculative buying reported 
at leading markets. 

Leather is firm, and some grades of 
hides have advanced in sympathy with 
active business in boots and shoes, but 
complaint is heard that the full measure 
of the advance in the raw material has 
not realized in the manufactured 
product.

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HOW TO SWIM. 


Suggestions That Will Aid You 
Acquiring the Art. 


As an exercise swimming is regard- 
ed by experts in the care of body and 
mind as superior to any other pas- 


time that has been devised for pres- | 


ervation of health and the uplifting of 
the nervous system. Warnings that it 
is the duty of every man, woman and 
child to learn to swim go unheeded, 
and so the newspapers will coutinue 
to record every 
day in which had the victim or the 
onlooker been true to himself there 
would have been nothing more serious 
to note than an unwelcome or unex- 
pected bath, says the New York Her- 
ald, which the following sug- 
gestions about “how to swim:”

The 
method of swimming most easily | 


learned is what is known as the breast 
stroke. In this the swimmer lies flat 
in the water, with head and shoulders 
only above the surface. The forearms 
and hands are submerged about six 
inches, while the body and lower limbs 
are in a slanting position, somewhat 
farther from the surface. 

tefore making a stroke the limbs 
are extended to their full length. The 
first motion is the drawing of the arms 
backward in a semicircle a short dis- 
tance under the top of the water. The 
palms should be kept open and down- 
ward, the entire arm moving back- 
ward with a slow “sweep.” This not 


only serves to keep the head above | 


the water line, but aids in propelling 
the body. 

For propulsion, however, the lower 
limbs are depended upon in the great- 
est degree. As the arms move apart 
the legs are drawn up under the body, 
with the knees pointing outward at 
angles from the trunk. 
made by again extending the 
limbs until both of them come togeth- 
er, the backward sweep of thevarms 
and the forcing of the feet against the 
water sending the body ahead in a de- 
gree corresponding to the energy of 
the arm and foot movement. 

For beginners at the swimming game 
it is advisable to acquire the leg move- 
ment by holding fast with the hands 
to some stationary object before ven- 
turing to keep afloat. 
taken that the feet do not get above 
the surface when making the kick. 
This results in what is known as “the 
club foot” and causes a waste of ener- 
zy as well as the making of an un- 
graceful swimmer. 

After acquiring proficiency in the 
breast stroke the swimmer may devote 
attention to various other styles, all of 
which have virtues to commend them. 


Veranda Furnishing. 

The veranda furnishing that is 
shown in the illustration from The La- 
dies’ World is a combination chair and 
table. As here shown, it is a very com- 
fortable chair, with the back slightly 
inclined. This back is hinged to the 
rear end of the chair arms, the hinges 
being out of sight between the cleat 
and the end of the arm.

is tipped forward upon the tops of the 
arms, the piece of furniture becomes 
a table, an article frequently very con- 
venient upon a veranda. It is so plain 
in its construction that any one han- 
dy with tools should be able to make 
it, using any kind of wood that may be 
most conveniently procured. Use mor- 
tise and tenon joints, and pin each 
joint securely. When finished, oil thor- 
oughly and rub the surface smartly 
with a woolen cloth. 


To Remove Mildew Stains. 

This is the season when mildew 
stains are most troublesome, but they 
can be easily conquered even during 
the murky midsummer days. To re- 
move mildew from linen, mix together 
a tablespoonful of soft soap with 
enough powdered starch to make it 
rather thick, a teaspoonful of salt and 
the juice of a lemon. Apply to the stain 
with a paint brush on both sides of 
the linen, and leave the stained article 
out on the grass a day and a night, or 
until the spot is removed. Repeat the 
process if necessary, but one applica- 
tion will generally prove sufficient. 
After the stain has disappeared have 


the article thoroughly washed and 
dried.

“In 
the year 1892,"" he says, “the Spanish 
customs tariff on manufactured goods 
Was very considerably increased, with 
the view of virtually giving a monopoly 
to goods Tanufactured here for ex- 
portation to the colonies; this, of course, 
gave an enormous impetus to manu- 
facture in this province, factories in- 
creasing largely in number, and the 
Catalan manufacturers grew rapidly 
rich. The only way in which foreign- 
ers who had good clients in the col- 
onies could meet this competition and 
retain their markets was by starting 
factories in the country, the goods thus 
being manufactured in the peninsula 
entering the Spanish colonies on the 
same terms as those of the Spanish 
manufacturers, whereas if shipped from 
England or elsewhere, the prohibitive 
duty rendered competition impossible; 
or by having a resident agent in this 
city, who, purchasing from the Catalan 
manufacturers, exported the merchan- 
dise from here free of duty.” 


Strike at Exeter, N. H. 

Exeter, N. H., July 29.—Nearly 300 
employes, including 60 women, went out 
on strike at the Exeter Boot and Shoe 
company’s shops yesterday. A cut of 
10 percent was made in the wages last 
December, and the employes claim the 
company promised an advance on June 
& A committee of the employes say 
they could get no satisfaction from the 
employers, and a mass meeting was 
held yesterday on the plains, followed 
by a meeting in Foresters’ hall. The 
strike does not affect the other part of 
the shop, or the factory of Gale Bros., 
although both shops are practically un- 
der the Same management.

New Orleans, July 29.—A negro was 
discovered at Lindsay, in East Feliciana, 
inacornfield. For some reason he was 
suspected to be Val Bates, against whom 
a charge of assault hadtheen made.

Inhuman Torture Said to Have Been inflicted 
Upon Boys by Belgians.

IS BEYOND RECOVERY, 


Lowell Man Has Become a Living 
Piece of Rigid Statuary, 


Has Not Moved His Head For 
More Than Five Years. 


Nervous Trouble Settled at Base of Spine and | 


Paralyzed His Whole Body. 


Lowell, Mass., July 31—James Mc- 
Cashin of this city is slowly turning 
into stone. He lies prostrated in his 
bed, unable to make the least move- 
ment of his body, but forced to rest his 
rigid form in one position week after 
week, with no hope for his recovery. 

He is rapidly becoming ossified, and 
by a peculiar_process of nature, the 
mystery of which is baffling eminent 
surgeons, his once strong and rugged 
body is slowly but surely hardening, 
so that at the present he is a living 
piece of statuary, with nothing left of 
human life but a clear, bright intellect, 
whose control of physical form is now 
limited to a slight movement of the 
fingers and lower jaw. 

Six years ago McCashin was a cuft 
cutter in the Lawrence hosiery and was 
in the best of health, being considered 
by his acquaintances as an especially 
rugged man. His weakness came on 
gradually, and he first felt something 
wrong when he grew tired after the 
least effort. In a few months he be- 
came stiff in the joints, until his work, 
which had hitherto been a pleasure, be- 
gan to tax his strength. 

A reporter visited him yesterday ard 
found him stretched on his bed as he 
has been for six long years, yet his 
eye was bright and he suffered pa- 
tiently. 

When he felt the first appearance of 
his ailment, McCashin consulted the 
best physicians and was treated for 
rheumatism. lmter his condition be- 
came more serious, and it was found 
that he was suffering from a severe 
nervous trouble which had settled in 
the base of his spine and paralyzed his 
whole body. 

As his case developed, the increasing 
stiffness of his body was attended with 
a gradual loss of appetite and conse- 
quently loss of flesh. . He continued to 
grow worse, and finally he went toa 
hospital, and five years ago was given 
up as a hop! less case, the doctors stat- 
ing that he would live but a few months. 
In speaking of himself, McCashin said: 

“TI first noticed my weakness one day 
when I tried to carry a tub of butter 
into the house. It seemed to slip from 
my hands, and I had no control over it. 
Five years ago they sent me home from 
the hospital to die, but I fooled them. 
My case 
lic, but it would be more interesting to 
me if I could wait upon myself a lit- 
tle.” : 

When asked how long it was since he 
had moved his head, he replied with 
the utmost resignation: ‘“‘Itis five years 
last June.” 

The ossification continued until every 
portion of his body became absolutely 
lifeless, with the exception of his fingers 
and lower jaw. He is always in pain, 
and only when under the influence of 
soothing opiates is he able to forget his 
pitiable condition. 

McCashin lies in one position day af- 
ter day, with no sign of life except the 
movement of his clear blue eye, ag he 
4azes at those attending him. 

So thorough is the ossification of his 
body that now even his jaws are finally 
shut, it being impossible to give him 
any solid food. In order to give him 
any food, even in a liquid form, it was 
necessary to file down four teeth {n or- 
der to furnish the necessary opening. 
At present McCashin subsists entirely 
on liquid nourishment, but his jaw is 
becoming more firmly fixed, and he will 
soon have to have another opening made 
between his teeth. 

MeCahhsin has a wife and four chil- 
dren, who are untiring in their devotion 
to the helpless invalid. The process of 
ossification is developing so rapidly that 
it is thought to be but a question af a 
few weeks when he will be unable to 
take any nourishment, and will gradual- 
ly waste away until death relieves him. 

His case is a remarkable one, and has 
aroused widespread interest among med- 
ical men.

DREADED YELLOW JACK 


Has Seenred a Foothold In National 
Soldiers’ Home Near Hampton, Va. 


Thirty Inmates of the Insti- 
tution Are Stricken Down. 


Four Thousand Old Veterans May Have Been 
Exposed to the Disease. 


Newport News, Va., July 31—Newport 
News and Hampton were quarantined 
against the soldiers’ home, near Hamp- 
ton, this morning. There are 30 cases 
of what is believed to be genuine yellow 
fever at the home, and three deaths from 
the disease were reported yesterday. 
There were several other daths at th in- 
stitution Saturday, but it cannot be 
6tated that all of them were caused by 
yellow fever. 

Quarantine Officer Hobson, of this 
port, went to the soldier’s home last 
hight and verified the statement that 
there are new 320 cases of the disease at 
the home. While no one outside the 
soldiers’ home knew anything about the 
existence of yellow fever until yester- 
day, it is said that the disease made its 
appearance four days ago. The most 
rigid quarantine regulations will be 
enforced to prevent the spread of the 
malady. 

The news has created great excite- 
ment in Newport News, Old Point and 
Hampton, and the most vigorous meas- 
ures will be resorted to to prevent cases 
s,reading. ‘There are 4000 old veterans 
at the home, and several large excursion 
parties went through it last week. 

The Norfolk board of health has quar- 
antined against Old Point, Hampton 
and Newport News. Police officerg 
have been sent out along the water front 
to watch for tugs, sailboats and other 
eraft. Thereismuchexcitement. Gov- 
ernor Woodfin of the soldiers’ home 
contirms the report of the existence of 
fever there. Hampton has been quan- 
antined from Old Point, and the trolley 
cars have stopped running to the former 
place. 


As Viewed§!n Washing‘on. 

Washington, July 31.—Surgeon General 
Wyman of the marine hospital service 
was informed Saturday night of an out- 
break of what it was feared was yellow 
fever at the national soldiers’ home at 
Hampton and immediately dispatched 
surgeons in the service from Wilmington, 
N. C., Norfolk and Washington to inves- 
tigate the sickness there, report on its 
character to the authorities here and to 
take measures to prevent the spread of 
the disease. Dr. Wyman himself will go 
to Hampton In a few days to take charge 
of the work of preventing a spread of the 
disease if it develops into genuine yellow 
fever. Two of the surgeons dispatched 
to the home reported yesterday that the 
symptoms very much resembled those of 
yellow fever and that, while they could 
not be positive in their diagnosis as yet, 
they were inclined to the belief that the 
illness was the dreaded yellow jack. 
The government will adopt strict precau- 
tionary measures to prevent a spread of 
the disease and will fight its progress 
with all the skill and resources at its 
command. 

It appears that Dr. Wyman’s informa- 
tion of the reported existence of yellow 
fever came in a telegram from the sur- 
geon in charge of the soldiers’ home at 
Hampton, who expressed fear that the 
disease was prevalent there. Dr. Wy- 
man immediately availed himself of the 
presence at Norfolk of Surgeon Wasdin, 
and directed that he proceed at once to 
Hampton and make a careful examina- 
tion of the suspects. Yesterday after- 
noon the surgeon general received a dis- 
patch from Dr. Wasdin, expressing his 
conviction that the hospital physicians 
had been correct in their fears, and that 
the disease was genuine yellow fever, 
Surgeon White of this city and Surgeon 
Wortenbaker from Wilmington, N. C., 
will go to Hampton immediately, and 
other assistants from the service will be 
direeted to proceed there as soon as the 
exact condition of affairs can be learned 
and the needs of the situation known.

The Wide Seow Yachts Proved 
to be the Best Yet. 


Every one of the five which 
took part in the Quincy cup races last 
week, says the Herald, was a racing 
machine, built for no other purpose 
than to sail fast. Two of them, the 
Heiress and the Hostess, were designed 
on the lines of the type of racing craft 
that has been successful in these 
waters in the past three years.

JUDGE WHITE DEAD. 


Was for a Few Years Editor of | 


the Quincy Patriot. 

Judge George White, a native of 
Quincey, who has held probate court in 
Quincey and Norfolk county for over 
forty years, died late Saturday night 
in Wellesley. He was at one time one 
of the proprietors and editors of the 
Quincy Patriot and the following 
sketch from the Boston Advertiser 
will be of interest: 

Judge White was born in Quincy 78 
years ago,and was the son of Nathaniel 
and Mehitable White. He received his 
early education in the schools of that 
city and fitted for college at Phillips- 
Exeter Academy, then under manage- 
ment of Dr. Soule. He was graduated 
from Yale in 1548, where he was 
elected a@ member of the Phi Beta 
Kappa society, and from the Harvard 
Law Schoo] in 1850. He studied law 
with the Hon.Robert Rantoul, Jr, and 
on his motion was admitted to the bar 
in the fall of 1851, and immediately be- 
came his partner, with the firm name 
of Rantoul & White. 

After the death of Mr. Rantoul, he 
formed a connection with Asa French. 
This partnership continued until 1858. 
Mr. White took an active interest in 
the schools of Quincy, serving on the 
school committee for several years. He 
was also a prominent member of the 
Unitarian society of that town, acting 
on its parochial committee and serving 
for many years as teacher and superin- 
tendent of its Sunday School, 

In 1851, with Gideon Thayer, 
founder of the Chauncy Hall School, 
Boston, he purchased and edited the 
Quincy Patriot. 

In July, 1858, Mr. White was ap- 
pointed judge of probate and insolvency 
for Norfolk Co., which office he held 
at the time of his death. 

Aside from his judicial duties, the 
chief employment of Judge White was 
the managment of trust estates. 

In 1863 he married Miss Frances, the 
only child of Edward Noyes of Boston. 

A widow and three children survive 
Judge White: Dr. G. R. White, of 
Phillips-Exeter Academy; Mary, wife 
of C. A. Bunker, a well-known Bos- 
ton lawyer, and E. N. White. 

Judge White bad been a resident of 
Wellesley since 1863, and was all his 
life greatly interested in municipal 
affairs. He had just completed a hand- 
some residence in the centre of the 
town, which he intended to occupy at 
once, 

Death was due to a complication of 
stomach{troubles from which he had 
been a sufferer for some four weeks. 
He was not, however, considered 
seriously ill, and his death was un- 
expected and came as a severe shock to 
his many friends and relatives.

fen Eyck Easily Beats Maguire In 
Senior Single Scull Championship. 


The Latter Claims a Foul, but 
It Is Disallowed. 


Louisville, Washington, Cincinnati and Brook~ 
lyn Win Sunday Baseball Games. 


Boston, July 31.—What was probably 
the greatest regatta ever held on the 
Charles river ended Saturday night, af- 
ter two days of rowing. It was greatin 
the number and quality of entries, great 
in the unusual prevalence of sensational 
questions of relative ability awaiting 
solution, fortunate in point of weather, 
and, What was more obscure in its work- 
ings, but strikingly manifest in its re- 
Sults, in unexceptional management. 

The last day brought out, as the gem 
of the card, the senior single scull cham- 
pionship, the Maguire-Ten Eyck ques- 
tion, and Ten Eyck won by so wide a 
margin that the wonder now is how so 
many thought it might prove otherwise. 
The Worcester boy had three lengths to 
spare after drifting in 30 feet of the 


course, and could have won by a fur- 
long.

Even the great crowd at the finish 
failed to enthuse over the race between 
Ten Eyck, Maguire and Whitehead, 
which many of them had come so far to 
see. It seemed so easy for Ten Eyck to 
win that, while he was greeted as a na- 
tional champion, there was little of a sen- 
sation in the finish, with Maguire lengths 
behind, and if it had not been for the 
latter’s protest there would have been 
little for the sports to discuss, and there 
is no question whatever as to the rela- 
tive merits of the three men. Ten Eyck 
had no difficulty in proving his superior- 
ity in the race from the very start, when 
he deliberately rowed over into his op- 
ponents’ smoother water and kept there 
throughout the race. This move, how- 
ever, cams2 very near costing him the 
race, for he failed to turn his own buoy 
and narrowly missed a foul, 

Ten Eyck, who had the outside posi- 
tion with the rough water, jumped ahead 
at the start and, witha few quick, strong 
strokes swept right across the bow of 
Whitehead, who had the middle position, 
and soon pulled out a length or two 
ahead of his opponents into a safe posi- 
tion. In the meantime Whitehead had 
fallen behind, and he never caught up 
again during the race. Ten Eyck 
watched Maguire and responded spurt 
for spurt, and as he neared the line put 
three lengths between his shell and that 
of the Bradford man. With this ap- 
parently safe lead, he made for Maguire's 
turning buoy instead of cutting over to 
of the course for his own 
mark, which he could easily have done 
and lost but little. He had not swung 
completely round when Maguire reached 
the buoy, and a quick stroke on the lat- 
ter’s part would undoubtedly have 
brought about a collision which, under 


, the rules, would have given Maguire the 


race. Maguire, however, did not realize 
how near he was to Ten Eyck until the 
latter had pulled away in safety. 

The balance of the race was a mere 
procession. Maguire subsequently pro- 
tested Ten Eyck, but the referee had 
previously received a statement from 
the judge at the turn and disallowed the 
protest, as the judge said that the boats 
did not touch each other. 

The two big eight-oared contests, with 
the championship such a walkover, con- 
tained excitement enough for the entire 
afternoon. In the senior event, four 
good crews battled for supremacy, and 
while the Pennsylvania barge crew at 
the end pulled out ahead, the Knicker- 
bockers were but a short distance away, 
with the 
exactly even at the line. 

After this race came the intermediate 
eight-oared race which was postponed 
Friday because of the accident to the 
Vesper crew. The Atlanta crew of 
Springfield dropped out, leaving the New 
York athletics and the schoolboy crew 
of the Boston Athletic association to 
have it out with the Vespers. The latter 
got the best of the start, but at the end 
of the half mile all three were practically 
oneventerms. Coming under the bridge 
the Vespers had a lead of half a length, 
with the New Yorks second and the Bos- 
ton Athletic association third. At the 
three-quarters of a mile, half way tothe

ers and started after the Vespers. 

It was right here that the accident 
which probably robbed the Vespers of 
the race occurred. Loeffler suddenly } 
broke his rowlock, and without the 
slightest hesitation jumped over the side 
of the boat. The press boat was coming 
along behind and he was quickly taken 
aboard, still clinging to his oar. When 
the youngster saw his boat drop behind 
from the lead he was heart-broken. The 
schoolboys won in a hot finish with the 
New Yorks by a quarter of a length. 

The intermediate double sculls carried 
off the palm from a spectacular stand- 
Point, for six pairs contested, and it was 
any one's race to the turn. From that 
point, however, the Jeffries’ pair drew 
steadily away and won by two lengths. 

Another Boat race with an exciting 
finish was that of the intermediate fours, 
between the two New York crews. The 
Harlem crew led all the way to the turn, 
but by the finest kind of work the New 
York Athletic club swung their shell

round first and were soon three h@ sths 
to the good. The Harlems just failed to 
catch them at the finish. 

In the senior international fours, the 
Brockville crew simply rowed away from 
the St. Louis. four. 

Frank B. Greer took the intermediate 
single sculls without difficulty, although 
O'Keefe made the best turn. 

The senior sculls were equally as easy 
for John Rumohr, who won by four 
lengths over Titus, the second man.

Dominican Government Finds That It Has a 
Hard Task on ‘ts Hands.
